■  Richard  McBride  Announces 
That  Work  is  Being  Execut- 
ed Now  in  London — Arrang- 
ed Jt  When  on  Visit 


Victorians  will  learn  with  delight  that 
at  last  /suitable  and  lasting  recopnltlon 
of  the  great  queen  whose  name  the  city 
bears  la  about  to  be  made,  In  the  form 
of  it  statute,  to  be  placed  in  all  prob- 
ability In  front  of  the  parliament  buUd- 
Itig.s  on  'tho  site  at  present  occupied  \>y 
the  fountain. 

The  announcement  to  this  effect  was 
made  yestenlay  Vjy  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Bride. premier  of  the  province,  who 
stated  th.at  the  subject  was  taktm  up 
by  him  while  In  London  recently.  Mr. 
Albert  Brucejoy,  the  eminent  Irish 
sculptor,  who  has  been  singularly  suc- 
cessful during  the  past  thirty  years, 
will  design  and  execute  the  work. 

Sir  Richard  had  the  subject  in  mind 
when  he  took  his  departure  for  the  old 
land,  and  despite  the  many  calls  upon 
his  time  he  found  an  opportunity  to 
csll  upon  Mr.  Bruce-Joy  and  arrange  the 
matter  satisfactorily.  He  la  now  In- 
formed that  Hon.  J,  H.  Turner,  agent- 
general.,  for  the  province,  to  whom  he 
delegated  tho  details,  is  in  consultation 
with  the  sculptor  arranging  for  the  ex- 
ecution of   the  work. 

Immediately  upon  the  completion  of 
the  statue,  which  will  be  cast  In  bronze, 
It  will  be  shipped  to  the  capital,  and 
thcroofter  Victorians  will  be  able  daily 
to  look  upon  the  presentment  of  the 
late  Queen  Victoria.  Now  that  every- 
thing had  been  arranged  for  the  statute 
Sir  Richard  thought  that  the  people  of 
the  cnpltjil  should  b«  Xei.  into  the  secret.

SAN  BERNARDINO,  California,  June 
15. — Flood  scenes  common  in  the  low- 
lands lying  behind  the  Missouri  river 
icvccs  last  month  are  havinK  their 
countertiart  along  the  treacherous  Col- 
omdo  river.  Through  a.  dozen  or  more 
lircaks  In  the  dykes  between  old  Fort 
Mojave  and  Yuma  the  flood  waters 
are  pouring  over  thousands  of  acres 
of  alfalfa  fields  and  small  farms.  Lin- 
colnvllle,  the  first  town  lnunda.ted,  has 
'leen  almost  obliterated,  end  many  of 
the  people  of  BIytho  and  Randall  were 
leaving  their  homes  in  boats.  The  en- 
tire Paloverde  valley,  one  of  tho  rlch- 
•  st  in  '  southeastern  California,  Is 
threatened  by  Inundation,  and  the  Im- 
perial valley,  with  products  valued  at 
many  niillion.?,  is  said  to  be  endang- 
ered. 

The  high  tMe  uf  the  floods  is  not 
expected  for  two  weeks,  and  while 
there  is  said  In  be  no  Immediate  pros- 
pect that  tho  great  river  will  break 
over  and  race  a.gain  to  the  Salton  .Sea, 
men  are  laboring  to  strengthen  wea> 
places  in  the  first  line  of  defense 
along  tho  river  and  protect  the  great 
irrigation  system  which  supplies  the 
vast  area  of  productive  Imperial  val- 
ley   territory    with    water. 

If  the  valley  la  flooded,  tho  break 
will  occur  in  lower  Callfoi-nla,  where 
are  located  the  Intakes  by  which  tlie 
irrl>?ation  system  connects  with  the 
I  Ivor.

The  world  can  rest  assured  that 
nerniany  with  hrr  army  and  navy  seek.i 
nothing  but  the  maintenance  of  her  po- 
sition in  Europe  and  fair 'participation 
when  changes  of  ownership  In  colonies 
are  •  taking  place  elsewhere  In  the 
world.  Ap  soon  as  England  bringn  It- 
self to  realize  this  and  meeta  Ger- 
many In  the  right  ."plrit  the  danger  of 
war     will     Immediately    disappear. 

There  Is  on»)  thing  abotit  this  discus- 
sion, and  that  Is  that  It  may  bring 
about  a  better  understanding  between 
the  two  great  nations.  The  high  pitch 
of  efficiency  to  which  both  naval  and 
military  organizations  have  been 
brought  In  these  latter  years  makes 
war  between  such  powers  nlmoat  un- 
thinkable. We  can  ticc  no  reason  for 
such  war.  or  for  the  tension  which  has 
existed  from  time  to  time,  and  hope 
that  thf  wisdom  of  our  own  and  Qer- 
mau  statesmen  will  find  a  way  to 
smooth  over  all  difficulties  which  may 
arise    In    the    future.

Roosevelt  will  claim,  with  good 
grounds,  that  as  Taft's  majority  In  the 
convention  comes  wholly  from  the 
south,  where  there  Is  no  repui)lican 
put  ty  uutside  the  office  holders,  as 
those  states  Invariribly  send  democratic 
rnpreseiitallvcs  to  the  tie<ctoraI  college, 
thereifore,  Mr.  Taft  is  not  the  choice  ot 
the  republican  party  a.s  It  will  be  re- 
presented In  tlie  electoral  college.  In 
iiuit  case.  Roosevelt  will  very  likely 
bolt  the  convention  and  run  as  an  In- 
dependent republican.  At  first  glanco 
this  -vvould  seem  to  make  the  election 
of  a  JejiiiJcraL  a  sure  thing.  But  it  is 
by  no  means  so.  It  requires  a  majority 
of  votes  Qif  tho  members  of  the  elec- 
toral college  to  elect  a  president.  In 
a  three  cornered  fight  between  Taft, 
Roosevelt  and  a  democrat  there  Is 
small  probability  of  the  latter  getting 
m ore   votes    than    both    the  Qthcr  can- 


Ji dates.  So  the  result  would  In  all 
proOmblUty  be  no  election.  This  -«'oukl 
throw  the  election  of  a  president  Into 
the  house  of  representatives,  with  a 
result  which  It  is  difncult  to  prtnlict  at 
present,  although  the  prolmlillitles  ap- 
pear to  favor  the  election  of  a  demo- 
crat.

Taft's  backers  are  comparing  him  to 
Xapolfoii  during  those  famous  hundred 
days  preceding  Waterloo.

That  in  summer,  for  Instince, 
butter  which  could  not  be  sold  Would 
be  kept  fresh  and  that  in  winter  It 
could  be  bought  at  a  moderate  pi'ce. 
Now  the  housewife  finds  that  j,he 
must  pay  the  high  winter  price  In  'he 
summer.  Not  only  has  butter  ►»ecomc 
dearer,  but  It  has  deteriorated  In  <inal 
Ity.  All  sorts  of  devices  are  uu-l  lO 
dispose  of  the  butter  which  has  been 
kept  too  long.  This  in  true,  to  an  evin 
greater  extent,  of  eggs  and  .>f  oiher 
foods.  A  few  week.n  ago,  the  he  i<ie- 
wivcvs  of  New  York  resolved  not  ti  use 
any  butter  till  It  wan  sbid  at  *  r^ai  in- 
able  price.  They  were  able  to  io  ce 
the  total  prices  down  for  a  time.  But 
such  a  remedy  can  be  but  tem^^<J•ary. 
It  should  not  be  beyond  the  wUilom  ut 
statesmen  to  devise  a  cure  for  what  is 
a  great  evil.

Its  soil  Is  a 
p;irt  of  a  united  empire;  its  sons  .ind 
lUiugluers  stand  ready  for  what  comes 
under  the  same  flag  that  waves  over 
di.stant  seas.  Nobody  will,  however, 
on  this  occasion  fall  to  recognize  with 
a  genial  and  respectful  regard  the  per- 
sonal aspect  of  the  occasion.  Sir  Rich- 
ard McBrlde  has  deserved  well  of  this 
province  He  has  brought  to  its  ser- 
vice an  adequate  and  cultivated  men- 
tality, an  ability  and  determination  of 
a  high  order.  From  the  first  he  had 
faith  In  the  great  potentialities  of  that 
pfirt  of  the  empire  in  which  he  was 
born,  and,  with  singleness  of  aim.  he 
has  worked  for  its  ad\'ancement.  Brit- 
ish Columbia  today  occupies  a  differ- 
ent place  than  It  would  have  occupied 
If  Richard  McBrlde  had  not  been  ready 
at  a  crucial  time  to  assume  the  work 
and  responsibilities  of  leadership.  To 
have  that  said  of  him  with  truth  Is 
possibly  the  highest  honor  he  could 
attain.  and-Jt  Is  this  that  gives  tho 
historic  decoration  he  has  received  its 
essential  and  intrinsic  value. — Van-

The  men  In  the  tug  say  the  entire 
coast  line  o-f  the  Alaska  peninsula  In 
the  vicinity  of  the  volcano  Is  burled  so 
deeply  that  the  mounjains  appear  to 
slope  at  an  even  grade  to  '^'.e  water's 
edge,  the  white  ash  giving  It  the  ap- 
pearance of  being  covered  by  a  huge 
mantle  of  snow.  All  landmarks  by 
which  mariners  have  been  guided  en- 
tering the  various  l>ays  along  the  coast 
have  disappeared  and  to  the  men  on 
the  Redonda  It  seemed  as  If  they  were 
(>xi)loring  a  new  shore.

BRITISH  POLOISTS 

TO  INVADE  STATES 


Old   Country   Tea-ms   Coming  to   America 

TMa  Year  Expected  to  Be 

Strong 


British  pololsts  have  already  begun 
to  prep;ure  for  the  1012  Invasion 
of  the  United  States  when  an  attempt 
will  be  made  to  lift  the  international 
cup  which  was  won  by  an  American 
team  In  England  in  1909.  There  Is 
likely  to  he  plenty  of  material  for  a 
formidable  team,  tlie  chief  stumbling 
block  being  the'  big  sum  of  money 
which  it  will  require  for  tho  trip. 
Fnglishnicn  who  made  the  trip  last 
year  rememiier  with  friendly  feeling 
the  cordial  reception  accorded  them  In 
.America,  and  eapeclall.v  the  farewell* 
dinner  which  cost  $50  a  plate.  Some 
of  thorn  have  been  total  abstainers 
ever   since. 

It  is  believed  In  well  informed  cir- 
cles that  the  Duke  of  "\A'estminHter's 
polo  team,  whli.'h  is  the  one  that  will 
invade  America,  will  consist  of  Messrs. 
Rivcrsdale,  Grenfell,  Cecil  Nlckalls, 
Capt.  RItson  and  liOrd  Rocksavage. 

Nlckalls  is  one  ot  the  cleverest  all- 
round  polo  players  In  England.  In 
discussing  the  prospect  for  this  year 
he   said: 

'It  may  bo  a  little  early  to  predict 
and  ccrt.tlni.v  I  do  not  want  to  boast, 
but  we  shall  certainly  give  the  Ameri- 
cans a  harder  tussle  than  they  had 
last  year.  We  were  handicapped  in 
1911  by  the  weather  which  was  very 
bad.

TORONTO,  Juno  15, — A  steady 
downpour  of  rain  made  It  anything 
but  Ideal  weather  for  lacrosse  herci  to- 
day when  the  Irish-Canadians  clashed 
for  the  first  time  this  year  in  a  "Big 
Four"  fixture.  The  field  was  a  regu- 
lar swimming  pool  and  the  plaj'ers 
wallowed  around  like  ducks.  The 
Irishmen  were  first  to  score,  but  Tor- 
ontos  soon  evened  and  at  the  quarter 
time  It  was  2  all.  The  .second  quarter 
was  all  Torontos  and  the  Blue  Shirts 
ran  in  4  while  th«  lr!Bh-n««.nadlHna 
were  blanketed,  the  quarter  ended  Tor- 
onto 6,  Irish-Canadians  2.  Third 
(luarter  was  Toronto  6,  Irlsh-Cana- 
dianp  2,  and  the  final,  Toronto  7, 
Ii*lsh-Canadlans  3. 


MONTREAIL,  June  15. — Tecumseh 
and  Nationals  lined  up  before  a  small 
crowd  in  a  downpour  of  rain  today. 
The  Frenchmen  found  the  Indians  a 
light  lunch  and  had  the  game  pretty 
well  all  to  themselves.  There  was  no 
.scoring  In  the  first  quarter.  Half  time 
it  was  Nationals,  4.;  Tecumsehs,  1. 
Third  quarter.  Nationals,  6;  Tecum - 
sehs,  .3,  and  the  final  Nationals,  9; 
Tpcumsehs,  4.  A  fire  broke  out  In  the 
grandstand  during  the  progress  of  the 
game.  It  was  speedily  put  out,  though 
not  before  the  people  had  been  thor- 
oughly alarmed. 


A  Canadian  athlete,  who,  in  hU  day, 
coula  do  the  bundred  yards  Inside 
eleven  seconds,  writes  as  follows  In  an 
old  country  paper  ngardlng  the  Olym- 
pic   trials; 

In  company  with  a  small  group  of 
Canadians,  I  went  to  Stamford  Bridge 
on  Saturday  to  witness  the  Olympic 
trials  and  to  be  at  the  finish  of  tho 
Marathon  from  Windsor  to  the  athlv- 
tic  grounds  at  WaVham  Green.  Dur- 
ing the  aflernon  we  were  naturally 
keenly  Interested  in  the  progress  of 
the  lilarathon,  which  was  posted  us 
each  rtve  miles  or  thereabouts  were 
done  during  tho  Journey  frtim  Windsor 
Castle  towards  the  finish.  It  was  not 
until  15  miles  of  the  race  had  been  run 
that  Corkery  began  to  loom  -up;  he  wuk 
then  reported  as  being  in  the  sixth 
place. 

Just  before  reaching  the  sixtcentli 
mile  Corkery  took  second  place,  and 
the  Canadian  thermometer  began  to 
ris«  rapidly,  although  even  then,  be- 
yond the  coterie  of  Canadians,  it  wa.i 
not  fully  realized  who  Corkery  was  or 
where  he  came  from.  At  the  21st  mile 
Corkery  led  by  12  seconds,  and  as  en 
eyewitness  at  that  part  of  the  Journ- 
ney  afterwards  said  "rioChing  but  a 
shotgun  could  keep  him  from  winning." 

There  was  suppressed  excitement 
when  the  announcement  was  made  that 
the  leaders  were  within  a  mil«  of  tha 
linish,  and  the  track  was  cleared  of 
all  but  officials.  While  wondering  what 
was  likely  to  happen  next  a  shout  went 
up,  "Here  they  come!"  A  moment  later 
there  entered  taie  grounds  a  solitary 
runner  clad  in  white  with  a  maple  leaf 
in  green  on  his  breast.  The  emblem 
was  1-mmedlately  recognized  by  the 
Canadian  contingent,  who  started  the 
first  cheers,  which  In  an  instant  grew 
Into  a  mighty  roar  of  "Well  done, 
Canada!" 

Corkery  aippeared  remarkably  fresh, 
and  his  appearance  suggested  a  five 
mile  spin  rather  than  a  Journey  of  over 
26  miles  with  a  Held  of  o-v^r  50  com- 
petitors. This  view  was  borne  out  by 
the  medical  examiner  at  the  conchtslon 
of  the  race,  who  said  that  "the  Cana- 
dian gave  him  the  Impression  of  having 
only    done    an    exercise    sprint." 

Cork>ery,  in  his  dreaslng-room  after 
the  race,  said  he  felt  "fine,"  and  was 
glad  he  had  done  something  for  Can- 
ada. This  seemed  to  please  him  e-ven 
more  than  his  personal  gratification. 
The  representative  of  flouth  Africa  was 
second,  and  the  victory  was  splendid- 
ly received  by  the  enormous  number 
of  spectators.  While  naturally  feelinig 
proud  that  Canada  bad  won,  it  <was 
Inspiring  to  hear  my  neighbor  on  tha 
rig'ht,  a  good  type  of  E^nglishman,  say, 
"Afber  all,  we  have  won.  and  Imperial 
unity    has    been   accentuated."

et- heaven.  A  land  which  the  Lord  thy 
dfod  careth  for — the  eyes  of  the  Lord 
(jod  are  always  upon  It — from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  to  the  e.nd  of  the 
year.  Is  that  not  an  accurate  descrip- 
tion of  this  wonderful  inheritance  that 
has  fallen  to  tlie  Canadian  people?  It 
is  so  richly  endowed  as  In  recent  year.s 
to  have  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
civilized  world.  The  tide  of  population 
lias  turned  this  way.  A  few  years  a,go 
sixty-tivt!  per  cent,  o-f  those  emigrating 
from  the  Britisii  J.'»les  found  thrir 
liome.s  on  foreign  shores  and  only 
thirty-five  per  cent,  came  and  dwelt 
under  the  British  flag.  Last  year  those 
figures  were  reversed — sixty-five  per 
cent,  remained  under  tho  Brltl.sli  flag 
and  thirty-five  per  ocnt,  went  to  for- 
eign  shores. 

"Then,  what  of  the  productiveness — 
the  resources  of  our  country?  It  Is 
fabulous.  Wc  have  learned  to  speak  In 
millions.  The  output  of  tho  forests, 
»77, 000.000;  of  the  dairy,  $100,000,000; 
of  tlie  mines,  » 105,000,000:  of  tlie  farm. 
$'160,000,000.  etc.  And  yet  we  have  but 
touched    the    fringe    of    our    resources. 

"In  addition  to  that  ought  we  not  to 
add  what  Is  even  better  than  millions 
— the  vigorous  and  hcaltli-glvlng  cli- 
mate, the  beauty  of  mountain  and 
prairie,  forest  and  lake,  river  and  sea. 
It  Is  truly  a  land  God  careth  for,  and 
His    eyes   are    always    upon    It. 

"Christian  activities— Add  to  ell  this 
the  Christian  activities  that  prevail. 
Who  can  enumerate  the  orgaiiiationa 
and  movements  in  which  Christian  ac- 
tivity nnds  expresion?  Whetlier  chari- 
table or  (?ducatlonnl.  in.spirational.  evan- 
.gt'Hstii'  or  reformatory  movements. 
Anything  and  everything  tlie  lieart  of 
man  can  suggest  or  desire  for  the  bet- 
terment of  society  commands  sympathy 
and  support.  Whether  wisely  or  unwise- 
ly these  organizations  multiply  Indefin- 
itely, and  indicfite  at  least  .a  longing  to 
do  Hometlilng  to  make  the  world  better. 
They  are  signs  of  the  dawn — that  the 
morning  conieth. 

"Foreign  Land.^ — What  Is  true  In 
Canada,  i.s  true  In  other  lands.  Start- 
ling things  are  happening  everywhere. 
Till!  lields  are  whitening,  the  whole 
world  la  awakening.  The  morning 
I'uuicth. 

"India — India  is  shot  through  and 
through  with  movements  that  indicate 
11  r.-'nai.^sance.  A  thirst  for  education 
li;is  come  down  among  the  masses  and 
Is  licing  promoted  by  the  government, 
by  missions  and  by  weoltliy  Individ- 
uals. Tlierc  is  the  new  patriotism  that 
fliids  expression  in  an  intenscr  spirit 
of  mitlDniilism  and  as  usual  In  earlier 
.stiigi's,  manifests  inten.se  «ntagonlsm 
to  all  foreign  influences.  There  has 
come  a  higher  conception  of  What  re- 
ligion ought  to  be.  acompanied  by  at- 
tempts to  purge  and  rehabilitate  and 
give  respectability  to  their  own  old, 
untrunslatable  rellgion.s,  and  to  make 
them  presentable  to  modern  civiliza- 
tion. There  is  new  activity,  adopting 
western  methods  for  the  propogation  of 
their  old  religions,  and  with  that  the 
growing  conviction  that  some  religion 
Is  necessary  to  a  nation's  welfare  ^and 
that  Christianity  Is  the  coming  re- 
ligion for  India.  There  are  occasional 
mass  movements,  amongst  the  lower 
classes,  alongside  of  the  steady  ad- 
vance of  western  education  and  Chris- 
tian institutions.  India,  like  all  the 
Kast,  has  broken  with  the  past,  Is  In 
ii  receptive  mood.  Is  as  prepared  and 
waiting  for  the  sower  to  go  forth  and 
sow    the  seed. 

"("tilna. — In  China  a  su.^cesslon  of 
movements  have  taken  place  In  the 
last  dozen  years — movi-ments  that  are 
phenomenal — quite  unparalleled  In  tho 
history  of  the  world.  .\ny  one  of  fhem 
by  itself  Is  entitled  to  a  place  amongst 
the    grnat    revolutions    of    history. 

"(1)  In  the  year  1905,  by  on^  stroke 
of  the  pen,  China  rejected  a  system  ot 
education  that  prevailed  since  GOO  B.  C. 
for  li.liOO  years,  and  adopted  the  West- 
ern system  of  education.  Who  can  es- 
timate the  significance  of  that  with  a 
population  Tiumtyehing  one-quarter  !of. 
the  population   of  the   world? 

"(2)  In  the  year  1907,  an  Imperial 
decree  was  Isuued  ordering  that  the 
cultlvatloj)  of  opium  must  cease  In  ten 
years — (to  be  reduced  one-tenth  each 
year).  Think  of  such  radical  treatment 
of  an  industry  and  aii  habit  that  af- 
fected 80,000.000  of  people!  Yet  this  ac- 
tion was  tak.en  and  wa«  due  to  tha 
concerted  influence  of  mlsslonariea  and 
laymen.  But  tieyond  expcotatlon,  within 
two  years  one-third  the  production  an4 
consumption  ceased.  In  eight  provltiota, 
wbera   tb«   chltt  prodatt   was     oylum. 


tha  gfwth   n»»Wc»Hy   <B««a«d   la   Iwo 

yeara.  In  Foo  Cboo  thraa  thousand 
opium  dans  war*  ciosad  up  at  on«  Urns. 
In  other  oitlas  thara  wera  similar  ra- 
sults.  And  tht  work  would  ba  accom- 
plished acoordlng  to  the  Imperial  ds- 
crea  if  China  received  tha  foreign  sup^ 
port    to   which  she   is   enrtltled. 

"(3)  In  1909,  It  was  decreed  that 
there  should  be  provincial  assemMles 
In  all  the  provinces — the  Introduction 
of  constitutional  and  popular  govern- 
ment. 

"(4)  In  1»11  It  was  decreed  that  the 
Manchu  Dynasty,  that  had  ruled  over 
tbrea  hundred  years,  should  ba  laid 
aside  and  ba  succeeded  by  a  republican 
form  of  government,  which  transfor- 
mations was  affected  almost  wlthOMt 
bloodshed. 

"(6)  The  other  day  the  President  of 
the  Republic,  Yuan  Hhl  Jval,  gave  as- 
surances that  libtrty  of  conscience 
would  be  granted,  which  removes  all 
disabilities  under  which  Christians  suf- 
fered— and  gives  fair  field  to  the 
Christian  missionary  to  go  in  and  pos- 
sess the  land.  This  can  be  explained 
only  by  the  rapid  advance  made  by 
Christianity,  which  itself  seems  mlrac- 
ulouB.  After  the  first  thirty-five  years 
of  Tnlsaionary  laber  In  1?42  there  were 
thirteen  convertK.  After  the  second 
thirty-flv'j  years  in  1877,  thirteen  thou- 
sand converts.  After  tlie  third  period 
of  thirty-five  years,  1912,  not  less  than 
250,000    converts. 

"(6)  Hence  the  prominence  acquired 
by  Christian  men.  Dr.  Sun  Yat  Sen 
— provisional  president  of  the  repub- 
lic is  a  Christian.  .Seven  meml»ers  of 
the  Cabinet  of  the  rtuubUc  are  Christ- 
ians. These  marvellous  things  are  so 
near  us  and  have  come  so  silently  and 
quickly  th*t  they  were  scarcely 
noticed,  Mdl  yet  t)li«i^  ire  QUlt«  unpar- 
alleled in  thi  Wlitt.'y  of  Tiatloa*. 

"But  Also  tho  Night— With  ili  thlft 
that   is    optimistic    there  are     ominous 
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aigiis^*^  thinga'  tlmt  mwit  uauae  an^ciety 
and    may    mean    disaster. 

"War — 'Who  is  not  Impressed  with 
the  possibilities  ot  the  war  cloud  hang- 
ing over  the  nations?  Xatlona  do  not 
want  war,  but  they  are  expecting  it, 
and  are  making  preparations  for  it, 
on  a  sea)',  unexampled  in  nil  lilstory. 
It  was  a  strange  Irony  that  immediate- 
ly after  the  first  Hague  conference  In 
iSft9,  there  should  begin  an  increase 
of  armaments  by  sea  and  land,  until  at 
the  present  time  there  is  an  annual 
expenditure  of  two  and  a  quarter 
billions  and  national  dbts  have  amount- 
ed up  to  thirty-five  billions.  There  is 
Jealousy  and  suspicion  and  uncertainty 
and  panic  alongside  of  protestations  of 
peace  and  goodwill.  It  Is  not  necessary 
to  question  tlie  sincerity  of  tluso 
friendly  sentiments,  but  it  in  liupn.u- 
slble  to  avoid  the  conviction  ilial  tliere 
Is  danger  of  a  conflict  such  as  will 
give  civilization  a  shock  from  which 
she  will  not  recover  in  half  a  century. 
And  that  "war  spirit  Is  Infectious,  is 
communicating  itself  to  Eastern  na- 
tions and  may  result  In  developments 
there  along  military  Instead  of  peace- 
ful lines  which  will  vastly  increa.se  the 
difficulties  and  arrest  the  progress  of 
the    Kingdom    of    God    In    the    world. 

"■Industrial  War. — There  Is  another 
wer  cloud  more  alarming — the  indus- 
trial war — the  war  ot  classes,  becom- 
ing more  and  more  acute  year  by  year. 
In  the  past  this  tension  was  not  felt 
becau.se  there  was  wide  field  for  indi- 
vidual energy.  But  even  In  Can,uda 
doors  of  opportunity  are  closing — 
natural  resources  are  being  exploited 
and  tbp  day  for  free  and  fair  com- 
petition is  largely  past.  Hence  capital 
and  labor  are  highly  organl^.ed — ^have 
already  locked  horns  —  have  tested 
strength  and  endurance  in  many  a 
struggle  of  varying  lengths  and  Inten- 
sity. 

"In  the  last  twenty  years  there  have 
been  1,000  strikes  a  year  on  this  con- 
tinent. How  formidable  they  may  bo- 
come  lia.s  been  illustrated  in  the  re- 
cent coal  strike  In  Kngland..  Xo 
thoiightful  man  can  fall  to  have  mo- 
ments of  solicitude  about    these   things. 

"Foreign  Klement. — But  each  coun- 
try has  its  own  peculiar  perils.  The 
dangers  In  India  are  not  the  same  as 
In  China,  nor  in  China  the  same  as  In 
Japan.  We  In  Canada  have  perils  pe- 
culiar to  ourselves.  We  cannot,  for 
example,  close  our  eyes  to  the  dangers 
of  a  rapidly  increasing  foreign  popula- 
tion. We  have  a  chance  and  perhaps 
the  \nat  chance  of  building  a  great  and 
good  nation.  We  are  at  the  beginning 
of  our  history  with  great  resources, 
British  traditions  and  institutions  and 
the  experiences  of  history  to  direct  and 
guide  us.  But  to  accompll.sh  it  wc 
must  be  wise  master-builders.  The  rc- 
t«ii)t  must  denpnrt  upon  the  ela.iiM  of 
people  that  come  'to  our  ."ihores.  the 
rate  at  which  thoy  come  and  the  way 
they    arc    cared    for    after     they    come. 

"Social  Evils.-- -Then  we  have  tho 
growing  and  Intensifying  social  evil. 
Vice  has  been  organized  Into  a  com- 
mercial enterprise.  Is  there  anything 
conceivable,  more  horrifying,  more 
satenic,  than  that  young  lives  should 
be  deliberately  captured  and  sacrificed 
on  the  altar  of  lust  and  that  as  a 
business  proposition?  It  Is  so  demoni- 
cal ns  to  be  scarcely  believable.  Yet 
that  it  Is  so  cannot  be  doubted,  and 
that  it  will  grow  a.i  congested  city 
districts  grow  is  inevitable  unless  vig- 
orous measures  of  repression  are 
adopted.  Surely  the  lawfulness  of  tho 
crime — a  sort  of  double  murder — would 
.lustlfy  tlie  severest  punishment  known 
to    the  administration   of   the   law. 

"Drink  Traflic. — Closely  related  to 
the  social  evil  is  the  drink  traffic,  and 
It  Is  still  with  us,  not  to  the  credit  of 
our  civlllzafion  or  our  Christianity. 
AVhy  is  It  that  Christian  people  endure 
it?  Why  not  combine,  and.  If  need  be, 
drop  political  alliances  for  the  time 
and  put  an  end  once  and  for  all  to  this 
gigantic  and  Insufferable  crime  against 
society?  Why  tolerate  that  which  man- 
ufactures crime,  poverty,  disease,  coun- 
teracts every  good  and  elevating  In- 
fluence and  gives  no  compenaatlon? 
Yet  there  It  Is — doing  its  work  of 
death — slaughtering  its  thouaanda  an- 
nually— robbing  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren of  their  divine  heritage  as  the 
children  ot  Ood. 

"oWalth. — May  I  add  another — the 
peril  of  wealth — eapecially  wealth 
rapidly  acquired.  It  doM  not  need  ex- 
position. We  all  know  It  and  all  are 
ready  to  take  the  riaks.  Tet  the  re- 
sult! are  maniftat.  Tbay  ar«  thwa  ■ 
laviail  exp«iidltureg.  aeUlah  and  ilBfttl 
Indulgences.  8ab1>ath  deaeeratton,  iia- 
gl4«t  of  rellfiouii  ordinftscea.  d«»ra- 
clatton  of  charaetor.  torn  of  Mill.  'U

■•In  addllion  l'>  all  Cint  and  under- 
lying all  that  is  the  deeper  and  more 
dangerous  and  indefinable  unrest  that 
prevails— that  antagonism  to  order  and 
government,  law  and  religiou.s  insti- 
tutions fell  to  be  widespread,  lurking 
a.i  a  hidden  foe  and  creating  a  sense 
of  inserurity.  Tlic  morning  conieth 
and    also    the    night. 

•■John  Wesley  said:  'If  I  had  one 
hundred  consecrated  men  I  would  con- 
quer Kngland.'  It  in.<(tead  of  one  hun- 
dred we  had  fifteen  hundred  consecrat- 
ed ministers  In  the  Canadian  I^esby- 
terian  church  and  2!)0,OftO  consecrate.l 
church  members,  what  would  happen? 
We  could  win  the  world.  The  church 
would  be  Irresistible.  The  gates  of 
hell    would    not    prevail    again.Ht    her. 

"GrealeBt  peril.-— That  U  the  world'.x 
hope.  .\nd  the  world'H  greatest  peril 
is  that  tlie  clmrch  sliould  fall  In  her 
duty.  May  I  not  add  thflt  In  the 
church  tlie  grentest  reHpon.'^lbillty  lies 
with  the  ministry.  Tlie  elder.ship 
might  be  named,  but  chletly  the  minis- 
try. It  Is  our  fjpi'cial  calling  and^we 
are   accountable    to   Ood   and    man. 

"A  faithful  ministry  Is  Clod's  great- 
est igUt  to  mnn,  and  an  unfaithful 
ministry  the  greatest  calamity  that 
can  befall  any  nation.  This  calamity 
has  happened  In  the  past,  !.«(  always  li- 
able to  happen  again,  and  needs  con- 
stant   watchfulness. 

"Prophets  of  Kvll. — There  are  not 
laoking,  however,  prophets  of  evil. 
Newspapers,  magazines  and  books 
moke  frequent  attacks  on  the  minis- 
try. They  tell  us  that  all  reality  h«is 
gone  out  of  it;  that  U  is  commercial- 
ized— a  mere  profession;  that  the  at- 
mosphere of  the  ministry  Is  more  of 
this  world  than  of  the  world  to  come; 
that  their  conversation  Is  not  in  heav- 
en; that  the  churches  sro  c1til)»;  that 
prayer  meetings  are  of  the  past;  that 
the  f»dditton«    OB    profeaslon    of    faith 


liave  reached  the  vanishing  point.  In 
a  book  written  recently  by  a  Canadian 
.some  of  these  things  are  stated,  and  It 
Is  added  that  even  the  gifts  of  the 
.•hurch  are  not  voluntary  ofrerlng.s  of 
love  and  loyalty  to  .icsus  Christ — that 
.hey  are.  extorted  by  skilfully  organiz- 
ed   machinery. 

"I  imagine  there  are  two  dangers  to 
which  we  are  today  especially  exposed 
because   of   the   rush    In    which    we    live 

"(1)  Loss  of  Vision  ot  the  XTnseen. 
— The  first  is  the  loss  of  vision  of 
things  unseen.  The  commercial  activ- 
ity Is  su'^h  that  we  are  In  danger  of 
having  our  eyes  blinded  by  the  Ood  of 
this  world  and  of  losing  the  vision  of 
the  J'^ternal.  The  world  wonts  a*id 
needs  men  of  vision  In  all  depart- 
meiit.s,  especially  In  the  ministry.  AV'e 
wjint  men  to  whom  eternity  Is  real  as 
time.  Men  whose  faith  plerceK  tlie 
veil  anil  see  eternal  realities.  Moses 
was  such  a  man  and  endured  as  see- 
ing the  Invisible.  Paul  was  such  a 
man  and  looked  not  at  the  things  that 
are  seen,  but  at  the  things  that  are 
not  seen.  This  Is  the  faith  that  makes 
history.  It  la  the  substance  of  things 
hoped  for — brings  Immortal  .1oys  down 
Into  this  present  perishing  life.  Such 
men  can  speak  not  sentimentally,  but 
believlngly  with  the  ring  of  reality 
about  that  eternal  weight  ot  glory, 
compared  with  which  our  light  afflic- 
tions are  but  for  a  moment  and  not 
worthy  to  be   name>. 

"(2)  Loss  of  Conviction  of  Truth — 
The  second  danger  Is  loss  of  convic- 
tion of  truth.  Men  without  convic- 
tions, without  a  message — without 
something  they  believe — are  ot  no 
value.  Wo-'^ei  than  that,  ifhey  Uas  a 
positive  injury— ^thay  misrepresent  the 
situation.  For  some  cause,  whatever 
the  explaoatlon*  t>e,  tliera  Is  le*4  cer- 
tainty than  th«r«  used  to  be  regarding 
fundamental  truth.  That  fact  is  not 
4ue«tlon«d.  although  m*  to  the  c«a«M 
tbftta  may  be     eispnta.     Whatavar  tht 


cause,      the    effect      Is      disastrous.      It 
means   an   Inefficient    ministry. 

"Prayer. — lAny  man  who  sees  time 
and  eternity  rightly,  who  puts  the  es- 
timate upon  souls  that  .tesus  Christ 
put  upon  them,  will  be  the  Lord's  re- 
membrancer— will  take  no  rest  and 
give  himself  no  rest  until  he  make 
Jesus  a  praise  on  the  earth.  A  chtircli 
of  such  rnen  will  not  lack  reorults  for 
the  ministry — she  will  attract  heroic 
spirits  into  her  ranks..  Men  will  say, 
'Come,  let  us  go  up  to  the  house  of  the 
Tx)rd.'  Such  a  church  would  be  in  the 
midst  of  tills  troubled  warld  as  the 
compn,ss  at  sea.  Remove  that  little 
quivering  needle  and  all  the  shipping 
of  the  world  wotild  he  put  to  confu- 
sion. Preserve  that  little  Instrument 
true  to  the  polur  star  and  all  the  fleets 
of  the  world  are  safe  and  can  And 
their  wa.v  'o  their  desired  haven.  The 
world's  security  anil  destiny  depend 
upon  the  loyalty  of  tha  church.  In  us- 
ing His  power  placed  at  her  disposal 
she  can  open  the  windows  and  showers 
will  fall.  'When  the  poor  and  needy 
seek  water  and  there  Is  none,  their 
tongue  falleth  for  thirst.  I.  the  Lord, 
win  hear  them.  I,  the  Ood  of  Israel, 
will  not  forsake  them,  I  will  op^ 
rivers  In  high  places  and  fountalng^BI 
the  midst  of  the  valleys,  t  -arlll  make 
the  wildern*y«a  a  pool  of  water  and  the 
dry   land    springs  of   water'."

Launching  of  Hamburg-American  Liner  Imperator. 


The  new  50,000-ton  Humburg-Amerl- 
caii  liner  Imperator  was  launched  at 
the  yards  of  her  Kngllsh  builders  on 
May  23  in  the  presence  of  a  distinguish- 
ed company.  Her  keel  was  laid  on  June 
IG.  1910,  and  some  idea  may  be  gather- 
ed of  the  work  nece.«sary  in  eotititruct- 
ing  her  double  bottom  and  placinar  the 
.'i50  ribs  in  position  from  the  fact  that 
it  was  not  until  the  early  part  of  this 
year  that  one  could  see  anytliing  that 
would  Indicate  to  the  layman  that  she 
was  going  to  bo  a  sliip.  When  she  look 
the  water  her  weight  was  ;;7,000  tons. 
.She  has  b<-en  constructed  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Germanische 
Hoyd  and  allied  societies,  and  her  hull 
Is  fitted  With  the  Uirs-est  number  of 
Ijulkhead  watcrti,?lif  compartments  ever 
installed  In  a  ves.scl.  These  num'bor  36 
in  all,  and  will  extend  from  the  second

Twenty- 
three  have  been  fitted  with  the  Stone- 
t<loyd  hydraulic  system  for  closing  the 
bulkhead  doors.

A.  Iilttle  aarrlaon 

News  was  hrouf,'ht  by  the  Beckenham 
of  a  gallant  rl'ght  against  great  odds  by 
a  suiall  KarriyuH  at  I'jScuinapa  last 
month.  A\'hen  7(1  rebels  were  seen  ap- 
proaching tliUs  place  the  leader  of  the 
local  guard  went  out  with  U\s  available 
force — seven  men.  and  taking  tip  a  posi- 
ilon  under  cover  opened  fire  when  tlic 
rebels  got  within  e^^sy  range.  Three 
rtbols  were  killed,  two  capture<i,  und 
thc;  rninalnder  fled.  In  the  afternoon 
SOO  rebel-H  came,  and  the  local  force, 
then  augmented  by  10  cavalry  and  18 
Infantry  ltd  by  a  peddlar  anil  his  two 
boys  of  13  and  11  years  of  age,  after 
shooting  the  two  rebels,  captured  in  the 
I'lornlng,  went  out  to  give  battle.  The 
lighting  was  at  close  range  and  botli 
.sides  threw  bomiis.  After  a  fight  laKt- 
Ing  two  hours  tlie  rebels  ran.  ]~>uring 
Ihe  fighting  the  lillle  gai-rison  fired  its 
last  carti'klge,  and  then  resorted  to 
machete,  dagger  and  Ish  harpoon, 
T«enty-lwo    rebels    were    killed. 

In  the  Darkness 

When  ni^nt  fell,  the  rebels  creirl  in 
stealthily  under  cover  of  darkness,  divid- 
ed into  three  columns,  entering  from  as 
many  dlretelons  The  defenders"  guns 
were  no  lonjjer  any  use  as  fighting  tools, 
for  lack  of  cartridges,  and  they  hid 
them  and  adopted  the  implements  of 
husbandry — axes,  machetes,  daggers  and 
fish  harpoons.  The  rebels  scat'tered 
Into  amall  looting  parties,  and  the  do- 
fciiders,  hldln.^  their  motley  weapons 
lauler  their  blankets,  mixetl  among  tl'.em 
and  worked  their  way  to  the  last  bouse 
that  was  being  looted  on  one  aide  of 
town,  where  thoy  began  to  lay  about 
them  and  In  a  few  seconds  the  rebels 
were  all  dead   or  wounded, 

Blanffhter  of  mebela 

In  ghostly  silence  this  operation 
was  repeated  at  other  houses  until  some 
1 1  rebels  were  put  out  of  commission, 
antl  the  good  work  was  still  going  on 
when  about  midnight  the  rebel  outpoBts 
gave  the  alarm  of  nn  approaching 
enemy.  This  turned  out  to  be  the  mil- 
itary column  of  Gen.  OJoda.  which  ar- 
rived by  forced  marches  after  routln* 
the  rebels  at  Koearlo  the  same  day,  and 
the  federals  entering  frotn  dlffernt 
directions  spread  panic  amon|r  the  loot- 
ing hordes  and  only  a  few  random  vol- 
leys were  fired  before  the  scramble  for 
safety  began.  About  70  dead  rebels 
were  counted  in  the  (Aornlngr.  150  rebels' 
mounta  were  captured  and  five  jltrison- 
era.  The  federals  reported  only  one 
wounded  of  their  furce  and  no  dead.

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We  had  a  very  interesting  article  a  few 
days  ago  setting  out  that  unless  something 
unforseen  intervenes  between  now  and  the 
ripening  season  in  the  fall,  the  fruitgrowers 
of  the  Okanagan  district  will  harvest  by  all 
odds  the  largest  fruit  crop  in  the  jjistory  of 
this  rapidly  developing  section  of  the  pro- 
vince, and  the  accompanying  illustrations  will 
^ive  some  ideas  of  the  beauties  of  the  dis- 
trict 

The  "Okanagan"  forms  an  irregular  strip 
of  country  stretching  from  Sicamous,  on  the 
main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway, 
southward  to  the  International  Boundary. 
The  district  includes,  Spallumcheen,  White 
and  Creighton  Valleys,  Mable  and  Sugar 
Lakes,  Priest's  Valley,  and  the  Commonage 
in  the  north,  and  Okanagan  Lake,  Okanagan 
Mission  Valley,  Penticton  and  Trout  Lake  in 
the  south.  Okanagan  Valley  has  been  appro- 
priately named  the  garden  of  the  Province, 
for  in  no  portion  of  British  Columbia  is  culti- 
vation more  general  and  successful.  The  dis- 
trict is  traversed  from  Sicamous  to  Vernon 
by  the  Shuswap  and  Okana^^an  branch  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  which  connects  at 
Okanagan  Landing,  at  the  head  of  the  lake, 
with  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  steamers  run- 
ning to  Penticton  at  its  southern  end.  The 
railway  runs  for  almost  its  whole  lenfi^h 
(fifty-one  miles)  through  a  magnificent  farm- 
ing country,  a  large  part  of  which  is  open. 
Rome  lightly  wooded,  and  the  rest  more  heav- 
ily»  but  all  very  fertile  when  brought  under 
cultivation.  Many  large  farms  in  this  section 
are  devoted  to  wheat,  which  yields  well  and  is 
A  tUftt  crop.      The  wheat  ground  locally  at 


Armstrong,  Enderhy  and  Vernon  makes  an 
excellent  flour.  This  part  of  the  district  is 
especially  adapted  to  mixed  farming,  dairy- 
ing and  fruit  growing.  The  soil  produces  large 
crops  of  vegetables  of  all  kinds  and  fruit  of 
excellent  quality,  while  native  and  cultivated 
grasses  grow  luxuriantly.  The  rainfall  in  this 
section  of  Okanagan  is  sufficient  for  all  pur- 
poses, and  irrigation  is  not  necessary.  The 
climate  is  bracing  and  pleasant,  fairly  hot  in 
summer  with  cool  nights,  cold  in  winter,  aver- 
aging 44.7  degrees,  with  occasional  dips  to 
zero  and  below.  Snow  lies  from  three  to  five 
months,  the  average  fall  being  almost  37 
incheji. 

As  Okanagan  Lake  is  approached  the  cli- 
mate is  much  milder  and  drier,  and  from 
Vernon  southward  irrigation  is  necessary  on 
all  the  bench  lands.  Here  luxuriant  vegeta- 
tion is  wholly  confined  to  the  borders  of  the 
lakes  and  water  courses,  while  the  higher 
benches  and  round  topped  hills  present  the 
characteristic  semi-barren  appearance  of  this 
class  of  pasture  land.  Appearatices  are  de- 
ceptive in  this  case,  however,  for  those  bare 
hillsides  and  benches  are  transformed  into 
fruitful  fields  and  orchards  by  the  application 
of  irrigation.  The  country  on  the  west  side 
of  Okanagan  Lake  is  generally  hilly  and 
broken  by  ravines,  formed  by  water  courses 
from  the  higher  elevations  in  the  background. 
These  water  courses  will  furnish  sufficient 
water  for  irrigBtton  if  m  stofige  system  is 
provided.  Msny  indlivkinal  /witleft  triMt  land 
companies  are  putting  in  the  neeetaary  em- 
bankments and  ditches.  A  peculiarity  of  the 
Commonagt,  1^  \mtl^  tract  of  high  land  near 
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Vernon  (  regarded  as  only  fit  for  pasturage 
and  not  considered  worth  taking  up  by  early 
settlers,  as  no  water  was  available  to  irrigate 
it)  is  the  fact  that  good  crops  of  grain  and 
vegetables  are  being  raised  Gti  portions  which 
have  been  cultivated.  There  are  probably 
other  areas  of  high  land  in  this  district  and 
other  parts  of  Southern  British  Columbia 
which  will  turn  out  as  well  with  anyone  bold 
enough  to  make  the  experiment.

Local  Womemi' 


The  following  is  a  report  read  by  the  Re- 
cording: Secretary  of  the  Local  Council  of 
Women,  Mrs.  Gavin  Burns,  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Local  Council  of  Women,  an.l 
gives  a  review  of  the  work  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Council  women  will  read 
it  with  interest  and  will,  perhaps,  find  between 
the  lines  hints  that  there  is  need  for  greater 
earnestness  and  renewed  activity: 
Madam  President  and  Ladies: 

In  reporting  on  the  work  of  the  past  year, 
one's  thoughts  go  back  to  the  resolutions  pre- 
sented at  the  last  annual  meeting.  Of  these, 
the  resolution  submitted  by  the  Victorian  Or- 
der of  Nurses,  dealing  with  the  importance  of 
the  City  Council  procuring  land  in  various 
parts  of  the  city  for  parks  and  playgrounds, 
was  referred  to  a  committee  with  Mrs.  Graves 
as  convener,  and  the  result  will  be  found  n\ 
her  report. 

A  resolution  from  the  Mothers'  Club  pro- 
posed approaching  the  British  Columbia  Elec- 
tric Railway  Company  on  the  desirability  of 
issuing  children's  tickets  to  be  used  any  day 
and  any  hour. 

The  committee  formed  fur  this  purpose 
waited  on  Mr.  Goward  and  laid  the  matter  be- 
fore him.  The  answer  received  is  as  follows: 
"Nothing  has  as  yet  been  decided,  though  the 
matter  has  been  under  consideration.  As  I 
think  1  explained  to  you  verbally,  any  change  ' 
made  would  have  to  effect  all  the  crompan/s- 
systems  in  \'ancouver,  New  Westminster  and 
North  Vancouver,  as  well  as  in  Victoria,  so 
that  the  matter  has  to  be  taken  up  and  thor- 
oughly considered  before  a  reply  can  be  given. 
}:Iowe'ver,  should  we  make  any  definite  change. 
I  shall  at  once  let  you  know." 

The  settling  of  this  matter  according  to  our 
wishes  does  not  seem  to  have  met  with  the 
approval  of  the  company,  for  no  further  com- 
munication has  reached  us. 

A  committee  was  formed  to  act  on  the 
resolution  requiring  "that  accurate  information 
be  obtained  as  to  the  need  of  establishing  a 
(lav  nursery  in  this  city,"  but  owing  to  some 
oversight  it  has  never  been  called  together, 
and  is  only  now  prepared  to  go  into  the  matter 
thoroughly. 

The  resolution  submitted  by  the  executive, 
"That  the  Victoria  Council  approach  the  other 
councils  of  the  province  Vvith  a  view  of  secur- 
ing a  representative  central  committee  to  deal 
with  all  matters  pertaining  to  legislation,"  was 
duly  presented   to  each  of  the  other  councils, 
Vernon  agreeing  to  the  suggestion ;  Vancouvel 
at  that  time  declined,  but  later  requested  the 
co-operation  of  this  council  with  the  others  in 
the  province  in  the  drafting  of  resolutions  to  be 
submitted  at  this  year's  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture  for  amcndme'nts  of  the   laws  concerning 
women  and  children.    Owing  to  the  very  short 
time  left  before  the  opening  of  the  legislature, 
this  Local  Council  decided,  after  consideration, 
that  it  would  be  undesirable  to  take  any  action 
this  year,  as  there  was  not  sufficient  time  in 
which  to  deal  with  such  important  questions; 
but  the  council   stands  pledged   to   co-operate 
with  the  other  councils  in  bringing  the  matter 
up  at  the  next  session  of  the  House. 

I  should  like  to  state  that  the  want  of  time 
to  consider  these  matters  was  not  due  to  any 
lack  of  consideration  on  the  part  of  our  neigh- 
bors, but  to  unforeseen  circumstances. 

A  resolution  from  the  I^olitical  Equality 
League  as  to  the  desirability  of  a  lady  physi- 
cian being  appointed  as  Medical  Inspector  of 
Schools  was  referred  to  the  vSchool  Ikiard,  but 
so  far  no  action  in  that  direction  has  been 
♦  aken,  there  being  already  most  excellent 
medical  supervision. 

'  J)uring  this  year  the  National  Council  has 
had  the  great  honor  conferred  on  it  by  Her 
Royal  Highness  the  IDuchess  of  Connaught, 
Vicereine  of  Canada,  becoming  Honorary 
President. 

In  July  the  Christian  Aid  Society  of  Dun- 
can invited  the  Local  Council  and  delegates 
fo  an  out-of-door  fete.  This  charming  invita- 
tion was  accepted  with  many  thanks. 

The  subject  of  obtaining  a  pure  milk  sup- 
ply for  Victoria,  especially  for  the  children,  has 
been  gone  into  with  praiseworthy  thorough- 
ness bv  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the 
council  who  have  not  yet  seen  a  satisfactory 
end  to  their  labors,  though  some  result  has 
certainly  been  obtained. 

The  news  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Rocke  Rob- 
ertson was  received  with  very  deep  sorrow, 
Mrs.  Robertson  having  endeared  herself  to  all 
who  knew  her  by  her  charm  of  manner  and 
her  loving,  gentle  personality.  In  her  the 
council  and  Victoria  lo^e  a  great  and  faithful 

friend. 

The  council  also  loses  through  removal 
from  the  province  its  Vice-President,  Mrs. 
Perrin,  whose  change  pf  residence  to  England 
is  most  keenly  felt  by  all  the  members  of  the 
Local  Council,  as  she  was  an  ardent  supporter 
of  all  good  works,  and  a  firm  and  loyal  be- 
liever in  women's  work. 

The  need  of  censorship  of  moving  pictures 
was  considered  by  the  council  and  a  committee 
appointed  to  wait  on  the  Mayor  to  see  what 
action  could  be  taken.  The  committee  report- 
ed havine  interviewed  the  Mayor,  who  prom- 
ised to  do  what  lay  in  his  power  in  the  matter. 

By  a  resolution  unanimously  adopted,  the 
council  expressed  its  apjfreciation  of  the  more 
strii^ent  regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic, 
through  amendtnents  introduced  by  the  Hon. 
the  Attorney-General  at  this  session   of  the 

House.  .       .  J 

At  the  request  of  persons  mterested,  a 
specta!  meeting  was  called  to  discuss  the  ad- 
mUsbn  into  the  province  of  the  wives  and 
families  of  sthc  Hindus.  An  entire  afternoon 
was  devoted  to  the  many  sides,  and  wide  scope 
of  thi*  difficult  Qtiestion,   *nd   j^any   strong 


opinions  pro  and  con.  were  heard  during  the 
discussion,  which  resulted  in  a  resolution  be- 
ing unanimously  i)assed  'deprecating  the  laws 
which  allow  the  entry  of  the  wives  and  fam- 
ilies of  certain  Oriental  races  and  refusing 
the  same  privilege  to  others."'

endeavor,  was  fully  entered  into  by  the  com- 
nuttee   appointed    for   that   purpose  at   tiie  an- 
nual  meeting.     j\s  the  result  of  their  deliber- 
ations     the      committee      waited      upon      l^r. 
Young.  Provincial  Secretary,  who  assured  the 
committee    that    the    (^overnmeni    had    under 
consideration  the.  institution  of  an  Agricultur- 
al College  for  Women  as  early  as  the  demand 
warranted   the   same,   and   suggested   that   our 
women  might  by  means  of  comniunioation,  get 
in  touch  with  w'omen  in  the  Old  Country  who 
Avoukl  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  thus 
afforded.    .As  Miss  Dorothy  Davis. was  then  m 
Victoria,  representing  the  Colonial  Intelligence 
League,  it  was  felL  ihut  this  organization  cou.t* 
better,  possibly  than  any  other,  take  up  the 
question,  and  it  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Miss  Davis  and  her  committee.

In  response  to  very  ocrdial  invitations  from 
New  Westminster  and  Vancouver,  Miss 
Crease,  Mrs.  Williscroft  and  other  members 
accepted  and  attended"  both  annual  meetings, 
reporting  afterwards  on  the  admirable  work 
being  done  and  proposed  in  both  towns.

Having  now  repotred  on  tlie  work  ot  t)ie 
past  year";  1  cannot  refrain  from  speaking  on 
behalf  of  the  council  of  the  appreciation  that  is 
felt  for  the  past  taken  by  our  patronesses. 

Of  our  regret  at  Mrs.  Perrin's  departure 
I  have  already  spoken.  Lady  Crease,  it  is  well 
known,  has  seldom  failed  to  be  present  at  our 
annual   meetings,   since   the  infirmities  of  in- 
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The  Great  Eruption  of  Krakatoa 

From  accounts  now  coming  in  from  the 
scene  of  the  present  great  eruptions,  it  appears 
as  if  they  will  rank  almost  second  in  severity 
to  the  great  Krakatoa  eruption  of  1883,  al- 
though Owing  to  the  thinly  populated  region 
of  Alaska  the  loss  of  life  will  be  small. 

Between  the  islands  of  Sumatra  and  Java 
is  a  small  volcanic  island,  which,  after  lying 
dormant  for  over  two  hundred  years,  sprang 
into  great  notoriety  in  1883,  by  becoming  the 
scene  of  a  volcanic  outbreak  so  appalling  that 
it  is  destined  to  be  rcmemliered  for  ages. 

In  the  spring  of  that  year  there  were  symp-^ 
loms  that  Krakatoa  was  about  to  awake  from 
its  ilumbers  of  centuries.  Earthquakes  were 
felt  and  deep  rumblings  occurred.  At  first  the 
eruption  did  not  threaten  to  be  of  a  seriou.s 
type ;  in  fact  the  people  of  Batavia.  one  hun- 
dred miles  away,  instead  of  being  terrified, 
thought  the  display  was  such  an  attraction 
that  they  chartered  a  steamer  and  went  on  a 
pleasant  picnic  to  the  island. 

With  cautious  steps  the  more  venturesome 
climbed  the  steep  sides  of  the  volcano.  There 
they' beheld  a  vast  column  of  steam  pouring 
opening  of  30  yards  wide, 
forth  with  terrific  -  force  and  noise  from  an 
As  the  summer  of  this  dread  year  advanced, 
Krakatoa  steadily  increased,  and  the  noises  be- 
came audible  first  ten  then  twenty  miles  dis- 
t ant.  There  were  other  symptoms  of  the  a[>- 
l^roaching  catastrophe,  for  vast  quantities  of 
fine  dust  were  thrown  high  into  the  air,  and 
settled  down,  causing  total  darkness  for  a  hun- 
dred miles  around.  Then  the  awful  tragedy 
of  Krakatoa  took  place.  On  the  night  of  Sun- 
day, August  26,  the  blackness  of  the  dust 
clouds  grew  denser,  and  at  the  town  of  i5a- 
tavia,  one  hundred  miles  away,  there  was  no 
rest.  The  houses  trembled  and  the  windows 
rattled  as  if  heavy  artillery  was  being  dis- 
charged in   the  streets. 

(r)n  Mr.nday  morning  the  crisis  came,  when 
a  irightful  convulsion  occurred,  which  prac- 
ilcally  blew  up  a  large  part  of  the  island  and 
scattered   it   in  the  winds. 

In  thai  final  act  all  records  of  previous  ex- 
plosions on  this  earth  were  completely  broken. 
To  give  some  idea  of  the  tremendous  dis- 
tance the  sounds  of  this  final  explo.sion  trav- 
eled, it  has  been  proved  tliat  they  were  heard 
bv  an  intelligcn.t  coastguard  on  the  Island  of 
Modriguez.  who  carefully  noted  the  sounds  and 
the  time  of  their  arrival.  It  was  found  later 
bv  l!ie  Royal  Society  that  these  sounds 
n-acheil  this  coastguard"  four  hours  after  they 
occurred,  that  is  they  took  four  hours  to  travel 
three  thousand  miles. 

'Vmong  many  other  interesting  incidents  in 
onnection  with  this  explosion  may  be  men- 
•  ioncd  a  series  of  great  undulations  which 
started  from  Krakatoa  and  spread  forth  in 
ever-enlarging  circles  through  our  atmosphere. 
The    first    impetus    was    so    great    that    these 


waves  extended  for  thousand  of  miles.  These 
huge  atmospheric  waves  advanced  into  the  op- 
.posite  hemisphere  in  gradually  contracting  cir- 
cles until  they  converged  at  the  very  opposite 
point  in  Central  America,  eight  thousand  inile«i 
from  Krakatoa.  Records  from  aelf-registcr- 
ing  barometers  have  enabled  these  waves  to 
be  f(^lowcd  all  over  the  globe.  Such  was  the 
force  of  these  waves  that,  strange  to  say,  they 
were  reflected  back  to  Krakatoa  and  made  the 
complete  journey  in  the  remarkably  short  time 
of  about  thirty-six  hours.  The  writer  well 
remembers,  when  a  junior  in  the  Toronto  Ob- 
servatory, having  his  attention  called  to  these 
waves  as  recorded  on  the  local  barometer. 

Besides  these  wonderful  air  waves,  Kraka- 
toa has  taught  us  other  lessons  about  our  'at- 
mosphere.    We  knew  little  before  as   to  the 
conditions  prevailing  above  the  height  of  ten 
miles  overhead.    Although  exploring  kites  and 
special    balloons    carrying    recording    devices 
have  during  recent  years  helped  to  solve  some 
of   the  mysteries  at   this   level   and  higher,^  it 
was  Krakatoa  which  first  gave  us  information 
which    vvas   greatly   wanted.     Krakatoa   drove 
into  the  upper  air  vast  quantities  of  dust,  far 
above  the  region  of  clouds,  which  till  then  was 
our  only  means  of  studying  the  motions  of  the 
upper   currents.     With   eye.s   full   of   astonish- 
ment men  watched  those  vast  volumes  of  dust 
start     on     a     tremendous     journey     westward 
around  the  world.    Before  this  occurred  no  one 
had  the  slightest  idea  that  twenty,  miles -above 
our    heads    a    mighty    tempest    is     constantly 
hurrying  with  a  speed  much  greater  than  that 
of  the  awful  hurricanes  experienced  on  the  sur- 
face. .  . 

This  dust  then  showed  that  the  wind  cir- 
cled round  the  earth  at  the  equator  in  about 
thirteen   days. 

As  the  dust  was  swept  along  by  a  tremen- 
dous hurricane,  it  showed  its  presence  by  caus- 
ing the  most  glorious  sunsets,  and  even  cloth- 
ing the  moon  with  unaccustomed  splendor. 
These  effects  continued  until   1886. 

The  blue  color  of  the  sky  is  due  to  particles 
in  the  air,  and  when  these  particles  were  rein- 
forced by  myriads  of  motes  produced  by  Kra- 
katoa. even  the  sun  itself  sometimes  showed  a 
blue  tint.  It  has  been  estimated  by  members 
of  the  Royal  Society  that  the  amount  of  ma- 
terial which  was  blown  to  the  winds  of  heaven 
by  this  awful  convulsion  would,  if  collected, 
amount  to  over  ten  cubic  miles. 

This  mighty  upheaval  also  caused  tremen- 
dous sea  wave's,  which  brought  great  destruc- 
tion on  the  coasts  of  the  neighboring  islands, 
including  the  drowning  of  over  thirty  thou- 
sand people.  These  great  waves  then  swept 
across  the  oceans,  recording  their  arrival  on 
tide  gauges  in  harbors  in  all  parts  of  the  world, 
including  San  Francisco  ajid,  strange  to  say, 
at  Kodiak,  Alaska,  which  has  so  recently  be- 
come almost  the  centre  of  a  similar  though  less 
destructive  disaster.

The  people  of  Jutland, 
the  peninsula  of  Denmark,  where  there  had 
been  no  royal  residence  since  the  Middle 
Ages,  built  them  a  house  in  the  woods,  and 
invited  the  voung  couple  to  come  and  live  with 
them  between  whiles ;  and  they  did,  a  part  of 
every  year.

At  the  head 
of  his  regiment,  the  famous  Guards  with  the 
big  bearskin  caps,  he  was  good  to  look  at.  a 
soldier  every  inch. 

Because    his    father    was    fond    of    ^^''^vcl 
abroad,   the   burden   of   government   fell -part 
of  every  year  upon   Prince  Christian's  slioiil- 
ders,  and  the'  training  he  thus  achieved   will 
not  come  amiss  in  the  work  he  has  now  to 
do.     Iif*one  thing  he  is  very  unlike  his  grand- 
father: he  is  a   man   of  the  present   day^  and 
understands   its   aims   and    its   hopes.     Those 
who  know  him  best  say  that  he  sympathizes 
with   therfl.     So   did   his   father.      Old    King 
Christian  was  of  the  past,  and  he  did  not.    In 
the  gap  that  grew  during  his  reign  between 
the  old  and  the  new.  he  stood  unyielding  and 
uncomprehending.

About  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago  a  book 
was    published    that    caused    a    great   deal     of 
comment,   many   of   us   will    remember   it,   al- 
though   we   may  have   been   too   young  when 
we   read   it   to   appreciate   the   rather   pathetic 
truth  of  the  little  .story.     It  was  called  "Shij^s 
That  Pass  in  the  Night."  nni\  it  was  by   Bea- 
trice Harradin.  who,  I  think,  has  written  some 
books  since,  though  lliey  have  failed  to  excite 
very   much     public    interest.        Looking    back 
through   the   experience  of   the  years   we   can 
read  the  story  more  tlian  oiicc  perhaps  in  the 
day-pages    of    our    own     live>.    and     we     can 
realize,   if  we  are  pliilosopliical   enough,    that 
though  the  "ships  have  sailed  into  .silence."  a 
silence  that  as  far  as  this  life  goes  is  eternal, 
our  own  course  upon  life's  sea  is  the  happier 
and    the   brighter    for     that     brief    intercourse 
with  them.     And— to  follow  the  simile  a  little 
further — though   liic   friends  that   warmed  our 
'  hearts,   like   the   sliips   that   gladden   our   c\c>. 
uiay  be  forever  hidden  l:)cyontl  (jnr  visual  com- 
muning, may  wo  not  still' speak  them  through 
the  fogs  and  clouds  of  ihe  gathered  years,  as 
one   ship   "speaks"   another   through    miles'  of 
si)acc   l)y    that    wonderful    medium    known    as 
"wireless,"    and    that    part   of     us     which    still 
loves  and  remembers  go  out  into  tlie  mysteri- 
ous and   potent  silence,   until,  being  perfectly 
attune,    it    comes    in    contact    with    a    similar 
memory    and   love,   and    we    know    that    what 
once  Avas,  like  the  ships  whose  marvellous  in- 
strument catches     the    message    througli     the 
waves   of   ether,    is    like    them    "standing  "by" 
awaiting  our   signal    and   our   call    to   send  '  a 
swift   reply.      We  believe   that   the  personality 
of  an  individual  even  after  death  must  go  on 
forever  e.xcrting  an  influence,  is  it  any  harder 
to   believe   that     great     affections     that  have 
swayed    our    lives    at    some    time    or    another 
must  always  exist  in  their  purest  essence,  in- 
fluencing us  .subtly,  if  only  through  their  "hal- 
lowed memory?

MUSICAL    GOSSIP 

Hammerstein  feels  very  much  discouraged 
over  the  results  of  his '  efforts  to  produce 
grand  opera  in  London.  His  great  opera 
house  which  cost  $1,125,000  to  build  has  in  no 
way  reimbursed  him.  .According  to  .Musical 
America,  he  may  leave  London  at  the  close 
of  his  present  season  and  retui'n  to  .\ew 
York.     This  is  part  of  his  interview; 

There  are  not  sufficient  opera-gf)ers  of 
such  means  as  to  make  an  institution  like  the 
London  Opera  House  self-sustaining,  and  for 
the  great  middle  class  the  prices  ai-e  too  high. 
To  establish  grand  ojjcra  in  England  and 'to 
make  it  a  national  achievement,  which  it 
ought  to  be,  requires  great  philanthropists, 
and.  really,  they  should  come  together  and 
form  an  association  for  the  promotion  of  f^ng- 
lish  grand  opera. 

"If  I  want  to  go  back  to  New  York  1  have 
been  offered  $1,000,000  for  a  season.  Of 
course,  J  have  signed  an  agrecinent  with  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  Company  not  to  <nve 
opera  in  New  York,  Chicago.  Philadelphia  or 
Bo.ston,  but  that  agreement  /ran  be  cancelled 
by  my  paying  $200,000. 

"It  is  a  question  with  me  whether  to 
abandon  London  and  go  back  to  New  York, 
and  at  the  present  moment  I  have  not  given 
sufficient  consideration  to  it  to  decide.  The 
question  of  an  autumn  season  here  is  very 
doubtful— in  fact,  it  seems  very  much  as  if 
my  career  in  London  will  end  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  summer." 

According  to  Walter  Hyde,  the  English 
tenor,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  difference  be- 
tween English  enthusiasm  and  American  en- 
thusiasm. An  .^tnerican  audience  is  more 
quickJy  and  «?asily  moved,  but  when  an  artist 


pcfienfres  while  she  was  in  Rusaia: 

Of  all  American  artists,  Kathleen  Parlow,

Russian  audiences.*  As  the  secret  of  her  Rus^ 
sian  sucAcs^  is  ijrobaibly  urikhown  Tii  her  na- 
tive land,  I  may,  perhaps,  be  permitted  to  re- 
late it  briefly  for  the  readers  of  Musical  Am- 
erica.    L'ntil    .Miss    Parlow's   phenomenal    suc- 
cess in  St.  Petersburg  America  was  known  in 
Russia   as   a   country    of   lu'llionaires.   of   cot- 
ton   grow-ers,    manufacturers    of    sewing    ma- 
chines    and'  typewriters.     Nobody    had    even 
heard  of  an  .American  artist  before  and  nobody 
believed  that  there  was  such.     Miss  Parlow's 
first  public  appearance  in   igo8  in  St.  Peters- 
burg was  one  of  the  greatest   musical   sensa- 
tions of  the  season.  At  first  the  people  thought 
she   wa.s   of  Russian   descent,   as   her   nanie   is 
spelled  in  Russian,  "i^ar  loff,"  the  name  of  an 
aristocratic   family    in    the  southern    provinces. 
But  when   she  declared  that  she   was  horn   in 
Canada    of    English    parents    and   grew    up    in 
San   Francisco,  all   the  nimbus  of  native  pride 
disappeared    and    she   was   judged   by   her   art 
alone.      To    find.    ;ii>tca(l    nf    the    conventional 
niillionaircss.    a    studious    type    of    American 
girl,  appealed  immensely  to  the  Russians.  But 
abo\e   all    Miss    I'arlow    appealed   because   she 
was  a  great  artist   with  ,-i  temperament   and   a 
soul. 

"W  c  ha\'e  heard  many  first-class  violinists 
during  the  last  few  yeans',"  wrote  the  critic  <if 
the  principal  Russian  musical  magazine,  "but 
in  Kathleen  Parlow  w-e  have  found  a  true  ex- 
ample of  genius.  The  tone  lm'  her  instrunient; 
is  of  flute-like,  velvety  quality  and  she  speaks 
a  language  that  grips  the  he'arts  of  listeners. 
Spontaneity,  loftiness  anil  inspiration  are  pre- 
dominating qualities  in  her  art.  Those  of  our 
lorcmost  musical  authorities  who  have  heard 
her  play  agree  that  she  is  an  artist  by  God's 
grace.  In  addition  to  all  that  she  is  versed  in 
literature  and  art  and  interested  in  everv  mod- 
ern humaiu'tarian  movement.  There  "is  no- 
bility in  her  \'icws  and  sweet  simitliciu-  in  her 
appearance." 

As  a  music  critic  is  the  leading  factor  of 
every  success  in  Russia  it  was  natural  that 
.Miss  Parlow-  should  niake  her  reputation  firm 
there,  and  she  was  recei\cd  with  open  arms 
wherever  she  appeared.  She  gave  not  less  than 
nine  concerts  in  half  a  season  in  St.  Petersburg, 
and  on  many  occasions  .Alexander  Glazounow,' 
the  famous  composer  and  conductor,  and  Leo- 
pold Aucr,  her  teacher,  accompanied  her  on 
the  piano.  Sh.c  played  also  in  six  recitals  in 
Hclsingfors.  in  l-'inland.  in  the  same  season 
^■.'i\'^\  m  many  other  plact-s  tlirou.i^hout  the  coun- 
try. .Although  it  is  a  fact  that  a  reputation 
that  an  artist  obtains  in  St.  Petersburg  or  Mos- 
cow mnnts  much  in  the  provinces,  yet.  a.f  a 
whole,  the  verdict  of  these  two  cities  is  not 
taken  as  final,  as  is  so  often  the  case  with  a 
success  that  an  arti.st  obtains  in  New  York 
in  its  influence  upon  the  rest  of  this  countrv. 
B)Ut  Miss  Parlow  was  received  with  enthusiasm 
wherever  she"  went. 

\'cry  interesting  was  the  experience,  anent 
Miss  Parlow.  of  the  Grand  Duke  Mikail,  a 
great-uncle  of  the  Czar,  at  wdiose  palace  Miss 
Parlow  played  to  a  royal  audience.  The  Grand 
Duke  is  a^passionate  lover  of  the  violin  and 
has  invited  almost  all  the  great  celebrities  to 
play  at  his  palace.  When  he  heard  of  Miss 
Parlow's  meteoric  career  he  said  to  one  of  his 
friends  that  he  thought  it  was  nothing  but 
".\merican  bluff."  However,  he  was  curious 
1 0  know  the  truth  and  sent  his  secretary  to  hear 
Miss  Parlow  when  she  played  in  a  recital  in  the 
hall  of  the  Navy  College.  When  the  secretary 
reported  very  favorably  upon  her  work,  the 
Grand  Duke  shook  his  head,  saying: 

"Even  if  she  is  a  genuine  artist,  I  can  never 
believe  that  a  woman  can  be  a  great  violinist. 
As  I  do  not  believe  in  woman  suffrage  so  I 
do  not  believe  in  woman  violinists  and  pianists. 
That's  a  field  in  which  women  never  can  com- 
pete with  rnen.  But  if  this  American  girl  con- 
vinces me  I  am  willing  to  join  the  woman  suf- 
frage inovement." 

The  Grand  Duke  was  serious  in  what  he 
had  said,  and  decided  to  hear  Miss  Parlow,  but 
with  a  .strong  prejudice  actuating  him.  He  in- 
vited a  large  number  of  high  functionaries  to 
his  palace,  among  them  my  own  friend,  Gen- 
eral S .    The  latter  told  me  how  the  Grand 

Duke  amused  himself  by  predicting  that  he 
would  disagree  with  the  rest  of  the  Russian 
mu.*iic  critics  about  Miss  Parlow's  playing.  Mia« 
Parlow  seemed  rather  nprvous  and  shy  when 


she  started  playing,  but  the  tones  emanating 
from  her  instrument  were  so  pure  and  full  of 
beauty  as  to  conque^Mhe  atmosphere  of  cold- 
ness in  a  few  minutes.  When  she  fini.shed 
the  first  part  of  her  programme  the  Grand 
Duke  and  his  guests  were  greatly   moved. 

"  Aeni,  vidi,  vici !'"  exclaimed  the  Grand 
Duke,  rushing  with  extended  hand  to  the  art- 
ist. "I  never  knew  that  such  a  thing  was  pos- 
sible," he  cotifessed  to  his  guests.  "She  has 
revolutionized  my  views  entirely,  and  1  am 
siirry  that  1  promised  to  join  the  suffra.ge 
movement,  tn  which  1  have  been  so  much  op- 
posed. If  .America  has  many  more  girls  of 
her  13  pe  1    must  say  it  is  a  great  country." 

Miss  I'arlow  went  to  Russia  to  study  mu- 
sic with  Leopold  Auer,  professor  at  the  lin- 
jjcrial  Conservatory  in  St.  Petersburg,  and  ha,l 
made  no  arrangements  for  any  concerts,  which 
proves  the  facility  of  an  artistic  success  in  Rus- 
sia if  the  artist  has  genuine  talent.  Although 
*»ii55  Parlow  gave  frcqucutiy  the  Tschaikow- 
sky  and  Glazounotlf,  ciDHBfertos,  y«t  Brahms, 
who,  up  to  her  appear^ce,  was  the  least  liked 
in  Russia,  figured  most'of  all.  She  succeeded 
with  Brahms;  because  she  interpreted  him  with 
all  her  soul  and  believed  in  him.    This  was  the

: '   /Mwtin  Luther'sTife  is  the  stuff  of  whffch 

great  fiction  is  made,  and  in  choosing  this 
picturcs(|uc  character  as  the  center  of  interest 
tor  his  new  novel. '"Plie  Friar  of  Wittenberg," 
\\  illiam  Stearns  Davis  has  shown  his  keen 
sense  of  what  an  historical  romance  should 
l)e.  Mr.  Davis's  romances — "A  Friend  of 
Caesar"  .and  "God  Wills  It" — are  very  favor- 
abl}-  known,  but  admira!)Ie  as  they  are,  his 
new-  one  of  the  stirring  events  of  the  Refor- 
mation is  more  im[)ortant  not  only  as  fiction 
but  as  an  interpretation  of  a  "man  who, 
strangely,  has  never  served  the  purposes  of 
the  novel  writer  before. 

Briefly    the   stoYy    is    as    follows:     Walter 
von   Lichenstein,  a  young  German   nobleman, 
who  has  been  educated  at  the   Papal  Court  at 
Rome,  lias  been  accused  of  a  crime  of  which 
he  is  innocent,  and  is  ordered  by  the  Pope  to 
retire  to  his  estates  in  Germany  for  two  years. 
Here  he   is  at  first  much   disgusted   with   the 
rawness   and   crudity   of   the   country,   but   lie 
is  soon  brought  into  close  relations  with  Friar 
Martin    Luther,    who   at   once    impresses    him 
as  an   extraordinary  man.     Walter  is  present 
during  :,omc  of  the  earlier  acts  of  the  religi- 
ous   revolt,    and    he    conceives    an    enormous 
personal   admiration  for  Luther,  but  the  time 
for  his  banishment  having  expired,  he  returns 
to  Italy,  where  he  remains  until  he  is  stirred 
to  return  to  (Germany  by  Luther,  who  appeals 
to  his  hifgher  nature.     .After  staying  in  Ger- 
many   for   some    time    he   goes    back   to   Italy 
to  make  jKrsonal  appeal  to  the   Pope  to  pro- 
ceed slowly  in  excommunicating  Luther.     Mis 
mission   is  an   absolute  failure,  and  coming  to 
Germany  he  casts  in  his  lot  with  Luther,  per- 
forming  valiant   services   for  him   and   accom- 
panying him  to   Worms,  being  present  at  his 
great  ordeal  there. 

How  Walter  hears  of  a  plot  to  kidnap 
Luther,  how  he  is  able  to  prevent  its  success- 
ful fulfilment  and  the  final  adjtistment  of 
things  is  told  with  a  w^ealth  of  livelv  adven- 
ture by  Mr.  Davis.  Incidentally  the  love 
affairs  of  Walter  add  color  to  the  tale,  for.  on 
the  one  hand  he  is  beset  by  the  charm's  of  the 
daughter  of  a  Roman  cardinal,  and  on  the 
other  by  the  deeper  and  fuller  regard  of  Ilsa, 
the  daughter  of. a  ilarzland  Graf! 

Luther  himself  is  on  the  scene  in  about 
half  of  the  chapters,  and  in  so  far  as  is  pos- 
sible Mr.  Davis  has  him  speak  in  words  which 
lie  actually  used  on  somewhat  similar  occa- 
sions. It  has  been  the  author's  purpose  to 
make  this  dominant  figure  of  the  Reformation 
stand  before  the  reader  as  vividly  as  he  can, 
to  make  him  live,  in  other  words.  The  story 
is  told  in  the  first  person  by  Walter,  a  style 
which  is  peculiarly  fitting  to  Mr.  Davis's  sub- 
ject.

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THE  STORY  OjF  FRANCE 

It  was  said  in  the  last  preceding  article  that 
Charlemagne  was  absolute  in  his  rule,  but  it  is 
.^c  lu  be  understood  from  this  that  he  did  not 
call  popular  assemblies.  Two  of  these  were 
held  annually,  although  their  duties  were  ad- 
visory rather  than  legislative.  The  King  made 
the  laws  and  the  assemblies  endorsed  them  ;  or 
the  assemblies  recommended  laws  which  the 
King  enacted.  The  laws  of  Charlema-ne  were 
very  numerous,  and  he  .seems  to  have  endeav- 
ored to  cover  the  whole  field  of  human  activity. 
as  it  had  then  been  developed.  It  is  inleresting 
to  note  that  even  then  ihc  high  cost  of  ivmg 
was  a  matter  of  public  concern,  and  that  Lhai  le- 
magne  endeavored  to  regulate  it  by  fixing  a 
maximum  price  at  which  commodities  slu.uld 
be  sold.  We  are  not  told  if  the  cxpcnmcnt 
was  successful,  and  it  probably  was  '";;•  '\^' 
this  -capitulary,"  like  many  others  ol  this 
kind's  decrees,  speedily  fell  into  disuse,  borne 
of  the  so-called  laws  were  merely  advisory. 
Thus  we  read  in  one  of  them,  -'Hospitality 
must  be  practiced."  and  in  another  a  warning 
ao-aiiist  covetousness.  In  all  his  enactments 
or  capitularies  contained  nSi  separate  pro- 
visions. They  were  not  all  of  his  own  dcvis- 
ing,  but  seem  like  an  attempt  to  compile  what 
was  be^t  in  •  the  systems  ^fecognized.:^  the 
vark.iis  parts  of  the  Prankish  Empire. 

\^  a  warrior  and  an  administrator,  Charle- 
magne was  unquestionably  the  greatest  man  ot 
his'age,  and  one  of  the  greatest  that  ever  lived 
In  nianv  respects  his  career  suggests  that  ol 
Napolpon.  although  the  activities  of  the  latter 
extended  over  a  wider  area.  Charlemagne 
was  more  successful  .than  the  great  Corsican, 
for  he  was  in  the  verv  plenitude  of  his  power 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  he  founded  a 
dynastv  that  lasted  for  many  generations.  In- 
tellectuaHy.  the  Frankish  Emperor  ranked  very 
high  ^^e  promoted  literature,  and  all  the 
tu'entv-three  men  of  learning,  whose  names 
have  survived  from  the  Eighth  and  Ninth  Ccn- 
u\nt^  were  without  exception  associated  with 
his  court.  He  e.stablished  a  great  academy-, 
whc-e  the  learned  men  of  the  time  met  and 
•  Hscussed  all  questions  in  the  .science  and 
thcologv  of  the  dav.  His  aim  was  to  establish 
in  France  a  centre  of  learning  that  should  ex- 
-d  ancient  Athens  in  everything  pertaining 
to  mental  development.  Yet  there  is  very 
o-rcat  doubt  if  Charlemagne  himself  know  how 
To  write.  He  could  speak  Latin  and  under- 
stood Greek.  He  began  the  preparation  of  a 
German  grammar.  He  encouraged  the  collec-.. 
lion  of  the  old  poems  of  the  Teutonic  race. 
trave  new  names  to  the  months  and  to  the 
winds.  He  was  much  interested  in  astronomy, 
and  was  especially  concerned  about  the  move- 
ments of  the  planet  Mars.  One  of  the  ques- 
tion^ which  he  propounded  to  his  learned  ad- 
visors related  to  the  length  of  the  Martian 
ve:ir,  which  he  thought  might  be  as  long  as 
two  of  ours.  One  of  his  decrees  was  that 
the  means  of  education  should  be  free  to 
nil  men  alike,  whether  they  were  of  free  or 
sor\'ile  extraction. 

At  Aix  La  Chapellc.  bis  capital,  he  built  a 
splendid  cathedral,  and  being  very  fond  of 
music,  he  summoned  the  best  musicians  from 
Rome.  The  surroundings  of  his  palace  v\crc 
beautiful  in  the  extreme,  one  notable  feature 
of  them  lieing  extensive  tepid  water  baths,  of 
wliich  he  was  very  fond.  He  was  a  remarkable 
swimmer  and  was  ready  to  meet  all  who 
wished  to  compete  with  him.  In  these  sur- 
roundings he  passed  the  closing  years  of  his 
life,  easily  the  greatest  figure  of  his  time,  and 
ruling  with  a  splendor  that  had  nnt  been 
rivalled  in  Europe  since  the  days  when  Im- 
perial Rome  was  at  the  height  of  her  magnifi- 
cence. He  devoted  much  time  to  arranging 
for  the  disposal  of  his  great  personal  posses- 
sions, of  which  he  left  one-third  to  his  family, 
one-third  to  the  Church  and  one-third  to,  the 
poor.  He  died  on  January  28,  814,  in  his 
seventy-first  year.  His  epitaph  on  the  tomb, 
which  he  built  for  himself,  read  as  follows: 
"In  this  tomb  reposeth  the  body  of  Charle.s, 
great  and  orthodox  emperor,  who  did  glori- 
ously extend  the  kingdom  of  the  Franks,  and 
did  govern  it  happily  for  forty-seven  years. 
He  died  at  the  age  of  seventy  ye-rs,  in  the  year 
of  the  Lord  814,  in  the  seventih  year  of  the  in- 
diction  on  the  5th  of  the  Kalends  of  Febru- 
ary." 

The  place  which  this  great  king  occupies  in 
history  is  thus  summed  up  by  Guigot: 
"Charlemagne  took  in  hand  the  work  of  plac- 
ing upon  a  solid  foundation  the^  Frankish 
Christian  dominion  by  stopping,  in  the  north 
and  south,  the  flood  of  barbarians  and  Arabs, 
Paganism  and  Lslamism.  In  that  he  succeed- 
ed, the  inundations  of  the  Asiatic  population.? 
spent  their  force  in  vain  against  the  Gallic 
frontier.  Western  and  Christian  Europe  were 
placed  territorially  beyond  the  reach  of  at- 
tacks from  the  foreigner  and  infidel.  No  sov- 
'  ereign,  no  human  being,  perhaps,  ever  ren- 
dered greater  service  to  the  civilization  of  the 
world." 

His  attempt  to  revive  fhe  old  Roman  Em- 
pire was  a  failure.  "The  unity  of  the  empire 
and  the  absolute  power  of  the  emperor  were 
buried  in  his  jsrave.  The  Christian  religion 
and  human  liberty  set  to  work  to  prepare  Eu- 
ro»i  lor  other  gfovcrnments  and  other  de»- 
tin^.  .  •  •  Among;9t  men  of  his  rank 
Charlemagne  ha»  *»»  singular  good  fortune, 
that  his  eiTOT,  His  misgoided  attempt  at  im- 
perialism, perialhisd  with  him,  whilst  ^lis  salu- 
tafv  achievement,  the  territorial  security  of 
r»wi«*l«i   Eorowe..  haS:  b««n  <ittrable  to  the

Religion  must  not  be  confounded  with 
creeds.  A  man  may  believe  what  he  sees  tit  to 
believe,  but  if  he  does  not  live  a  good  life  he  is 
certainly  not  religious.  Some  of  the  most  or- 
thodox men  in  the  world  have  been  the  most 
wicked.  Religion  is  not  a  matter  of  the  intel- 
lect ;  it  is  a  matter  of  the  character.  Its  seat  is 
not  in  the  mind,  but  in  the  spirit.  "Not  every 
one  who  saith  unto  Me,  'Lord,  Lonl,'  shall  en- 
ter into  the  Kingdom  uf  Heaven,  but  he  thai 
doeth  the  will  of  My  •  Father,  which  is  in 
Heaven."  So  said  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  and  it 
holds  true  today,  although  some  of  our  creed- 
worshippers  are  not  inclined  to  concede  it. 

We  would  all  be  very  badly  off.  indeed,  if 
this  were  not  the  case,  for  the  wisest  of  us  is 
unable  mentally  to  comprehend  the  relations 
uf  God  to  man.  If  we  try  to  express  our 
thoughts  on  this  subject,  we  find  ourselves 
hampered  by  our  inability  to  cfystallize  them 
into  a  concrete  form,  and  still  more  so  by  the 
inVlecpiacy  of  language  to  express  them  so 
thai  they  may  be  understood  by  others.  If  any 
one  will  take  the  trouble  to  study  the  points  at 
issue  between  Arius  and  Athanasius  at  the 
time  of  the  great  controversy,  which  split  the 
lihristian  Church  almost  irremediably,  lie  can- 
not but  be  impressed  with  the  idea  that  if 
they  had  been  able  to  express  their  real  mean- 
ings, there  might  never  have  been  any  dispute 
at  all.  Most  of  the  so-called  religious  con- 
troversy that  has  troubled  the  world  has  been 
over  something  that  no  one  understood  or 
could  hope  to  understand.  Out  of  these  con- 
troversies arose  the  strange  theory  that  a  per- 
son, who  did  not  believe  Avhat  the  majority  had 
decided  to  believe,  was  guilty  of  an  offence  of 
the  most  deadly  character.  It  is  true  that  the 
Roman  Emperor,  who  proclaimed  that  any  one, 
who  did  not  accept  Athanasius'  way  of  putting 
things,  was  to  be  esteemed  a  heretic,  was  so 
far  as  his  habits  of  life  were  concerned  not  a 
man  who  would  be  regarded  today  as  respect- 
able ;  but  that  does  not  seem  to  have  been  taken 
into  account  by  those  who  regard  what  they  are 
pleased  to  regard  as  heresy  as  the  most  .serious 
of  all  offences.  Heresy  may  be  an  offence 
against  men;  but  no  one  has  any  authority  for 
saying  it  is  an  offence  against  God.  A  gather- 
ing of  ecclesiastics  may  declare  a  creed,  and  to 
refuse  to  accept  it  may  be  an  offence  against 
them;  but  we  hardly  think  it  would  be  regard- 
ed as  an  offence  by  Him  who  said:  "Blessed 
are  the  pure  in  heart,  for  they  shall  see  God." 

All  creeds  are  of  human  origin,  and  this  you 
will  see  must  -of  necessity  be  the  case.  We 
take  much  of  our  Christian  religion  from  the 
Old  Testament,  but  it  would  be  exceedingly  dif- 
ficult to  discover  in  that  volume  tlie  state- 
ment of  a  definite  creed.  The  Jews  do  not  ap- 
pear to  have  had  any  further  than  a  belief  in 
one  God,  whose  chosen  people  they  were,  and 
in  the  law  as  delivered  to  them  by  jNIoscs. 
None  of  their  teachers  ever  felt  called  upon  to 
formulate  a  definite  statement  of  what  should 
or  should  not  be  believed.  There  is  in  the  Old 
Testament  a  vast  fund  of  instruction  as  to  what 
we  should  do  and  what  we  should  not  do.  We 
find  hundreds  of  assertions,  which  show  what 
the  persons  making  them  believed.  But  we 
find  no  specific  creed  recommended,  much  less 
ordered,  for  the  Jewish  people.  If  we  read 
the  Psalms,  we  will  find  much  evidence  of 
what  David  believed,  that  is  assuming  him  to 
have  been  the  author  of  them.  Thus  we  read: 
"The  Lord  is  my  shepherd,  I  shall  not  want," 
and  "None  of  them  that  trust  in  Him  shall  be 
desolate,"  and  "He  shall  give  His  angels  charge 
over  thee,"  and  "He  that  dwellcth  in  the  taber- 
nacles of  the  Most  High  shall  abide  under  the 
Shadow  of  the  Almighty,"  and  "My  heart  and 
my  flesh  crieth  out  for  the  Living  God."  Such 
expressions  could  be  multiplied  many  times. 
No  one  can  doubt  that  David  believed  in  an  im- 
manent God,  that  is  in  a  Deity  who  is  ever 
present  and  ever  mindful  of  man  in  all  his  vicis- 
situdes. The  creed  of  a  God  who  is  the  Father 
of  His  people  is  everywhere  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. It  seems  difficult  to  believe  that  such  a 
God  would  allow  His  people  to  live  without  a 
detailed  creed  if  one  .was  necessary  to  their 
present  welfare  or  their  future  salvation. 

Religion  is  not  merely  belief.  Belief  may 
be  a  help  to  religion.  Except  a  man  believes 
something  he  can  have  no  possible  incentive  to 
right  living.  We  all  must  of  necessity  believe 
something.  Even  Atheism  is  a  belief,  for  the 
Athiest  thinks  he  believes  there  is  no  God. 
This  article  is  not  intended  as  an  argument 
against  creeds;  it  is  only  intended  to  point  out 
that  a  creed  does  not  of  necessity  make  a  man 
religious;  it  is  intended  to  show  those,  who 
find  in  the  details  of  creeds  a  reason,  or  at  least 
an  excuse,  why  they  should  not  live  religious 
lives,  that  they  are  confounding  things  which 
are  essentially  different. 

And  the  sum  of  the  whole  matter  is  that  we 
should  do  what  is  right  :that  we  should  develop 
our  spiritual  natures,  that  we  should  seek  an 
alliance  with  that  Divine  Spirit  which  onr  own 
consciousness  tells  us  is  ever  near  us.  You 
cannot  prove  this  by  books  or  by  reason.  As 
the  Apostle  Paul  said,  these  things  are  spiritual- 
ly discerned,  or,  as  we  read  elsewhere.  "God  is 
a  spirit  and  they  that  worship  Him  must  wor- 
ship Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth."

OUTLINE  OF  GEOLOGY 

As  far  as  geologist.s  are  able  to  determine, 
it  seems  that  animal  life  preceded  plant  life  on 
the  earth.  At  least  while  there  is  abundant 
evidence  of  animal  life  in  the  Cambrian  rocks, 
it  is  by  no  means  sure  that  any  of  the  fossils 
.  are  those  of  plants,  although  the  qqestioft  is 


same  uncertainty  prevails  as  to  the  fossils  of 
the  Lower  Silurian  rocks,  although  the  evi- 
dence that  they  were  of  vegetable  origin  be- 
comes stronger.  There  seems  to  be  ho  evi- 
dence at  all  as  to  what  the  land  surface  of  the 
earth  was  like  when  the  Silurian  rocks  were 
deposited.  In  the  next  stage,  namely,  the 
Devonian,  plant  life  existed,  although  not  in 
very  high  types.  The  vegetation  of  that  period 
in  the  earth's  history  was  that  represented  to- 
day by  the  club  mosses,  although  it  was  very 
much  larger.  There  were  also  marine  plants, 
and  in  general  it  may  be  said  that  during  the 
Devonian  period  vegetation  was  preparing  for 
the  remarkable  era  udiich  followed  it.  namely, 
ihe  Carboniferous,  when  plant  life  had  its  most 
remarkable    development. 

That  coal  is  of  vegetable  origin  is  beyond  a 
doubt.  Not  only  is  it  possible  to  trace  by 
actual  observation  every  stage  in  the  protluc- 
tion  of  coal  from  decaying  wood,  through 
peat,  lignites,  bituminous  coal  and  anthracite; 
not  only  do  the  fossil  remains  testify  to  the 
fact  that  the  coal  was  formed  from  forest 
growth,  but  the  microscope  is  able  to  tell  us 
from  just  what  sort  of  vegetation  it  resulted, 
'i'he  mehod  adopted  is  to  examine  the  trans- 
parent sections  of  coal,,  and  from  their  struc- 
ture tu  deter-mlue.  by  -cona-pai  i>on  from  what 
plants  it  was  formed.  One  result  of  this  is  to 
s'how  that  not  all  coals  were  produced  from 
the  same  plants.  1?he  British  varieties  are 
nearly  all  due  to  the  very  slow  combustion  un- 
der pressure  of  the  seed  vessels  of  certain 
plants  of  the  fern  or  moss  variety.  The  word 
"combustion"  as  used  in  this  connection  does 
not  mean  an  actual  burning,  but  only  the  effect 
of  heat  combined  with  pressure,  or  perhaps 
heat  resulting  from  pressure,  which  converted 
the  vegetable  matter  into  the  hard  substance 
wc  call  coal.  In  /Vmerica  the  coals,  as  far  as 
they  have  been  examined,  are  coarser  than 
those  of  Great  Britain,  and  they  seem  to  have 
been  formed  from  the  wood,  bark  and  leaves 
of   plants. 

The  Carboniferous  Period  was  very  long. 
It  seems  to  have  been  one  of  great  unrest  in 
the  surface  of  the  earth.  Professor  Nic'nolson 
says  there  are  as  many  as  a  'hundred  different 
strata  in  the  carboniferous  series,  which  imply 
as  many  elevations  of  the  land  above  the  sea 
anil  as  many  submergences  beneath  its  waters, 
with  intervals  between  them  long  enough  to 
permit  of  the  growth  of  vegetation  to  produce 
coal.  Some  of  the  coal  seams  thus  produced 
are  very  thin  ;  ofhers  are  upwards  of  thirty 
feet  thick.  To  produce  even  a  few  inches  of 
coal  a  very  well  developed  vegetation  growing 
through  many  years  would  be  necessary;  much 
'more  would  be  the  time  required  to  produce  a 
coal  seam  thirty  feet  in  thickness.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  some  of  the  thicker  coal  seams 
may  have  been  due  to  the  carrying  of  the  de- 
bris of  forests  by  rivers  to  be  heaped  up  at 
their  mouths,  as  we  know  is  now  taking  place 
in  some  parts  of  the  world,  notably  in  the  case 
of  the  Mississippi.  The  PVaser  carries  down  a 
good  deal  of' vegetable  matter,  and  some  of  this 
is  deposited  in  the  silt,  which  the  river  also 
carries.  It  is  possible  that  in  the  course  of 
centuries  this  vegetable  matter  may  be  con- 
verted into  coal,  although  there  is  ni>  reason  to 
suppose  it  has  been  deposited  in  continuous 
.strata.  But  geologists  are  agreed  for  the  most 
part  in  thinking  that  most,  if  not  all.  of  the 
coa]  is  the  produce  of  vegetation  which  grew 
where  the  coal  now  is.  There  is  some  rather 
striking  evidence  on  this  point,  for  in  some 
places  the  roots  of  trees  have  been  found  be- 
low the  coal  and  a  part  of  the  trunks  above  it. 
This  proves  that  the  vegetable  debris  out  of 
which  the  coal  was  formed  was  deposited 
around  the  tree  trunks  and  that  the  land  slow- 
ly .sank  beneath  the  sea  with  the  trees  still 
standing,  the  "roof"  of  the  coal  seam  being  sub- 
sequently deposited.  This  .seems  tr^  implV  a 
very  undisturbed  condition  of  the  water,  which 
has  led  to  the  suggestion  that  the  coal  beds 
were  in  many  cases  formed  in  lagoons  of  vast 
extent  and  rather  shallow. 

Among  the  coal  plants  the  most  beautiful 
which  we  know  of  are  the  ferns.  Many  of  them 
seem  to  be  irlentical  witji  those  with  which  we 
are  all  familiar;  others  resemble  the  tree-ferns 
of  New  Zealand,  .\nothcr  \ery  common  va- 
riety of  plants  in  those  days  resembled  very 
closely  our  cat-tails,  only  they  were  very  much 
larger.  There  were  also  trees,  which  are  called 
Lepidodendrons.  the  trunks  of  which  were' 
sometimes  upwards  of  fifty  feet  in  length. 
They  are  represented  by  the  modern  club 
nu^s.ses,  anrl  it  was  from  their  cones  that  the 
British  coals  were  chiefly  formed.  There  were 
also  enormous  numbers  of  coniferous  trees  not 
unlike  our  existing  pines  and  firs.  Thev  bore 
n  species  of  fruit.  It  is  .suggested  that  the  yew 
is  a  survival  of  this  ancient  vegetation. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  li£>-nitic  coals  and 
probably  most  of  the  coals  of  British  Colum- 
bia are  of  later  origin  than  those  found  in  the 
eastern  part  of  North  America  and  in  Europe.

MR.    CHURCHILL    AND    THE    DOMZN- 
ION     NAVIES 

The  suggestion  thrown  out  by  Mr.  Cliurch- 
ill  1st  week  in  his  speech  to  the  British  Ship- 
wrights has  already  produced  a  very  intelreSly 
ing  and  encouraging  response,  says  the  IfOn-, 
don  Times,.  There  can  now  be  no  question  as 
to  the  spirit  in  which  Mr.  ChurchtU'^  advaitceii 
will  be  met,  and  it  becomes  all*i<m)^rtWit  ip 
consider  what  his  proposals  will  involve.  So 
fai*  as  pur<^y  naval  considerations  [^«  <^^j^ 
are  manifest  advantages  in  the  iKilnqr-niw' 
view— -not  the  least  ol  whkh  it«y  M^ 


British  and  Colonial  rates  of  pay.  It  is  not, 
however,  on  the  purely  naval  aspect  of  the 
suggestion  that  we  desire  to  dwell.  What  is 
even  more  important,  given  the  soundness  of 
its  naval  bearing,  is  its  bearing  upon  the  poli- 
tical and  constitutional  relation  of  the  differ- 
ent Governments.  It  is  perfectly  clear  that 
the  fleet  units  to  be  created  by  the  Dominions 
could  not  combine  for  the  function  proposed 
to  them  without  some  arrangement  between 
the  Governments  concerned  regarding  the 
problem  of  control.  It  is  equally  true  that 
such  co-operation  must  bear  some  definite  re- 
lation to  the  powers  responsible  for  foreign 
policy  and  the  control  of  the  liritish  Fleet. 
To  take  one  point  alone,  it  is  one  of  the  recog- 
nized methods  of  diplomacy  to  alter  the  dis- 
position of  fleets  and  even  of  single  ships — 
so  much  so  that  such  movements  are  usually 
notified  to  any  Power  which  may  be  concern- 
ed. In  that  respect,  and  in  many  more  besides 
the  movements  of  the  patrolling  squadrons 
suggested  must  be  of  great  importance  fo 
those  responsible  for  the  relations  of  the  Em- 
pire with  foreign  Powers.  To  some  extent 
these  difficulties  may  be  met  by  the  agree- 
ment concluded  at  the  imperial  Conference 
last  year.  They  may  be  still  further  ul)\i;ited, 
perhaps,  by  an  arrangement  for  effective  and 
continuous  representation  of  the  Dominion 
Governments  on  the  Committee  of  Defence. 
But  when  all  such  expedients  are  exhausted, 
a  larger  problem  will  still  remain  behind. 

Mr.  White's  inspiring  speech  at  Toronto  is 
only  the  latest  of  many  signs   that   the   new 
Canadian  Government  is  ready  and  eager  to 
face  this   problem   as  a   whole.     "The   states- 
manship of  the  Empire,"  he  said,  "is  always 
equal    to   the   Empire's    needs" — needs   which 
some  recent  speeches  by  the  Canadian  Prime 
Minister   prove    that    he      fully      understands. 
■'Shall   it  be  that  we,"  he  said  some  months 
ago,  "contributing  to  the  defence  of  the  whole 
Empire   shall   have  ab.solutely  no   voice  what- 
ever in  the  councils  of  the  whole  Empire  with 
regard  to  the  conditions  of  peace  and   war?" 
We  agree  with  him  that  such  a  position  would 
not   be   tolerable.      It   is   a   position   which,   if 
co-operation  in  defence  is  really  to  be  secured, 
will  need  to  be  modified.  Mr.  Hazen.  the  Can- 
adian  Minister  for  Naval  Affairs,  touches  on 
the  same  necessity  when  he  points  out  that  "a 
Navy  which  exists  for  the  general  defence  of 
the  Itmpire  must  be  a  Navy  concerning  which 
there  shall  be  no  divided  control ;"  for  in  Can- 
adian  eyes,  as  our  correspondent  points  out, 
Imperial   unity   of    control    must    involve   "a 
more  direct  and  more  authoritative  represen- 
tation of  the  Dominions  in  the  councils  of  the 
Empire."    It  is  believed,  he  adds,  that  peculiar 
importance  is  attached  to  such  representation 
by  Ministers  from  Quebec.     Both  Mr.  Borden 
and   Afr.   Hazen,   we  am  glad    to    learn,   will 
shortly  visit  this  country  in  order  to  take  the 
best  naval  advice  and  define  their  own  views 
at  first  hand.     They  may  count  on  the  warm- 
est of  welcomes.     Mr.  Churchill's  suggestion 
may  or  may  not  be  such  as  to  meet  all  the 
considerations  they  have  in  view,  but  it  pre- 
sents a  basis  for  discussion  of  a  most  valuable 
kind.     We  now  know  the  desires  of  the  Ad- 
miralty on  the  naval  side,  and  the  history    of 
last  year's   Imperial   Conference  is  before  us 
to  show  that  the  British  Government  does  not 
shun,  but  on  the  contrary  invites,  the  partici- 
pation of  the  Dominion  Governments  in  the 
discussion    of    foreign   affairs.      An   admirable 
basis  for  further  construction  has  thus  already 
been   laid.     Canadian      Ministers,     our  corre- 
spondent  tells    us.    are    manifestly   "coveting 
for  Canada   the  position   of  leadership  in  the 
reorganization  of  the  Empire."     In  this  coun- 
try  we   shall    be   eager   to   help   their   attain- 
ment of  that  claim.

"THE  LOGIC  OF  THE  INFINITE" 


M.  Henri  Poincare,  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matical Astronomy  in  the  University  of  Paris, 
Member  of  the  French  Academy  and  of  the 
.Academy  of  Sciences,  gave  the  first  of  a  series 
of  four  lectures  in  advanced  mathematics  at  the 
University  of  London.  The  subject  was  "La 
Logiquc  de  TInfini." 

M.  Poincare  began  by  recalling  that  some 
years  ago  he  put  forward  certain  ideas  on  the 
logic  of  the  infinite  which  had  involved  him  in 
a  lively  discussion  with  other  mathematicians. 
Without  going  into  the  old  arguments,  he 
thought  it  would  be  profitable  to  consider  the 
psychological  origin  of  the  differences  be- 
tween the  two  schools  of  thought  into  which 
the  discus.sion  resolved  itself.  He  would  place 
himself  at  a  purely  objective  point  of  view,  as 
if  he  were  a  spectator  of  a  battle  between  the 
Medes  aiid  the  Persians.  For  the  ofte  school 
the  infinite  js  derived  from  the  i^hite;  there 
is  an  infinite  b<;canse  there  ifi  an  infli^ty  of 
possible  finite  thfttgs.  For  tHe^^otbefr^itcnooI 
the  infinite  is  pr«-existent  to  tfct  **^— '  -^^

specifying  a  relation  between  the  object  to  be 
defined  and  all  the  individuals  of  a  class  to 
which  the  object  belongs.  After  a  long  dis- 
sertation of  a  mathematico-philosophical  char- 
acter the  lecturer  said  he  had  endeavored  to 
show  the  principal  points  of  divergence  be- 
tween the  two  schools,  and  he  thought  that  the 
true  cause  of  this  divergence  lay  in  the  men- 
tality of  the  partizans.  the  Pragmatists  being 
idealists,  the  Cantorians  realists.  The  Can- 
torians  constantly  spoke  of  epistemolog>',  that 
was  to  say,  the  science  of  sciences.  This  epis- 
t;mology,  be  it  remarked,  was  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  psychology;  it  ought  to  teach  us 
what  sciences  would  be  if  there  were  no  men 
of  science.  (Laughter.)  Thus,  not  only  was 
Nature  a  reality  independent  of  the  physicist 
who  might  be  tempted  to  study  her.  but  physics 
itself  was  also  a  reality  which  would  exist  if 
there  were  no  physicists.  This  was  indeed 
realism. 

Why  were  the  Pragmatists  not  willing  to 
admit  the  existence  of  objects  M'hich  could 
not  be  defined  by  a  finte  number  of  words?  It 
was  because  they  considered  that  an  object 
only  existed  wdien  mentally  conceived,  and 
one  could  not  imagine  such  an  object  indepen- 
dently of  a  thinking  subject.  This  was  indeed 
idealism.  And  _as__a_. thinking  subject  was  a 
man  or  something  which  resembled  a  man, 
and  consequently  a  finite  being,  the  infinite 
could  have  no  other  meaning  than  the  pos- 
sibility of  creating  as  many  finite  objects  as 
one  wished.  The  realists  ordinarily  adopted  a 
physical  standpoint.,  affirming  the  indepen- 
dent existence  of  material  objects,  individual 
souls,  or  what  they  called  substances.  The 
universe  existed  for  them  before  the  creation 
of  man.  before  even  that  of  living  things;  it 
would  still  exist  even  if  there  were  no  longer 
God  or  any  thinking  subject.  Theirs  was  the 
point  of  view  of  common  sense. 

In  all  times  in  philosophy  there  had  been 
opposed  tendencies,  and  it  did  not  seem  that 
these  tendencies  were  approaching  conciliation. 
It  was  doubtless  because  there  were  different 
souls,  and  that  souls  were  unchangeable.  There- 
fore there  was  no  hope  of  seeing  agreement  be- 
tween the  Pragmatists  and  the  Cantorians.  In 
mathematics,  however,  it  was  the  custom  to 
agree,  but  this  was  because  there  were  verifi- 
cations which  were  the  final  court  of  appeal 
and  to  vvhich  all  bov^-ed.  But  where  verifica- 
tions were  wanting  mathematicians  were  no 
better  off  than  were  philosophers.  When  it 
was  a  matter  of  knowing  whether  a  theorem 
could  have  a  meaning  without  being  verifiable, 
who  was  to  judge,  since  by  definition  verifica- 
tion was  excluded?  The  only  resource  was 
to  force  one's  adversary  against  a  contradic- 
tion. This,  however,  led  to  no  .satisfactory  re- 
sult. becau.se  one  could  always  get  out  of  a 
contradiction  by  a  coup  de  pouce — he  meant 
by  a  distin^uo.     (Cheers.)

Mr.  Balfour  spoke  as  folhws:  ,        , 

Hon.  Professor  Stein-^You  have  invited  JHCr 
partly  as  a  politician,  partly  as  a  philosopher,  to 
.say  something  for  German  readers  upon  Anglo- 
German  relations.  I  fear  that  philosophers 
have  little  tQ  say  about  the  question,  and  that 
politicians  may  easily  say  too  much ;  it  is  there- 
fore with  great  misgiving  that  I  comply  with 
your  invitation.  I  may  easily  do  mucn  harm; 
i  carmqt  think  it  likely  that  I  shall  do  mijch 
good.  But  as  you  appeal  to  me  I  will  make  the 
attempt'.  . 

.  I^t  me  at  once  say  that  I  do  not  propose 
ta adopt, the  attitude  either  of  a  judge  or  of  a 
critic.  I  may  be  able'to  explain,  I  may  be  able 
io^tliminish   mit^underfitanding. — I   am  by  na 


moment,  1  suppose,  four  out  of  every  five  occu- 
jjants  of  phihjsophic  chairs  in  countries  speak- 
ipg  the  language  of  Locke,  of  Berkeley,  and  of 
Ifuine.  draw  from  German,  sources  both  the 
"substance  of  their  teaching  and  its  inspiratitjn. 
This  surely  is  a  great  thing  to  say,  for  though 
philosophers  be  few  in  both  nations,  we  must 
surely  hope  that  their  importance  is  not  meas- 
ured  by   their  numbers. 

If,  ill  ;refore,  recent  years  have  produced 
a  change  in  the  way  in  which  ordinary  Eng-r 
lishnuMi  judge  of  German  i)olicy,  it  is  due  to 
nil  national  prejudice,  to  no  under-estimate  of 
German  worth,  to  no  want  of  gratitude  for 
German  services  in  the  cause  of  universal  cul- 
ture. To  what,  then,  is  it  due?  I  reply  that, 
so  far  as  I  can  judge,  it  is  due  to  the  interpre- 
tations which  they  have  thought  themselves 
obliged  toplace  upon  a  series  of  facts  or  sup- 
posed facts,  each"  of  which  tak,en  by  itself  might 
be  bf  small  moment,  but  virhich  taken  together 
can  neither  be  lightly  treated  ttbr- calmly  ig- 
nored. 

Naval  Armaments 

The  first  of  these,  facts  which  he  realized 
was  the  German  Navy  Bill  and  jts  results.  No 
Eniglish man  denies  the  right  of  eviery  qountry 
to  settle  the  character  and  magnitude  of  its  own 
armaments;  and  there  has  been,  I  believe,  no 


eagetne^s  to  dfeieet  In  thfe  German  naval  policy 
any  intentions  hostile  to  this  country.  But  on 
such  a  point  British  opinion  is  sensitive,  and 
must  be  sensitive,  ior  reasons  which  are  conv 
mbnprace"here,nbljr'are,'T~lHriTiK,  imperTectTy 
understood  by  many  Germans  who,  in  general, 
are  friendly  to  this  country.  Let'nie  briefly  in- 
dicate their  character. 

if  Englishmen  were  sure  that  a  German 
fle^t.was  only  going  to  be  usfed  for  defensive 
parposes*r4.ci;  against  aggression— they  would 
not  .care  how  large  it  was ;  for Aa  Avar  of  ag- 
gression against  Germany  is  to  them.unthink- 
aibfe.  ,  .Tiuirje  ar?,  »I-->ra.  told,  many  Qei-ma,ns 
who  would  strongly  dissent  from  thi.s  state- 
ment. Yet  it  is  no  paradox.  Putj;iiig  op  one  side 
•aH  considerations  ba^d  An-,  plsblit  moralit} 
it  must  be  remembered,  in  the  first  place,  that 
■w<S  are- a  commercial  natioti ;  an<l,  war,  what- 
ever-its- issue,  is  ruinous  to  commerce  and  to 
the  .credit  on  which  commerce  depends.  It 
mustbe  remembered,  in  the  second  place,  that 
we  ,are,a\  political  nation;  and  an  unprovoked 
,war  WQuid  siiait'tervina  clay  the  most  powerful 
government:  and  the  rhosf  united  party.  '  It 
must  be  reinembertd,  in  the  third  place,  that 
we  are  an  insular  nation,:  wholly  dependent  on 
sea-4)orne  supplies,  possessing  no  considerable 
army  either  for  home  defence  or  foreiy,n  ser- 
vice, and  compelled,  therefore,  to  play  iii  very 
iinequar  stakes  should  Gcrmany-'beVpiir  oppon- 
;,|^iit, in  the  hazardous:  game  of  war.  '  ^ 

It  i^  this-  last:  consideration  which , I  should 
earnestly  aiilc  enlightened  Germans  to  weigh 
welt  if  they  W-ould  understand  the  British  point 
of' view.  'It  can  be  made  clear  in  a  very  few 
j^^^terices :  There;  ari  two  ytrayJ»v  in  which  a 
liostile  country  can  be  crushed.  Tt  can  be  con- 
quered, or  it  can. be  starved  •  If  Germany  were 
masters  in  our' hbme  waters  she  could  appl}:^ 
both  methods  to  Britain.  AVere  Britain  ten 
tinies  master  in  the  North  Sea  .she  could  apply 
Wither  method  to  Germany.  Without  a  su- 
.  perior  fleet  Britain  Would  no  longer  count  as 
a  Power/  Without  any  fleet  at  all*  Germany 
could  remain  the  greatest  Power  in  Europe. 

.Instinct  of  Self-Preservation 
It  is,  therefore.  thC'  mere  instinct  of  self- 
preservation  which  obliges  Englishmen  not 
merely  to  take  account  of  the  growth  in  foreign 
navies,  but  anxiously  to  weigh  the  mritive.s  «jf 
tHose  w'ho  build  thein.  If  they  are  built  .solely 
for  purposes  of  defence,  I'ritain  would  not  in- 
deed be.  thereby  relieved  of  the  duty. of  main- 
taining the  standard  of  relative  strength  rc- 
([uired  for  national  safety;  but  she  would  hav.c 
no  ground  for  disquiet,  still  less  for  Jll-will. 
But  does  Germany  inake  it  easy  for  Britain  to 
take  this  view?  The  external  facts  of  the  situ- 
ation appear  to  be  as  follows:  the  greatest  mil- 
itary Power,  and  the  second  greatest  naval 
Bower  in  the  world,  is  adding  both  to  her  armv 
and  to  her  navy.  She  is  increasing  the  strate^gic 
railways  whicli  lead  to  the  frontier  States — not 
merely  to  frontier  States  which  Ihcmsclvcs 
possess  powerful  armies,  but  to  small  States 
which  can  have  no  desire  but  to  remain  neu- 
tral  if   their   formidable   neighbors  should   un- 


happily become  belligerents.  She  is  in  like 
ufanner  modifying  her  naval  arrangements  so 
as  to  make  her  naval  strength  instantly  effec- 
tive. It  is  conceivable  that  all  this  may  be  only 
in  order  to  render  herself  impregnable  against 
attack.  .Such  an  object  would  certainly  be 
commendable,  .Uiough  the  efforts  undergone  to 
secure  it  might  (to  outside  observers)  seem  in 
excess  of  any  possible  danger,  if  all  nations 
could  be  made  impregnable  to  the  same  extent 
peace  would  doubtless  he  ccjstly,  but  at  least  ii 
would  be  secure.  L'nfurtimately  no  mere  an- 
;il\>is  I'f  the  German  preparations  for  war  will 
show  for  what  purposes  they  are  designed.  j\ 
tremendous  weapon  h;w  rbeen  forged;  every 
year  adds  .somethii!  ;  '  its  efficiency  and 
power;  it  is  as  formidable  for  purposes  of  ag- 
gression as  for  purposes  of  defence.  But  to 
what  end  it  was  originally  designed,  and  to 
what  cause  it  will  ultimately  be  used,  can  only 
be  determined,  if  determined  at  all,  by  ex- 
traneous considerations. 

The  Real  Danger 

I  here  approach  the  most  difficult  and  deli- 
cate part  of  my  task.  Let  me  preface  it  by  say- 
ing that  ordinary  Englishmen  do  rnot^bejieve. 
and  certainly  I  do  not  believe,  either  that  the 
great  body  of  the  German  people  wish  to  make 
an  attack  on  their  neighbors  or  that  the  G»er- 


nian  Government  intend  it.  A  war  in  which 
the  armed  manhood  of  half  Europe  wouUl  take 
})art  can  be  no  object  of  deliberate  desire  either 
l(jr  nations  or  for  statesmen.  The  danger  lies 
elsewliere.  It  lies  in  the  ci  i-existence  of  that 
marvelous  instrument  of  warfare  which  the 
t'lerman  .\iiiiy  and  .\;ivy,  with  the  assiduous,  I  ■ 
had  almost  said  the  organi/ced,  advocacy  of  a 
])olicy  which  it  seems  im]jossible  to  reconcile 
with  the  jicace  of  the  wnrld  or  the  rights  of 
nation.^.  I'or  those  who  accept  this  p(,ilicy  (icr- 
man  dcveloimient  means  Gjcrman  territorial  ex- 
pansion. .All  countries  which  hinder,  though 
it  be  only  in  self-defence,  the  realization  of  this 
ideal,  are  regarded  as  hostile;  and  war,  or  the 
threat  of  war,  is  denied  the /natural  ;^nd  fitting 
method  by  which  the  Ideal  itself  is  to  b«  INC- 
complished. 

Now,  it  is  no  part  pf  my  intentipn  to  crifi- 
cize  such  theories.  My  business  is  to  explain 
the  views  which  are  held  in  Britain,  not  tp  con- 
demn those  which  are  preached  in  Germany. 
Let  German  students,  if  they  will,  redraw  the 
map  of  Europe  in  harmony  with  what  they 
conceive  to  be  the  present  distribution  of  the 
Germanic  race;  let  them  regard  the  German 
Empire  of  the  twentieth  century  as  the  heir-at- 
law  of  all  territories  included  in  the  Holy  Ro- 
man  Empire  of  the  twelfth;  let  them  a.ssume 


that  Germans  should  be  endowed  at  the  cost 
of  other  nations  with  over-seas  dominions  pro- 
portionate to  her  greatness  in  Europe.  But  do 
not  let  them  ask  Englishmen  to  approve.  W<1 
ha\e  had  too  bitter  an  experience  of  the  ills 
which  flow  from  the  endeavor  of  any  single 
State  to  dominate  Europe,  we  are  too  surely 
convinced  of  the  perils  which  such  a  policy, 
were  it  successful,  would  bring  upon  ourselves 
as  well  as  upon  others,  to  treat  tliemas  negli- 
gible. .Negligible  surely  they  are  not.  In 
periods  of  international  calm  they  always  make 
fur  increasing  armaments;  in  periods  of  inter- 
national friction  they  aggra\-ate  the  difficulties 
(^f  diplomacy. 

Peace  or  Aggression? 
Thid  ir  bad,  but  it  is- not  the  worst.  Theii 
effects,  as  it  seems  to  us,  go  deeper.  To  them 
is  due. the  conviction,  widely  held,  1  am  afraid. 
by  many  Germans,  that  Britain  stands  in  their 
country's  Hght<.  that  Englishmen  desire  to 
thwart  her  natural  development,  are  jealous  of 
her  most  legitimate  growth.  Of  these  crimes 
we  are  quite  unconscious:  hut  surely  it  is  no 
slight  evil  that  they  should  be  so  readily  be- 
lieved. Jf  ever,  by  some  unhappy  fate,  it  be- 
came an  accepted  article  of  faith  in  either  na- 
tion that  Germany  and  Britain  were  predcs- 
tinedjgnemies,  that  the  ambitions  of.  the  one 
and  the  security  ot  the  other  were  iireconcil- 
ably  opposed,  the  predictions  of  those  prophets 
(and  they  abound  in  the  chanceries  of  Europe ) 
who  regard  a  conflict  between  them  as  inevit- 
able, would  be  already  Jjalf  fulfilled.  But  for 
myself  I  am  no  believer  in  such  predestination. 
Germany  has  taught  Europe  much;  .she  can 
teach  it  yelrac**^?- She  can  teach  it  that  organ- 
izing military  power  may  be  used  in  the  inter- 
ests of  peace  as  effectually  as  in  those  of  war: 
that  the  appetite  for  domination  belongs  to  an 
outworn  phase  of  patriotism;  that  the  further- 
ance of  civilization,  for  which  she  has  so  gfeat- 
Iv  labored,  must  be  the  ioint  of  work  of  many 
peoples,  and  that  the  task  for  none  of  them  iz 
lightened  by  the  tremendous  burden  of  modern 
armaments,  or  the  perpetual  preoccupation  of 
national  self-defence.  If  on  these  lines  she  is 
prepared  to  lead,  she  will  find  a  world  already 
prepared  to  follow — prepared  in  no  small  meas- 
ure by  what  she  has  herself  accomplished  in  the 
highest  realms  of  science  and  speculation.  But 
if  there  be  signs  that  her  desires  point  to  other 
objects,  and  that  her  policy  will  be  determined 
by  national  ambitions  of  a  different  type,  can  it 
be  a  matter  of  surprise  that  other  countries 
watch  the  steady  growth  of  her  powers  of  ag- 
gression with  undisguised  alarm,  and  anxiously 
consider  schemes  for  meeting  what  they  are 
driven  to  regard  as  a  common  danger?

T  do  not.  of  course,  mean  that  every  statement 
I  am  going  to  makefs  consciously  accepted  by 
every  Englishman,  no^.  if  it  be  accepted,  that  all 
Eng"iishmcn  hold  it  with  equal  conviction.  But 
f  do  mean  that  in' a > very  real  .sense,  the  deep 
uneasiness  witfe' which  pe»l>l€  of  this  country 
contemplate  possible  developments  oi  German 
nolicy,  throw  its  shadow  across  the  whole  coun- 
try, irrcspoctiyebf  party  or *0f;  tree«i.' 

Why  is  this?  *  It  cinflibt  be  attributed  to 
prejudi^'ef;-  rooted  in  a  historic  past.  The  Ger- 
man natioii  ha.s,  never  been  our  enemy.  In'  the 
long  seriesAdC  wpre  in  •Whifih  Britain  was  :%- 
volved  between  the  R^voltttion  of  1688  and  the 
peace  of  j8i5,  we  always  had  C>ern\an  Staites  as 
our  allie*  J  sbd  few  have  been  the  ContineHtal 
battles  wlierc  English  soldiers  have  foUght,  in 
whicli  no  German  soldier  was  fighting  in  the 
<iim6  cansiB;-''  . 

Our  Debt  to  Germany 

Nor  are  the  Englishmen  unmindful  of  their 
share  in  the  great  debt  Which. all  t^e  world 
owes  to  German  geniiisnStnd  German  learning. 
For  some  200  years  Germany  has  beien  as  clear- 
ly first  in  the"  art  of  music  as  ever  Italy  was 
in  the  art  of  painting.  Shie  has  been  the  great 
pioneer  in  modern  classical  philology,  in  mod- 
ern criticism,  in  modern  historical  research,  in 
the  science  of  language,'  in  the"  comparative 
study  of  religions.  Indeed,"  she  has  been  more 
^hair  merely  a  pioneer.  She  has  not  only  shown 
how  the  work  should  be  done,  but  she  has  will-' 
ingl}',  taken  Upon  hersell'  fey  feir  the  -  largest 
share  of  the  labor  rn^'olved  in  doing  it,  and  has 
harvested,  as  was  just,  by  far  the  largest  share 
of  successful  achievement. 

..In.  the  domain  of  the  natural  sciences  the 
story  is,  indeed,  less  one-sided.  We  in  Britain 
need  not  be  ashamed  of  the  roll  of  great  men 
who  have  contributed  to  the  scientific  develop- 
ments which  have  made  the  last  hundred  years 
illustrious.  I^iut  hi)w  admirable,  both  in  qiial- 
ity  and  (juaniitw  has  l^een  the  (icrman  wurk 
in  tlu\-e  dcpiirtmcnts !  How  perfect  is  their 
organizatioji  for  research!  Mow  fruitful  in 
discovery  ! 

And  what  shall  1  say  of  German  philoso- 
phy? Tt  was  of  thi.i  in  particular  that  you  de- 
sired me  to  speak,  ])ui  in  truth  I  am  not  quali- 
fied to  say  anything  Imi  what  i-~  known  and 
acknowledged  throughout  all  countries. 
Though  my  small  philosophic  bark  attempts  its 
exploration  in  shallower  water,-.  1  .-iilmirc  the 
mighty  stream  of  European  speculation,  flow-^

Professor  Mctchnikoi'l  and  \)r.  iiroughton 
•  Alcock  submitted  to  the  .\cademie  dcs  Sci- 
ences a  new  anti-typhoid  ,-cruni,  writer  ihc 
Paris  correspondent  of  the  London  Times. 
According  to  the  exposition  of  Profcssr)r 
Metchnikoff's  system,  which  has  been  worked 
out  at  the  Pasteur  Institute,  the  new  serum 
is  prepared  from  living  baciHi  as  in  the  case  ni 
preparations  used  f'.ir  inoculation  against 
rabies  and  small-po.x.  The  Ebcrth  bacilli  are 
first  diluted  and  then  rendered  sensitive  ( scn- 
sibilises)  or  impregnated  with  certain  sub- 
stances which  are  found  in  the  scrum  of  ani- 
mals which  are  most  immune  from  typhoid 
fever.  In  this  instance  the  horse  has  been 
selected,  it  is  found  that  chimpanzees  when 
inoculated  with  this  preparation  acquire  im- 
munity from  typhoid.  In  his  report  .to  the 
Academic  dcs  Sciences,  yeslerda} ,  Professor 
Melclinikoff  stated  that  two  persons  who  vol- 
untcjcrcd    for    the   c.xpciimtnl   were    inoculated 


.-.ome  months  ago  at  the  Basteur  Institute, 
and  that  the  reaction  of  the  serum  was  al- 
most imperceptible.  Some  44  persons  have 
since  been  inoculated  with  success.  The  first 
inoculation  introduces  about  500  million  of 
typhoid  bacilli  into  the  human  system;  the 
second,  which  is  effected  a  week  later,  intro- 
ilyces  twice  or  three  times  as  many.  Profes- 
.^or  Metchnikoff  maintains  that  his  method  is 
at  once  simple  and  efficacious,  and  that  it  is 
peculiarly  suitable  as  a  preventive  in  the  case 
of  troops,  who  in  time  of  manoeuvres  are  con- 
centrated in  districts  where  typhoid  fever  is 
endemic. 

A  representative  of  the  Patrie  who  visited 
I'rofessdr  Vincent's  laboratory  at  the  military 
hospital  of  Val  de  Grace  was  informed  by 
the  army  doctors  who  co-operate  with  him  in 
the  employment  of  his  anti-typhoid  serum, 
that  they  knew  nothing  of  Profcs.sor  Metch-, 
nikoff's  new  method,  except  what  had  been 
rei^ortcd  in  the  press.  They  pointed  out  how- 
ever that  the  dangers  of  inoculating  a  human 
organism  with  live  bacilli  had  been  abimdant- 


ly  demonstrated,  (t  was  doubtless  true  that 
the  i<Jeal  method  would  be  to  cmplov  for  in- 
oculation li\c  bacilli,  which  liad  bc<'n  suffi- 
ciently weakened  to  obviate  all  dangers  of 
infection.  In  the  case  of  typhoid  no  such 
bacilli  had  as  }el  been  prepared,  notwilli- 
standing  the  experiments  of  the  .\merican, 
Dr.  Castcllani.  whose  method  had  been  abati- 
doned  on  account  of  its  dangers.

Thousands  of  soldiers  ^nd  civilians  had 
been  inoculated  by  Professor  \'inccnt's  meth- 
od, and  not  one  of  them  had  taken  typhoitl, 
even  in  Morocco,  wdicre  the  disease  was  ex- 
traordinarily prevalent.  Professor  ,\  incent's 
inethod  was  distinguished  by  slightness  of  re- 
action, absolute  innocuousness  and  invariable 
efficacy  in  all  countries  and  climates.  His 
preparation  was  in  such  demand  thai  the  cen- 
tral army  pharmacy  had  asked  for  an  increase 
in  its  staff  as  a  condition  of  continuing  the 
supply  of  the  quantities  required

We  have  heard  much  in  recent  years  about 
the  use  of  vituperation  and  invective  by  our 
r)olitical  orators.

"The  .speech," 
he  said,  "which  we  have  just  heard — if  it  could 
be  called  a  si)cech — was  a  sort  of  cV>ncatena- 
tion  of  broken  interjectionary  remarks,  jerked 
out  by  a  minister  to  whom  Heaven  has  denied 
not  only  the  power  of  lucid  statement,  but  also 
of  articulate  speech."  An  attack  of  this  kind  on 
a  minister,  adds  Mr.  Jeans,  would  certainly  be 
followed  now  by  cries  of  "Order"  and  "With- 


draw," but  in  those  more  robust  and  less  sen- 
sitive days  nothing  happened.  The  Speaker  did 
not  interfere.

Tlidugli  I  am  I 'He  I'f  those  who.se  faith  it 
is  that  perJi.iiKs  al  no  \ery  distant  date  we 
shall  be  able  to  find  more  formal  and  consti- 
tiuiMual  bunds,  uniting  us  and  the.  great  self- 
gi)\eniiiig  |)ominions  into  one  whole,  that 
day  lias  not  yet  come  into  being,  and  "ur  F.m- 
pire  presents  the  uni<|ne  spectacle  in  the  his- 
i..r\  oi  ihe  W(,irld.  ^.|  ,1:1  I'.mpire  jdiiied  tn- 
geiher,*  not  by  force,  noi  even  by  CMiisiiiii- 
lioual  ties,  but  by  niuiual' affectioii,,X^^h<?cr^)» 
0  tlie  sense  of  ''tfie  common  prfgif*,,  fcff"  >tne 
sense  of  a  common  civilization,  by- the  sense 
of  a  common  inheritance  of  law,  culture  and 
freedom  of  institution.  At  homis  we  consti- 
tute the  most  crowded  of  the  great  nations  of 
the  world.  Xever  has  there  been  packed  into 
so  small  a  cbmpass  a  population  so  large,  so 
varied  in  its  pursuits,  but  all  joined  together 
by  common  traditions,  common  purposes,  and 
common  laws.  Go  abroad,  across  the  great 
oceans,  go  to  the  other  side  of  the  world,  and 
you  jvill  find  our  sonis  and  our  brothers,  not 


"to  be  a  highway  and  to  bring  At>ia, 
and  Australia,  into  communication  with    one 
another. 

The  Open  Door  in  China 
•'The  .United  States  ha\#ng  forced  open 
the  doors  of  Japan,  with  the  striking  results 
that  the  world  has  seen,  have  set  up  as  a  cor- 
ollary to  the  Monroe  Doctrine  .the  doctrine  of 
the  Open  Door  in  China. 

"It  is  possible  that  the  combination  of  these 
two  doctrines,  together  with  tl>e  resolve  to 
limit  or  exclude  Astatic  immigration,  may 
some  day  lead  to  seJ-ious  disputes  between 
y\merica'^and  Eastern  Asia.  The  United 
States  cannot  permanently  keep  their  own 
doors  shut  and  insist,  on  other  peoples  keep- 
ing theirs  open  without  an-  inconsistency 
that  must  sooner  qi:  later  be  chal-knged. 

Perhaps  British  Australasia  may  be  mov- 
ing towards  a  similar  inconsistency-  The  doc- 
trine of  a  White  Australia  has  for  its  logical 
counteri^art  the  exclusion  of  Australasians 
from  China  and  Japan.  These  are  problems, 
liowever,  of  which  the  soliition  is  perhaps  not 
to  be  looked  for  in-  the  immediate  future. 

"For  the  moment  the  most  ab.sorbing  ques- 
tion concerning  the  shores  of  the  Pacific  is 
ihat  of  the  internal  development  of  China. 
The  yeast  has  been  infused  from  Europe  and 
America,  and  the  ferment  aoiv  taking  place 
diows  hoVv  ;str0ngly  it  works.  If  after  a  time 
;t  should  produce  expansion,  there  will  be  still 
more  stir  and  change,  both  in  Asia  and  on 
1  he  Pacific.  For  a  renovated  China  wiH  have 
10  take  to  the  water,  if  for  no  other  reason 
than  that  Japan  has  done  so,  and  that  China 
without  a  Navy  could  carry  on  seaborne  trade 
onlv  with  Japan's  permission.  It  will  be  the 
first  thing  to  be  created  by  the  Chinese  nation 
when  that  has  come  into  being.     , 

Naval  Strength  in  the  Pacific 
"Japan  is  by  far*  the  strongest  Power,  in 
naval  and  military  resources,  in  the  Pacific. 
Some  day  no  doubt  China  will  be  her  rival, 
possibly  her  superior,  but  that  will  not  be  just 
vet.  Tlte  United  States,  thougll  not  highly 
organized  for  war,  have  immense  resources 
and  a  population  of  the  greatest  energy.  The 
national  .spirit  is  there,  and  is  acting  to  in- 
crease the  national  strength. 

"So  soon  as  the  Panama  Canal  has  been 
nuule  the  United  States  Fleet  will  be  avail- 
able at  will  either  in  the  Atlantic  or  the  Pa- 
cific. There  will  then  be  a  balance  of  power'*'' 
in  the  great  ocean.  If  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  wish  to  (jount  tor  much  m  the  scales, 
their  best  policy  will  be  to  increase  their 
weight  by  increasing  their  population,  that  is 
to  say,  by  the  utmost  possible  encouragement 
of  immigration  from  Euroi)e. 

Australia  and  New  Zealand 

•Ti  is  natural  that  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land should  hitherto  have  relied  upon  the 
ilritish  Na\).  or  rather  upon  the  policy  of 
Great  liritain  as  a  strong  Naval  Power.  But 
recent  changes  in  the  balance  of  Europe  have 
made  it  necessary  for  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  to  study  Europe  more  than  used  to 
be  necessary.  'I'here  has  been  a  general  de- 
velopment of  naval  power  in  Europe,  snch 
that  (ireat  Britain,  if  she  is  at  all  times  to  be 
ready  to  defend  herself,  must  keep  in  luiro- 
pean  waters  a  Navy  as  strong  as  two  or  three 
of  the  other  European  Navies.  While  that 
condition  lasts  the  l')ritish  Navy  cannot  send 
fighting   fleets  to  the   l';uitic. 

"For  the  jji'dtectitin  of  .Xustralasia  or  Can- 
ada against  the  hostility  of  Euroi)can  Powers 
that  course  would  n<it  be  nccessar\.  While 
the  British  Navy  is  strong  in  .Ftu-opean  waters 
no  European  Power  likely  to  be  hostile  to 
Great  Britain  can  weaken  its  Euroi)ean  forces 
by  sending  battleships  to  the  Pacific,  (heat 
Britain,  therefore,  for  the  present  need  do  mf 
more  to  protect  her  interests  in  that  ocean 
than  keep  there  a  nnniber  ><\  cruisers  and  such 
auxiliaries  as  they  need,  in  case  of  serious 
conflict  between  I'acific  Towers  a  well  direct- 
ed British  policy  would  find  means  of  assert- 
ing the  necessary  influence  without  moving 
fleets  or  armies  round  the  globe.

.hospital  is  ])robably  built  on  an  extensive  site, 
of  which  perhaps  lialf  is  kept  as  park  or  gar- 
dens, far  removed  from  tJit  factory  and  smoke 
producing  quarter  of  die  city,  but  it  is  invari- 
ably connected  to  the  city  by    the    electric 
tramway  service.

The  staff  of  each   pavilion  are 
apt  to  be  housed  on  its  second  flof^r,  bnt  there 
are    separate    houses    for    the     senior    officers. 
The    operating     theatres     are     very    complete, 
prol)ably  in  groups  of  two   for  each   stirgeon, 
one  for  clean   the  other  for  sej^tic  cases,  each 
with  its  anaesthetizing  and  sterilizing  and  in- 
strument   rooms.

The  X  ray  and  Finsen  light  departments  are 
in  the  same  block  as  the  operation*  theatre. 
The  kitchens  do  their  boiling  by  steam,  their 
roasting  by  gas.  and  generally  send  the  food 
out,  through  the  open  air  in  dinner  waggons, 
sometimes   there   is  ah   underground   connec- 
tion   through    the    hospital,  if  much    snow    is 
expected  in   winter.     The  soiled  linen  is  dis- 
infected in  the  wards  before  being  sent  to  the 
laundrv. In  verv  lar^-^e  hosnitals  there    are 


times  male  patients  to  the  right,  female  to  the 
left,  or  it  may  be  medical  cases  to  one  side, 
surgical  on  thp  other.  .A  long  corridor  will 
rim  from  the  xtdrninistrative  Wock  on  cadr 
side  of  the  central  alley  with  branches  to  the 
various  pavilions,  and  nowadays  in  each 
pavilion  wards  for  from  one  to  twelve  beds 
will  open  off  the  branch  corridor  on  its  south 
side,  providing  on  each  floor  for  some  fifty 
patients,  with  nurses'  room,  doctors'  rooms, 
day  room,  linen  room,  sink  mom,  disinfecting 
room  and  the  uaiial  ward  kitchen  and  scullery, 
lavatories  and  bathrooms.  There  will  prob- 
ably be  two  floors  in  each  pavilion,  and  the 
distance  betwefcn  pavilidns  wiUbc- twice  or, 
three  times  their  height  to  allow  each  to  gel 
its  share  of  sunlight.  The  pavilions  are  male 
and  female,  medical  itiid'-fsurgical,  including 
eye  and  ear  pavilions,  skin  and  venereal,  and 
infectious,  and  there  are  others  for  tubercu- 
losis, gynecological,  maternity,  children  and 
for  lunatics.  Along  the  central  alley  will  be 
found,  amongst  the  sUrgical  pavilions,  the 
operation  block;  amojigst'the  medical  pavil- 
ions the  bath  house;  besides  the  kitchen,  the 
boiler  house,  the  laundry,  the  disinfectiiig 
house  and  the  mortuary  ^witU. its  chapel,  a-nd 


special  blocks  to  hold  stores.  The  machinery 
block  generally  manages  the  providing  of 
steam   for  the  laundry  unless  this  is  run  by 

-electricity,  a^+l  for  ihe  v«ntUati€m,  heating 
and  supply  of  hot  water  to  the  whole  estab- 
lishment. That  is  cheaper,  and  besides  with 
a  single  chimney  smoke  prevention  is  far 
easier.  There  is  often  a  workshop  block  for 
the  upholsterer,  joiner,  plumber,  painter  and 
glazier.  The  disinfection  l)locks  arc  large ; 
not  only  are  bedding  and  clothing  disinfected 
but  all  the  sewage  is.  disinfected  with  chloride 
of  lime  before  it  is  allovycd  to  be  discharged 
into  the  town's  sewers.  ,  Hospitals  are  built 
of  brick  or  reinforced  concrete,  and  are  fire- 
proof. Floors  are  apt  to  be  o!  tiles,  terrazzo 
or  linoleum;  this  latter  appears  to  be  gaining 
appreciatiDHv  -All  angles- are "«'®uiit4edr  Dados 
are ■  sometimes  in  cement  or  in  glazed  tiles. 
Children's  wards  are  specially  decorated.  Inir-

task  is  the  greatest  ever  undertaken  by  a 
municipality  in  the  historv  of  the  world.  An 
acpicduct  120  miles  long,  including  the  section 
within  the  city  itself,  is  being  built  at  a  coit 
of  $175,000,000,  and  not  the  least  remarkable 
feature  of- it  is  that  the  original  appropriation 
is  almost  certain  to  prove  sufficient  for  the 
work.  It  is  doubtful  ^if  the  building  of  the 
i'anama  Canal,  <ipart  from  (he  Gatun  dam  and 
locks  is  a  bigger  work  than  tha.t  of  the  Cat- 
.skill  aipieduct,  for  once  the  dams  in  I'anama 
were  constructed  the  chief  i)rt)l.)leni  to  be 
solved  was  a  medical  one.  Once  typhoid  and 
malaria  had  been  abolished  so  that  the  dealii 
r.ate.  was  reduced  to  less  than  that  of  a  nor- 
lliern  town,  what  remained  to  do  was  the  dig- 
ging of  a  ditch  on  a  mammoth  scale.  It  was 
a  job  {<.!]'  tlie  sjeam  .-hoxcl. 

A  Wonderful  Tunnel 

In  New  \ovk  the  problem  is  not  one  of 
driving  huge  .gangs  of  men  at  top  sjieed.  It 
demands  the  cfjiislant  al  lent  ion  v\  the  mosi 
highly  skilled  engineers,  and  some  of  the  most 
eminent  in  the  United  .Slates  are  employed 
on  it.  Perhaps  the  work  in  New  York  itself, 
ihough  extending  o\-er  only  ;i  fevv'  miles,  is 
ihe  most  remarkable  Ihroughoni  Ihe  whole 
length  of  the  acpieduct.  There  the  tunnel  is 
being  bored  at  a  dciMli  of  from  _'50  lo  700  feet 
lielow  the  surface  of  the  earth,  and  is  i)iercing 
<olid  rock.  The  tunnel  had  to  be  thus  far  un- 
derground in  order  that  it  might  not  interfere 
'in  an\-  way  with  the  t'oundations  of  the  sky- 
scrapers which  extend  several  storeys  under 
ground  or  with  the  underground  railways. 
The  tunnel  from  New  \'ork  ranges  from 
eleven  to  fifteen  feet  in  diameter,  and  is  l)e- 
ing  carried  on  through  twenty-four  shafts  lo- 
cated abouP  a  mile  or  so  aj^art  ami  situalca 
in  parks  and  at  street  intcrsectioii-s. 

A  Tremendous  Reservoir 

The  water  sup])ly  will  be  tlrawn  from 
streams  in  the  foothills  of  the  Calskill  Moun- 
tains, one  hundred  miles  frcjin  the  city.  The 
streams  that  tundjle  down  the  (K3o-mile  wa- 
tershed in  the  Catskills  will  be  collected  and 
confined  by  a  series  of  dams,  the  largest  be- 
ing the  Olivebridge  dam,  now  nearing  com- 
pletion, which  will  gather  the  waters  of  the 
famous  Esoi)us  Creek  and  its  tributaries  into 
the  Ashokau  reservoir.  This  tremen<lous  re- 
servoir is  fourteen  miles  we.st  of  the  Hudson 
River  at  Kingston,  and  will  have  a  capacity 
of  130,000.000  gallons,  wiiich  is  enough  water 
to  cover  all  Manhattan  island  to  "a  depth  of 
iwcnly-cigiiL  fcct.     The  water  surface  of  the 


Ashokau  reservoir  is  nearly  thirteeen  scpiare 
miles,  and  has  a  maximum  depth  of  190  feet. 
In  order  to  make  way  for  this  dam.  seven  vil- 
lages had  to  be  bought  up,  and  their  2,000  in- 
habitants were  obliged  lo  find  new  homes. 
Incidentally  thirty-two  cemeteries,  in  which 
there  were  2,400  bodies,  had  to  be  removed. 
The  Olivebridge  dam  is  nearly  a  mile  long, 
with  a  minimum  width  of  twenty-three  feet

'  ;  The  Impossible  Achieved 

The  aqueduct  lies  at  various  depths  from 
the  surface  throughout  its  ct)ursc.  and  the 
water  will  be  piped  bv  means  of  sii)hons.  The 
most  important  of  these  is  the  one  under  the 
liud.son  1-iiver,  not  far  from  West  Point.  The 
shafts  that  connect  with  its  ends  are  nearly 
1.200  feet  deep-  The  tunnel  is  circular  and 
fourteen  and  a  half  feel  in  diameter.  Though 
it  is  cut  through  almost  flint  like  rock  it  is 
lined  with  two  feet  of  cement  to  prevent 
leakages.  Mayor  Ckiyiior  was  told  by  nrany 
people  who  were  supposed  to  be  experts  that 
it  was  impossible  to  build  this  siphon,  but  he 
trusted  the  engineers  who  had  ])lanned  it  and 
took  their  aihice.  The  M.iyor  hopes  that  his, 
name  will  be  forever  associated  with  the  great 
work,  for  he  has  shown  remarkable  energy  in 
pressing  it  forw.ard.  and  has  helped  to  purify 
it  of  the  graft  that  was  not  absent  in  the  be- 
ginning, h'or  instance,  in  the  expropriation 
])roccedings  the  Mayor  found  that  forty-three 
commissioners  were  engaged  at  $50  per  day 
each.  .Vfter  a  struggle  forty  of  these  officials 
were  abolished,  and  the  city  saved  $6,000  a 
day  in  salaries. 

A  New  World's  Wonder 
Twentv  thousand  men  are  at  work  on  the 
aqueduct,  most  of  them  being  foreigners.  The 
Citv  of  .\'ew  York  is  responsible  for  the  main- 
tenance  of   order   through    the   length   of   the 
aqueduct  and  the  territory  adjacent  to  it,  and 
a  force  of  400  aqueduct  police  has  been  em- 
ploved.  the     wages     being  no  inconsiderable 
item   in   the  huge  expense  account.     When  it 
is  completed   however  the    citizens    of    New 
^■ork    will      have   a   practically     inexhaustible 
sui)]>ly  of  filtered  spring  water,  and  incident- 
ally will  have  brought  a  new  wonder  into  the 
world.    The  .Aqua  Claudia,  the  largest  of  the 
Roman  acpieducts.  which  has  been  famous  for 
thousands   of     years,      was     only   forty-three 
miles  long,  and  had  a  daily  capacity  of  20^^ 
000,000  gallons,   while  the  Catskill  Aqueduct 
is   nearly   four  times  as  long,  and  will  have 
more  than  twenty  times  the  capacity.    ,

The  King  has  given  another  example  of  his 
good  sense  and  forethought  by  deciding  to  send 
the  Prince  of  Wales  to  Oxford.  He  has  also 
shown  his  judgment  of  men  by  placing  his  son 
under  the  care  of  the  president  of  Magdalen. 
Mr.  Warren  is  well  fitted,  by  character,  by  his 
knowledge  of  the  world,  of  men,  of  books,  and 
of  affairs,  to  discharge  a  trust  fraught  with  so 
much  importance  to  the  nation  and  the  Empire, 
and,  it  would  be  no  exaggeration  to  add,  to 
mankind.  We  wish  to  say  nothing  in  deroga- 
tion of  the  other  heads  of  houses  or  of  the  tu- 
tors of  Oxford,  but  without  question  Mr.  War- 
ren knows  how  to  exercise  in  ample  measure 
what,  for  want  of  t.  better  term,  we  must  call 
a  university  influence  upon  the  young  men  who 
come  under  his  charge.  At  the  same  time  he 
remembers  so  to  be  the  don  as  not  to  forget 
that  men  live  in  the  world  and  not  in  libraries 
or  in  the  twilight  charm  of  academic  cloisters. 
While  he  has  the  Oxford  spirit,  Mr.  Warren,  as 
he  showed  again  and  again  while  he  was  vice- 
chancellor,  is  open-minded  and  liberal  in  all 
educational  questions.  Thoui^^h  a  profound  be- 
liever in  Greek  culture,  he  had  the  courage  to 
take  the  unpopular  side  in  the  controversy 
over  compulsory  Greek,  and  though  a  devotee 
of  humane  letters  he  has  always  recognized  the 
rights  of  science  in  the  university.  It  is  no 
moth-eaten,  academic  dryasdust  who  will  have 
the  care  of  the  young  Prince's  education.  Mr. 
Warren  may  be  trusted  to  see  to  it  that  the 
mind  of  our  future  King  shall  be  touched  by 
that  illumination  which  Oxford  can  and  does 
bestow  on  all  those  who  come  within  her  po- x 
tent  spell  and  are  worthy  of  her  enlightenment.  ; 

The  question  what  is  the  best  form  of  etlu- 
cation  for  a  future  king,  or,  to  narrow  it  down, 
for  a  future  constitutional  King  of  Britain, 
is  one  of  no  small  fascination.  For  princes  the 
knowledge  of  European  languages  is,  of 
course,  essential.  To  speak  French  and  Ger- 
man fluently  is  as  necessary  to  them  as  read- 
ing, writing  and  arithmetic  to  the  ordin- 
ary man.  Here,  however,  we  do  not  wish  to 
discuss  what  we  may  term  the  utilitarian  side 
of  a  future  king's  educational  equipment,  bul 
rather  the  trainmg  of  his  mind.  As  a  rule,  uo 
doubt,  a  specialized  training  tends  to  narrow- 
ness and  to  prevent  that  widening  of  outlook 
which  it  should  be  the  special  aim  of  university 
education  to  secure.  Lord  Acton  once  said  his 
object  in  recommending  a  particular  course  of 
study  was  to  open  a  window  through  which  a 
man  might  look  out  upon  the  'vhole  world  of 
thought  and  knowledge.  The  university  fails 
if  it  does  not  open  such  a  window  in  the  mind. 
In  the  case,  however,  ol  the  training  of  one 
who  is  to  be  a  constitutional  king,  specializa- 
tion in  a  certain  sense  is  necessary.  Time  is 
the  sovereign  of  kings,  and  the  myriad-footed 
legions  of  public  duties  are  always  pressing 
upon  the  heels  of  princes.  But  if  there  is  spe- 
cialization there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  must 
be  in  history,  geography,  and  law.  Here  we 
may  recall  the  advice  which  Cromwell  gave  to 
his  eldest  son,  for  if  ever  a  ruling  man  pos- 
sessed the  vision  for  affairs  and  for  dealing 
with  mankind  it  was  the  Protector.  He  told 
Richard  to  "recreate  himself"  with  Sir  Walter 
Raleigh's  "History."  'It  is  a  body  of  Plistory. 
and  will  add  much  more  to  your  understanding 
than  fragments  of  story."  As  far  as  we  know, 
this  is  the  only  book  except  the  Bible  men- 
tioned by  Cromwell  in  all  the  very  large  bulk 
of  his  letters  and  speeches. 

In  spite  of  Burke's  declaration  in  the  "Re- 
flections on   the  French   Revolution"  that  the 
lessons  of  history  are  useless,  and  Napoleon's 
cynical  gibe   that  "history  is  a  lie  which  has 
been  agreed  upon,"  kings  and  statesmen  ought 
to  be  soaked  in  the  records  of  the  past.     Such 
knowledge  and  such  reading,  which  should  be 
wide  rather  than  deep,  m&y  sometimes  paralyze 
a  statesmen,  but  it  will  be  sure  to  help  an  Eng- 
lish king  to  keep  out  of  blunders  and  difficul- 
ties.     It   will   give   him    faith   and   courage   to 
tread  paths  that  often  seem  dark  and  precari- 
ous, for,  if  properly  understood  history  clears 
the  minds  of  that  which  clouds  it  most — sus- 
picion.    The  late  Lord  Salisbury  was  fond,  it 
is  said,  of  declaring  that  though   a  chain   of 
mountains  in  the  distance  looks  like  an  abso- 
lutely impassable  barrier,  when  you  come  up  to 
it  you  are  sure  to  find  a  pass,  and  so  a  way 
through.     That    is   a   lesson   of   history   which 
gives   confidence   and    strength    to   the    mind. 
Remember,  too,  that  a  constitutional  English 
king  when  he  has  acquired  experience  of  his 
work  often  acts  as  the  best  of  advisers  to  his 
own  ministers.    He  can  often  help  by  remind- 
ing them  that  this  or  that  proposal  was  tried 
by  this  or  that  minister  under  such  and  such 
conditions,  and  at  such  a  time  and  with  such 
and  such  results.     He  may  point  out  to  them 
from  his  special  knowledge  that  a  road  which 
looks  so  promising  is  really  a  blind  alley,  or 
that  a  particular  path,  though  it  seems  rough 
and    difficult,    is    more    practicable    in    reality 
than  one  which  begins  smoothly  and  pleasantly. 
A  constitutional  king  is  in  a  certain  sense  the 
permanent  secretary  of  the  nation — a  servant 
of  the  state  who  has  seen  powerful  ministers 
come  arid  go,  and  apparently  wise  statesmen 
brought  to  confusion  because  they  would  not 
remember  some  very  simple  rule  of  common 
sense,  or  who  would  insist  upon  feeding  not 
only    the    voters    but    themselves    with    the 
crackling  ashes  and  dusty  unrealities  of  party 
rhetoric.    But  permanent  secretaries,  to  main- 
tain their  influence  and  to  do  their  work  must 
know  all  the  precedents,  ancient  and  modern, 
and  be  experts  in  political  affairs.    And  though 
men  can  only  get  this  final  knowledge  through 
personal  experience,  the  power  to  understand 
the  teachings  of  the  past    can    be    acquired 
through  a  study  of  history.     Properly  under- 
stood and  properly  used  it  is  a  short  cut  to  ex- 
perience.   No  one  can  suppose,  of  course,  that 


the  Prince  of  Wales  in  a  year  at  Oxford  can  ob- 
tain a  profound  knowledge  of  the  details  of 
history,  but  he  may  well  acquire  the  historic 
habit  of  mind  and  the  power  to  realize  and  to 
use  the  knowledge  of  the  politics  of  the  past. 

In  addition  to  his  knowledge  of  history,  one 
who  is  to  be  a  constitutional  king  should  un- 
doubtedly have  some  legal  training.  By  this  we 
do  not  mean  that  he  is  to  attempt  to  become  a 
lawyer  in  the  technical  sense  or  to  fill  his  mind 
with  the  details  of  jurisprudence..  If,  however, 
he  can  go  far  enough  to  understand  what  is 
meant  by  "a  point  of  law"  and  to  realize  the 
common  sense  of  the  law,  he  will  have  gained 
an  immense  advantage.  What  the  layman, 
and  especially  the  political  layman,  gains  by  a 
certain  amount  of  general  acquaintance  with 
the  law  is  that  he  is  not  awed  intellectually  by 
legal  bogies.  Men  are  very  apt,  when  a  q'ues- 
tion  of  the  law  is  raised,  to  suffer  a  kind  of  in- 
tellectual despair,  as  if  they  were  confronted 
with  an  unknown  thing — .something  mysteri- 
ous and  therefore  terrible.  A  constitutional 
king  should  know  enough  of  the  law  to  know 
that  It  is  unly  common  sense  and  regulation. 
and  that  though  he  will  have  to  trust  to  experts 
for  the  details  there  is  no  need  why  his  mind 
should  shy  off  from  a  legal  difficulty  like  a 
horse  from  a  white  stone  in  a  hedge.  This  is 
what  too  often  happens  with  men  to  whom  law 
k  ^:#g^i^'?4  bPOk.  We  remember  tlirit  Lord^ 
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told  his  hearers  that  there  was  no  better  men- 
tal education  than  that  to  be  found  in  a  study 
_^  Smith's  "Leading-  Cases."  VVe  are  sure  that 
^~i7ord  Morley  spoke  with  good  warrant.  To 
read  a  great  legal  problem  as  it  presents  itself, 
not  m  some  string  of  mere  abstractions,  but  in 
a  real  case,  to  realize  how  the  Icj^al  points  at 
issue  were  unravelled  from  the  facts,  and  then 
to  note  how  the  principles  involved  were  ap- 
plied and  developed  after  argument  bv  the  pow- 
erful and  subtle  intellects  of  trained  lawyers 
and  judges,  is  to  gain  a  mental  stimulus  of  no 
mean  order.  No  doubt  leading  cases,  badlv 
<aught,  may  seem  to  a  fresh  and  eager  mind 
the  deadest,  dullest  and  most  ridiculous  stuff 
ui  the  world.  If,  however,  a  young  man's  mind 
IS  provided  with  a  proper  lamp  for  the  gloom, 
he  will  soon  see  that  he  is  in  realitv  obtaining 
power  by  the  process— the  power  to  say 
"Open,  Sesame,"  to  many  doors  of  knowledge. 
If  one  can  imagine  the  Prince  of  Wales  or 
any  other  young  man  of  healthy  and  natural 
mstincts  reading  our  words,  one  can  well  un- 
derstand his  heart  failing  him  at  the  drearv. 
dusty  prospect  that  wc  are  apparentlv  opening 
up  for  him,  and  declaring:  "It  this 'is  univer- 
sity education,  give  me  the  quarter-deck  and 
the  brave  realities  of  the  sea."  Certainly  our 
sympathies  would  go  out  to  the  young  sailor  if 
the  prospect  were  really  as  bad  as  this.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  is  only  through  the  fault  of  the 
writer,  who  is  trying  to  describe  it  in  words 
I  he  human  touch  can  be  and  ought  to  be,  and 
we  do  not  doubt  will  b<',  as  much  present  at 
Oxford  as  on  a  cruiser. 

After  all  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
proper  study  for  a  constitutional  king  is  men 
and  affairs.  Their  proper  understanding  must 
be  his  prime  object,  for  they  are  the  pieces  with 
which  he  must  play  the  game  of  life.  But, 
nevertheless,  he  w-ill  find  that  if  boks  are  pro- 
perly used  they  are  the  keys  with  which  he  can 
learn  most  quickly  to  unlock  the  hearts  of  men. 
and  to  reach  those  towers  which  command  a 
widespread  prospect  of  public  affairs.  Take 
onecxample  of  what  we  mean.  A  constitution- 
al king,  by  the  very  nature  of  his  trust,  is  bound 
to  take  advice.  Indeed,  it  may  almost  be  said 
that  his  success  or  failure  depends  upon  his 
power  to  take  advice  wisely  and  well.  He 
must,  as  it  were,  be  an  expert  in  advice  and  ad- 
visers. When  we  say  this,  however,  we  are 
not  merely  thinking  o'f  his  political  and  consti- 
tutional position,  for  there  it  is  comparatively 
plain  sailing.  The  King  is  bound  by  law  and 
custom  to  act  on  the  advice  of  his  ministers, 
and  he  automatically  accepts  their  advice  as 
long  as  they  arc  his  ministers.  But  beyond  this 
there  arc  for  an  English  king  large  fields  of 
conduct  where  he  can  pick  and  choose,  and 
again,  at  special  moments,  there  arise  occasions 
where  a  king  is,  so  to  speak,  besieged  with  ad- 
vice and  must  walk  the  razor-edge  of  conduct 
with  a  tumult  of  incitements  to  do  foolish  or 
dangerous  things,  as  to  move  or  keep  still, 
shouted  at  him  from  the  crowds  on  either  side! 
In. the  greatest  of  books  he  may  find  guidance 
as  to  advisers  which,  in  the  letter,  and  still  more 
in  the  spirit,  he  may  follow: 

"There  is  a  companion,  which  rejoiceth  in 
the  prosperity  of  a  friend,  but  in  the  time  of 
trouble  will  be  against  him.  There  is  a  com- 
panion, which  heipeth  his  friend  for  the  belly, 
and  taketh  up  the  buckler  against  the  enemy. 
Forget  not  thy  friend  in  thy  mind;  and  be  not 
unmindful  of  him  in  thy  riches.  Every  coun- 
.sellor  extolleth  counsel ;  but  there  is  some  that 
counselleth  for  himself.  Beware  of  a  counsel- 
lor and  know  before  what  need  he  hath  ;  for 
he  will  counsel  for  himself  lest  he  cast  the  lot 
upon  thee,  and  say  unto  thee.  Thy  way  is  good ; 
and  afterward  he  stand  on  the  other  side,  to  see 
what  shall  befall  thee.  Consult  not  with  one 
that  suspecteth  thee;  and  hide  thy  counsel 
from  such  as  envy  thee.  Neither  consult  with 
a  woman  touching  her  of  whom  she  is  jealous; 
neither  with  a  coward  in  matters  of  war;  nor 
with  a  merchant  concerning  exchange;  nor 
with  a  buyer  of  selling;  nor  with  an  envious 
man  of  thankfulness;  nor  with  an  unmerciful 
man  touching  kindness;  nor  with  the  slothful 
for  any  work;  nor  with  an  hireling  for  a  year 
of  finishing  work ;  nor  with  an  idle  servant  of 
much  business ;  heafkcn  not  unto  these  in  any 
matter  of  counsel.  But  be  continually  with  a 
godly  man,  whom  thou  kaowest  to  keq>  the 
commandments  of  the  Lord«  whose  mind  i«  ac- 
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cording  to  thy  mind,  and  will  sorrow  with  thee, 
if  thou  shalt  miscarr>-.  And  let  the  counsel  of 
thine  own  heart  stand ;  for  there  is  no  man  more 
faithful  unto  thee  than  it.  For  a  man's  mind 
is  some  time  wont  to  tell  him  more  than  seven 
watchmen,  that  sit  above  in  an  high  tower." 

Could  there  be  wiser  and  more  practical  all- 
vice  than  this  tendered  by  the  wise  author  of 
Ecclesiasticus?  In  the  final  sentence  stands 
the  essential  lesson  for  all  men.  In  the  last  re- 
sort no  man  will  find  that  he  is  ever  estab- 
lished or  betrayed  except  by  himself.  When 
all  is  said  and  done  the  counsel  of  a  man's 
own  heart  must  stand.  There  is  no  other  wa^t. 
Therefore  it  behooves  him  to  strengthen  his 
mind  and  his  character,  and  to  open  .■».s  wide  a 
window  for  his  sou'l  to  look  out  on  human  life. 
If  this  is  true  and  of  import  to  every  individual, 
however  humble,  how  much  more  important  to 
him  who  will  some  day  hold  the  walfare  of  his 
country  in  trust! — London  Spectator.

The  following  telegram  from  the  Right 
Hon.  R.  L.  Borden,  Premier  of  Canada,  was 
sent  to  the  London  Times,  and  published  in 
the  Empire  edition  of  that  paper:

These  scattered  maritime  provinces  main- 
tained frontier  customs  houses  against  each 
other  and  against  the  Upper  Provinces.  The 
total  population  of  the  country  was  little  more 
than  3,000,000,  and  all  the  provinces  were 
separated  from  one  another  by  absence  of 
communication,  by  mutual  misunderstanding, 
and  by  lack  of  co-operation  and  sympathy. 

During  the  fifty  years  which  have  since 
intervened  the  history  of  this  people  is  unique 
in  the  story  of  national  development.  They 
undertook  the  project  of  uniting  the  four 
provinces  in  one  confederation,  and  at  the 
very  outset  their  purpose  embraced  all  that 
Canada  has  since  accomplished.  The  experi- 
ment of  a  Federal  Government  upon  new  and 
untried  lines  was  attempted  and  carried  out 
with  astonishing  success.  The  allotted  task 
included  the  colonization  and  development  of 
all  that  vast  and  then  unknown  Western  ter- 
ritory which  is  now  embraced  within  the 
limits  of  the  three  Prairie  Provinces.  This 
was  uiulertakerTarfd  accomplished  in  the  face 
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men   and   are  brought  to  attempt  to  remove 
them. 

"This  mutual  sympathy  and  confidence  if 
re-established  would  be  of  far  more  value  to  the 
nation  than  the  mere  increase  in  trade  that 
would  result.  The  life  of  the  nation  itself  is 
concerned.  We  were  lately  reminded  that  in 
these  disputes  between  capital  and  labor  there 
was  a  third  party.  The  third  party  has  a  right 
to  ask  masters  and  men  to  abandon  the  idea 
that  only  their  private  interests  are  at  issue, 
and  to  consider  whether  there  is  not  a  modus 
vivendi  with  considerable  profit  to  themselves 
and  incalculable  benefit  to  the  State  that  it  is 
open  for  them  to  adopt."

Heat  City  With  Electricity 

It  is  planned  to  electrically  heat  the  dwell- 
ings and  business  houses  of  Stavenger,  Nor- 
way, and  the  board  of  directors  of  the  electric 
light  plant  at  that  place  has  asked  permission 
from  the  city  council  to  make  contracts  up  to 
a  consumption  of  100  horse  power.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  the  price  for  the  current  thus 
used  ^hall  be  $6.75  per  horse  power  (746 
watts)  per  year.  It  is  also  planned  to  heat 
the  government  and  city  building;s  in  that  man- 
ner. The  population  of  Stavenger  is  38,000, 
and  the  city  has  water  power  facilities  to  fur- 
nish 25,000  water  power  for  electrical  pur- 
poses.

of  natural  obstacles  of  tremendous  signifi- 
cance and  magnitude.  In  short,  it  may  fairly 
be  asserted  that  the  most  wonderful  thing 
about  Canada  is  its  existence  today  as  a  na- 
tion in  defiance  of  the  difficulties  which 
threatened  over  and  over  again  the  under- 
taking  begun   on   the  first   day   of  July,  1867. 

National  Achievements 

It  would  be  idle  to  enumerate  all  that  had 
to  be  met  and  all  that  ha.s  been  successfully 
surmounted.  Nearly  every  great  problem 
solved  by  the  people  of  the  United  States  has 
been  encountered  by  the  Canadian  nation  in 
an  even  more  intense  form  and  has  been  suc- 
cessfully overcome.  The  material  develop- 
ment has  been  phenomenal,  but  infinitely 
more  significant  and  important  is  the  fact 
that  today  the  national  spirit  of  Canada  is  as 
pronounced  and  as  powerful  as  that  which 
prevails  upon  the  people  of  the  American 
Union. 

Thus  far  I  have  spoken  of  what  Canada 
has  done  for  hersell.  In  doing  that,  however, 
has  she  not  done  great  things  for  the  Empire 
as  a  whole?  For  all  her  history  from  the  day 
of  her  birth  to  the  present  is  but  a  continued 
experssion  of  the  determination  of  the  Can- 
adian people  to  maintain  the  Imperial  con- 
nexion by  every  means  within  their  powet. 

By  assumption  of  the  defence  of  our  own 
territory;  by  the  disposition  to  develop  a 
system  of  sea  defence  warranted  by  the  set- 
tled opinion  oi  the  counuy,  such  aa  will  giv« 
the  maximum  of  service  in  the  defence  of 
Canada  and  in  assarinf  the  greater  securi^ 


of  the  Empire  by  subsidies  to  steamship  lines 
between  Canada  and  the  Mother  Country,  as 
well  as  the  West  Indies  and  the  Australasian 
communities ;  by  contribution  to  the  Pacific 
cable  and  by  proposals  still  to  be  consummft'i' 
ed  for  cheaper  cable  communication  with  tibit 
Mother  Country;  by  the  co-ordination  of  the 
military  forces  in  Canada  with  those  of  the 
Empire;  by  initiating  a  system  of  trade  pref- 
erences within  the  Empire — by  these  means 
and  in  a  hundred  other  ways  Canada  has  un- 
dertaken to  assume  her  share  in  the  govern- 
ance of  the  Empire  and  in  the  development 
of  its  organization. 

British  Men  and  British  Money 

We  welcome  British  immigration  as 
strengthening  the  Empire  at  one  of  its  great- 
est outposts  and  as  tending  to  give  enduring 
force  and  vigor  to  British  traditions  and  to 
maintain  British  ideals  of  freedom  and  jus- 
tice within  the  Dominion.  With  the  invalu- 
able assistance  of  British  capital  we  are  build- 
ing railways  and  developing  our  waterways 
at  enormous  expense.  We  are  establishing 
British  civilization  across  a  new  continent. 
and  in  doing  so  we  are  assuredly  increasing 
to  an  immense  degree  the  power  of  the  Em- 
pire, enhancing  its  authority,  and  rendering 
its  position  more  secure.  Let  no  one  forget 
that  hy  removal  to  Canada  British  citizens.- 
are  not  lost  to  the  Empire,  and  that  British 
capital  invested  in  Canada  extends  and 
strengthens  British  security.  Moreover,  there 
is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  Canadian 
people  will  always  preserve  that  steadiness  of 
temper  and  that  sense  of  responsibility  which 
are  all-important  in  maintaining  the  security 
of  investments. 

Again,  in  the  relations  between  the  French 
and  English  in  Canada,  in  mutual  and  gener- 
ous recognition  of  race  characteristics,  in 
sympathetic  and  honorable  dealing  with  re- 
ligious minorities,  we  seek  to  illustrate  the 
best  traditions  of  British  statesmanship  and 
to  unite  all  elements  of  the  population  in 
vigorous  co-operation  for  the  common  advan- 
tage. We  are  receiving  our  300,000  immi- 
grants annually.  A  third  of  these  come  from 
the  United  States,  trained  like  ourselves  in 
the  tradition  of  free  institutions  and  joining 
with  the  British  population  to  maintain  a 
high  average  of  citizenship.  So  also  those  of 
other  races  who  have  come  to  the  Dominion 
show  a  satisfactory  capacity  for  responsible 
government,  enter  readily  into  the  spirit  of 
our  institutions,  and  give  us  a  perfect  assur- 
ance that  we  have  and  shall  continue  to  have 
in  increasing  degree  one  of  the  most  compe- 
tent and  responsible  democracies  in  the  world. 
Relations  With  the  Republic 

Occupying  as  we  do  the  northern  half  of 
the  continent,  our  boundaries  adjoin  those  of 
the  United  States  for  nearly  4,000  miles.  As 
neighbors  and  kinsmen  we  desire  an  endur- 
ing friendship  with  the  American  ,^people, 
being  ever  conscious  of  the  obligation  which 
rests  upon  us  as  the  chief  British  power 
on  this  continent  to  be  wise  and  temperate  in 
international  dealings  and  pre-eminently  to 
maintain  and  strengthen,  in  so  far  as  we  have 
.  opportunity,  good  relations  between  the 
Mother  Country  and  the  Republic.  Rivalry 
in  trade  there  must  be;  international  differ- 
ences there  may  be;  but  these  only  illustrate 
the  vitality  and  the  energy  of  a  fi'ee  people 
and  the  endeavor  alike  of  Canadians  and  Am- 
ericans to  increase  industrial  efficiency  and 
improve  human  conditions. 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  the  Canadian  na- 
tion must  truly  accord  with  its  opportunities 
and  responsibilities.  Ainong  them  I  would 
include  these — to  realize  the  true  ideas  of 
democracy ;  to  preserve  harmony  and  equality 
among  its  people;  to  guard  the  purity  of  its 
institutions;  to  develop  it<t  boundless  r^r. 
.sources  with  prudence  and  foresight;  to  be  a 
strength  within  the  Empire  in  moral  power, 
in  political  steadiness,  and  in  the  determina- 
tion to  preserve  its  unity  and  security;  to  b# 
an  influence  among  the  nations  for  good 
neighborhood  and  peace

By  way  of  amplification  of  its  short  title, 
Commander  W.  Cains  Crutchley  describes  his 
book  as  "being  a  'yarn'  loosely  spun  for  the 
purpose  of  hoMinjj  together  certain  rcmin- 
,  tttcenccs  of  the  transition  period  from  sail  to 
xteam  in  the  British  mercantile  marine  ( 1863- 
1894),"  writes  the  book  reviewer  uf  the  Lon- 
don Telegraph.  Earl  Brassey  contributes  a 
prefatory  note,  in  the  cdurse  of  vyhich  he  says : 
"The  vessels  commanded  by  Captain  Crutchley 
were  happy  ships,"  and  the  words  arc  those  ..£ 
which  any  seaman  might  well  be  proud,  as 
summing  up  in  a  sentence  the  best  qualities  of 
seamanship  and  character.  The  ■"yarn"  whicla 
Commander  Crutchley  has  spun  is  one  that  is 
full  of  interest  historically,  as  dealing  with  a 
time  of  transition;  personally,  for  all  that  he 
has  to  tell  us  of  his  own  story  and  of  his  many 
messmates,  from  the  days  of  his  apprenticeship 
to  the  time  of  his  retirement ;  and  f,'-encrally, 
for  much  that  he  has  to  say  about  the  condi- 
tions and  details  of  sea  travel.  At  the  present 
time,  when  we  are  all  suffering  from  the  night- 
mare horrors  of  the  Titanic  tragedy,  there  is 
much  in  his  story  that  may  well  give  readers 
matter  for  thought.  Of  icebergs,  for  example, 
we  read : 

"One   clear   morningT' we  were  t^ 
south  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  running  under 
all  the  canvas  we  could    carx-y.- and  xuakiugL. 


about  thirteen  knots,  when  we  sighted  our  first 
iceberg.  It  was  aboitt  eight  bells,,  and  the 
whole  of  the  forenoon  we  made  towards  it, 
passing  it  shortly  after  noon.  In  size  and  shape 
it  reminded  me  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral.  Mod- 
ern Antarctic  explorers  tell  us  that  the  size  of 
these  southern  bergs  has  been  greatly  exagger- 
ated, but  as  we  saw  this  particular  berg  more 
than  fifty  miles  off  it  cannot  have  been  a  very 
small  one." 

Of  another  occasion  Commander  Crutch- 
ley says,  "Our  best  day's  run  was  335  miles — 
a  very  respectable  performance,  but  it  was  for- 
tunate there  was  no  ice  about."  Yet  the  Ti- 
tanic, with  ice  known  to  he  about,  was  going  at 
a  far  greater  speed.  Tlie  contempt  bred  of 
familiarity  has  met  with  an  awful  lesson,  the 
significance  of  which  it  is  to  be  hoped  will 
make  a  lasting  impression. 

Boat  Drill 

Another  matter  which  the  recent  disaster 
has  emphasized  is  one  that  it  is  to  be  feared  has 
too  often  come  to  be  treated  over-lightly  by 
commanders  of  passenger  vessels — that  of 
boat-drill — and  here  again  Commander  Crutch- 
ley's  pages  have  some  suggestive  passages.  Me 
appears  always  to  have  laid  stress  upon  "drill" 
of  all  kinds,  and  fire-drill  and  boat-drill  were 
constantly  maintained  on  vessels  under  his 
command,  or  on  which  he  had  been  chief  mate. 
Here  is  a  pertinent  paragraph: 

"One  day,  in  .Algoa  Bay.  I  was  curious  to 
see  how  long  it  would  take  to  get  all  boats  out 
>o  abandon  ship.  This  wc  did  suddenly  one 
day,  with  the  result  that,  including  fire-drill 
and  rehoisting  all  boats,  forty  minutes  was  the 
time  taken.  I  also  there  learned  to  pay  at- 
tention to  boats.  One  time,  leaving  Southamp- 
ton, a  fireman  (drunk)  got  on  the  rail.  and.  say- 
ing that  he  was  going  back  to  his  wife,  jumped 
overboard  in  the  Needles  i)assage.  The  second 
officer  (Pybus).  the  third,  two  quartermasters 
and  myself  jumped  into  the  boat  fitted  with 
Clifford's  gear,  dropped  her  inln  the  water. 
picked  up  our  man.  and  were  hoisted  up  and 
proceeding  in  eight  minutes.  This  was  pretty 
smart  work,  but  I  liad  personally  seen  that  ]>oat 
was  in  order  an  hour  previously.  I  fear  that 
ClKford's  patent  is  no  longer  as  popular  as  it 
was.  True,  that  it  is  a  little  expensive  to  keep 
up,  and  requires  care  if  used  with  a  heavy  boat, 
but  with  it  a  boat  may  be  dropped  in  the  water 
with  perfect  safety,  no  matter  what  the  speed 
of  the  vessel  may  be,  and  T  know  that  I  stuck 
to  it  fo:  the  time  I  was  at  sea.'' 

In  the  latter  part  of  his  story  Commander 
Crutchley  reverts  to  the  question  of  "rlrill," 
and  says  that  ?^'hen  boats  were  maimed  they 
were  always  p*|)visioned.  stores  being  kept  in 
a  portable  state§to  facilitate  this,  and  "I  found 
that  boats  coulcFbe  provisioned  and  swung  out 
ready  for  lowering  in  four  minutes,  and  that  as 
a  ge?»eral  things  without  taking  anv  undue 
risks."  ('■ 

V     Collisions 

Yet  another''  matter  in  this  volume  which 
comes  with  curious  appropriateness  at  tiie  time 
the  book  is  publi.'-hed  is  concerning  the  inquiry 
consequent  upon  a  collision  at  sea : 

"There  is  a  good  deal  of  incident,  even 
/when  you  get  on  shore,  over  a  collision  case. 
The  solicitor's  clerks  are  very  busy  collec,lj_ng 
nr  procuring  evidence  of  sorts.  I  believe  there 
is  more  honest  perjury  in  collision  cases  th.n; 
in  any  otehr.  It  appears  to  me  that  no  two 
men  view  the  .same  thing  in  exactly  the  same 
light.    Thus: 

"(a)  There  is  the  thing  as  it  happened. 

"(b)  The  thing  as  each  individual  thought 
it  happened. 

"(c)  The  thing  that  you  state  in  court,  after 
your  solicitor  has  persuaded  you  the  particu- 
lar manner  in  which  it  ought  to  have  hap- 
pened." 

Though  at  such  a  time  as  the  present  it  is 
almost  inevitable  that  everything  concerning

\j.  S.  Consul  William  B.  Hunt.  St.  Eti- 
ennc,  writes  to  the  Treasury  Department: 

In  a  report  made  to  the  French  Academy 
of  Science  particular  attention  is  drawn  to 
the  danger  to  the  eyes  from  dust  arising  from 
tarred  rcjads  To  determine  the  effect,  mix- 
tures of  fine  road  dust  to  which  tar  in  vary- 
ing proportions  was  added  were  made  up,  and 
the  eyes  of  rabbits  dusted  with  the  mixtures. 
The  results  were  conclusive.  While  the  pure 
road  dust  had  little  or  no  effect  on  the  rab- 
bits, their  eyes  were  greatly  affected  by  the 
presence  of  tar  and  serious  diseases  broke  out 
after  these  applications,  showing  the  noxious 
effect  of  the  tar. 

Tarring  prcjduces  good  results  only  if 
liir  roads  are  well  built  and  in  repair,  and 
composed  of  sufficiently  hard  materials;  it  the 
tar  fully  penetrates  the  crevices  and  does  not 
form  an  external  crust  which  the  first  winter 
lains  would  raise  up  and  lransi(jrm  in- 
to mud:  and  finally  if  the  drying  conditions 
during  the  bad  season  are  satisfactory.  With 
these  few  restrictions  it  may  be  said  that  tar- 
ring effectively  protects  the  highways  ag- 
ainst motor  car  traffic,  and  even  against  or- 
dinary traffic,  if  the  latter  be  not  extraordin- 
arily  heavy. 

The  use  of  superficial  tarring  is  becoming 
more  and  more  extended,  principally   in    the 


neighborhood  ol  Fans.  in  the  bt.  iitienne 
district  and  other  parts  of  provincial  France, 
rr'^-'fess  has  been  slower  except  near  a  few 
industrial  centres.  However  a  certain 
increase  in  the  mileage  of  tarred  roads  was 
reported  from  1908  to  1909.  The  appropria- 
tion allowcfl  for  these  experiments  in  1909  in 
2.[  departments  amouutcd  to  $19,077,  cover- 
ing 126  kilometers  of  tarred  roads,  compared 
with  75  kilometers  in  1908.  One  kilometer 
equals  0.62137  mile.

hot  by  hand  or  by  a  spray-  Another  niethod 
consists  in  rendering  cold  tar  fluid  by  the  ad- 
dition of  10  per  cent  of  crude  oil  and  spread- 
ing it  by  the  same  means  as  the  hot  tar. 

In  the  Department  of  Seine  et  Oise  recent 
experiments  have  been  made  with  divers  tar 
and  oil  emulsions ;  deliquescent  salts  also 
have  a  real  effect,  but  unfortunately  of  short 
duration,  so  that  they  can  be  employed  only 
for  special  occasions,  such  as  fetes,  races,  etc. 
This  department  employs  every  year  solu- 
tions of  calcium  chloride  for  watering  certain 
sections  of  the  road  which  are  not  in  a  suffi- 
ciently good  condition  to  receive  a  coat  of 
tar  at  the  cost  of  2  cents  per  square  meter 
(1.196  square  3'ards.)  I'f  the  weather  is  too 
dry,  the  road  is  sprinkled  with  ordinary 
water. 

Chloride  of  magnesium  produces  the  same 
results,  but  the  price  is  higher.  It  is  used  in 
Germany,  where  3  per  cent,  solutions  (be- 
cause of  their  low  congealing  point)  lay  the 
dust  in  the  streets  during  winter.  Emul- 
sions  such   as    Wcstrumite    and   similar   pro-

In  France  a  few  experiments  have  been 
made  with  crude  petroleum,  so  much  employ- 
ed in  America,  but  they  were  not  continued 
on  account  of  the  high  cost  and  the  inconven- 
ience- of  th-e-^T^ud,  whid^-appears  with  the  au- 


tutnn  rains.  Besides  the  superficial  coatings 
mentioned,  certain  binding  materials  are  em- 
ployed as  a  substratum  to  the  macadam.  Tar 
macadam  is  extensively  employed  in  England 
and  has  recently  been  tried  in  France.

In  view  of  the  Titanic  disaster  there  is  a 
disquieting  article  in  this  month's  Nautical 
Magazine,  it  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
to  all  practical  purposes  warships  are  not  in 
touch  with  merchant  vessels  so  far  as  wire- 
less telegraphy  is  concerned.  There  are,  of 
course,  national  difficulties,  but  if  a  warship 
was  in  distress  through  a  collision  there  ought 
to  be  some  method  of  calling  the  attention  of 
big  liners  lo  their  need  promptly,  so  that  the 
crew  could  be  saved,  and  the  same  ought  to 
apply  in  the  reverse  circumstances.'  To  use 
the  technical  expression,  the  wireless  tele- 
graphy of  warships  is  not  "tuned"  to  that  of 
merchant  ships. 

What  "Sparks"  Says 

"As  a  wireless  officer  1  want  to  protest 
against  the  way  we  merchant  ships  are  treat- 
ed by  His  Majesty's  Navy,"  writes  "Sparks." 
"On  the  one  hand  we  have  the  Admiralty  is- 
suing the  "British  Signal  Manual"  with  the 
express  intention  of  facilitating  the  inter- 
change of  signals  between  men-of-war  and 
British  merchant  vessels,  so  that  in  time  of 
war  there  might  be  no  difficulty  in  under- 
standing one  another.  On  the  other  hand,  a 
warship  will  take  no  notice  whatever  of  a 
wireless  Miail*  from  a  merchant  vessel,  though 
it  must  be  obvious  that  in  time  of  war  this 
system  of  communicating  would  be  of  inesti- 
mable advantage  to  both  parties.  Officially, 
men-of-war  are  supposed  to  reply  to  'S.O.S.' 
signals,  i.e.,  to  those  sent  by  a  boat  in  dis- 
tress, i  write  'supposed,'  as  the  Delhi  inci- 
dent makes  it  doubtful  v^diether  even  this  can 
be  depended  upon.  liut  why  should  not  an 
arrangement  l)e  made  for  warships  to  reply  to 
merchant  vessels'  signals  by  wireless,  if  this 
can  be  done  without  prejudice  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  official  communication?' 

"it  is  fairly  well  known  now  by  the  'man 
in  the  street'  that  boats  cannot  interchange 
sitrnals  bv  wireless,  unless  their  instruments 
arc  'tuned'  to  the  same  wave.  Now  warships 
and  naval  land  stations  use  a  different  wave- 
length from  that  used  by  merchant  vessels 
and  commercial  land  stations.  In  other  words 
a  merchant  vc4.sel  whose,  apparatus  was  nor- 
mally adjusted,  that  is,  to  receive  the  signals 
of  other  merchant  vessels,  would  not  hear  the 
signals  of  a  warship.  And,  similarly,  a  /war- 
ship would  not  hear  the  signals  of  the  mer- 
chant vessel.  It  is  necessary,  then,  either  for 
the  warship  to  adjust  her  apparatus  to  the 
commercial  wave  length,  or  for  the  merchant 
vessel  to  adjust  her  apparatus  to  the  naval 
wave  length.  It  seems  to  me  that  under  cer- 
tain restrictions,  to  be  Consictered  later,  the. 
former  course  would  be  the  better.  Thus  the 
warship  would  have  to  adjust  her  receiving 
apparatus  to  the  commercial  wave  so  as  to 
hear  the  merchant  ship,  and  her  sending  ap- 
paratus aso  to  the  commercial  wave  so  that 
the  merchant  vessel  might  hear  her  signals.

FISHING    EXPEDITION    TO    SUGAR 
LAKE,  B.  C. 


In  June  of  last  year  1  found  ihai  I  could 
spare  a  little  time  from  the  strenuous  life  I 
had  been  leading  as  an  Alberta  prairie  farmer, 
and  at  once  I  began  to  look  a'Dout  for  some- 
thing that  would  provide  a  thorough  change. 
JNIy  thoughts  naturally  turned  towards  a  trip 
across  the  Rocky  Mountains  into  beautiful 
British  Columbia.  One  could  scarcely  imagine 
a  more  pronounced  change  from  the  bleak, 
treeless  prairie  than  the  fertile  valleys  and 
flowing  rivers,  ihirk  forests  and  snow-capped 
hills  of  British  Columbia.  .  According!}-,  my 
decision  made.  I  journeyed  from  Calgary  to 
Vernon,  there  to  pay  a  long-prumised  visit  to  a 
friend  who  had  a  fruit  farm  in  that  part  of  the 
country.  What  a  gorgeous  trip  it  was  across 
tlie  mountains!  No  words  of  mine  can  express 
the  beauty  and  grandeur  of  its  scenery.  I  was 
compelled  to  spend  a  night  at  Sicamous  Junc- 
tion to  take  the  branch  line  down  the  Okan- 
agan  Valley.  The  C.  P.  R.  have  built  a  magni- 
ficent hotel  on  the  banks  of  Shuswap  Lake,  and 
had  it  not  been  for  the  mosquitoes  I  should 
)tave  liked  to  have  made  a  longer  stay  there, 
as  the  fishing  in  the  lake  was  in  full  .swing  at 
the  time.  I  found  that  my  friend  at  Vernon 
was  as  willing  as  I  to  take  a  holiday,  so  after 
spending  a  few  days  on  his  farm  we  decided 
to  put  in  a  fortnight  camping  out  and  fishing 
on  -Sugar  Lake,  which  sheet  of  water  is  about 
sixty  miles  east  of  Vernon. 

We  collected  our  equipment  and  borrowed 
a  tent  ita  Vernon,  going  on  from  there  to  Lum- 
by.     Lumby  is  a  small  village  reached  by  mo- 
tor stage  and  is  about  twenty  miles  on  the  way 
to  the  lake.     We  spent  a  couple  of  days  there 
fishing  the  numerous  small  creeks  surrounding 
it;  the  sport  was  good  though  the  fish  were 
all  small.    With  considerable  difficulty  we  suc- 
ceeded in  hiring  a  man  with  a  team  and  rig  to 
take  us  the  balance  of  the  way.     The  -latter 
part  of  the  trail  was  bad  and  only  fit  for  pack 
horses,  we  were  told.     However,   we  fonnrl  a 
man  who  was  willing  to  try  it,  and  we  had  the 
wisdom  to  charter  him  for  the  return  journey. 
It  was  both  hot  and  dusty,  but  we  made  good 
time  the  first  twenty-five  miles.     .After  that  it 
was    wretched    traveling.     Just   a    rough    trail 
had  been  made  by  the  settlers  for  sleighing  in 
the  winter  time  and  some  of  the  trees  had  been 
left  a  foot  or  two  high.    In  some  cases  we  had 
to  chop  these  down  and  had  also  to  chop  a  cou- 
j)!e   of   windfalls   out   of   the   way.      The   least 
said   about    the   holes   and   grades    the    better. 
Fortunately  the  hearses  were   willing  and   the 
rig  strong,  so  no  harm  was  done.    We  arrived 
at   last  on    the   banks   of   Shuswap   River   and 
found  our   way   up   to   the  lake,   barred   by   a 
swiftly    flowing    creek,    which    our    driver    re- 
f^ised  to  cross.     We  bundled  out  (Uir  stuff,  and 
as  the  rig  returned  to  a  stopping  house  about 
fifteen  miles  on  the  road  home,  we  struck  up 
to  the  creek  to  try  and  find  a  way  across  with- 
out getting  our  l)lanke(s  and   provisions   \vet. 
i-'ortunately    we    found    a    windfall    stretching 
right  across   the  creek,  and   following  a  track 
for  about  three-quarters  nf  a  mile  we  came  to 
the   lake   side.     There   we   foimd   an   old   Nor- 
Avegian  living  in  a  log  shack  he  had  built  him- 
"^clf.    He  was  more  than  seventy  years  old  and 
had  just  taken  up  a  homestead  there      Fancv 
going  to  live  alone  sixty  miles  from  a  railroad, 
and  \oluntarily  undergoing  all   the  hardships 
and  insecurity  of  a  pioneer'.s  life  at  that  age! 
Yet  the  old  man  was  as  pleased  with  his  home- 
stead as  a  child  with  a  new  toy.  but   I  trem- 
bled to  think  what  would  happen  to  him  when 
.some  of  the  ailments  one  naturally  as.sociates 
Avith  old  age,  should  attack  him.     He  lent  us 
hh  boat  to  fetch  our  baggage  up  in.     It  was 
easy  enough  to  take  the  boat  down,  but  when 
it  came  to  pulling  her  up  again  heavily  laden 
it  wftt  ahotfier  m*tUr.    we  «tch  took  a  turn 


at  it,  but  the  current  was  too  strong,  and  each 
time  we  were  washed  down  stream  and  had 
to  creep  up  the  side  again  to  hang  on  to  a  con- 
venient tree.  We  could  hear  the  falls  roaring 
about  one-quarter  of  a  mile  lower  down,  so 
carried  out  stuff  over  the  creek  Ijy  hand  to  a 
convenient  site  close  to  the  old  Norwegian's 
shack,  where  we  pitched  the  tent.  1  had  no 
difficulty  in  bringing-  the  boat  up  empty  the 
next  day.  it  was  a  beautiful  spot  in  which 
to  camp.  By  the  time  we  had  things  fixed  up 
the  old  man  had  a  delicious  supper  of  fried 
trout  and  fresh  bannocks  ready  for  us,  to  which 
we  did  full  justice.  After  supper  we  lighte<! 
a  big  fire  and  lay  on  our  blankets,  pipes  full 
on.  at  i)eace  with  the  workl,  watching  the 
flickering  flames,  listening  to  the  croaking  of 
the  frogs  and  dreaming  of  the  big  fish  we 
would  catch  on  the  morrow. 

,  The  following  day.  after  a  hearty  breakfast, 
we  got  off  up  the  lake  in  the  boat'  The  lake 
is  about  nine  mile!?  long  by  »ix  Wide  ivith^^*^ 
island  in  the  middle,  and  is  fed  by  the  tipper 
Shuswap  River  and  numerous  creeks,  off  the 
mouths  of  which  there  is  ^Bcellertt  fishing. 
The  weather  was  perfect  and  in  a  little  while 
we  both  stripped  to  cue  waist  to  enjoy  a  |le- 

licJQHR  aim  hath. Wf  hatj  twn  Vfcm  ont,  a 


long  and  a  short  one.  The  long  one,  which 
was  a  large  spoon  bait,  which  we  always  found 
the  most  successful,  caught  the  first  fish,  a  fiije 
-Dolly    Varden    trout     which     weighed— id 


pounds.  It  was  the  only  big  fish  we  caught 
that  lay,  but  we  got  numerous  smaller  ones 
varying  from  half  a  pound  t.)  three  pounds. 
Some  we  caught  ti-olling  and  some  with  flv 
rods.  I  always  think  fly  fishing  is  much  hettc'r 
sport  and  more  exciting  than  trolling,  and 
would  rather  catch  a  two-poundcr  with  m\^ 
rod  than  a  six-pounder  on  the  line.  We  land- 
ed at  Rainbow  Creek  and  had  an  enjoyable 
bath,  though  wc  had  to  light  a  smudge  to  keep 
off  the  mosquitoes  while  we  were  drying.  We 
boiled  a  couple  of  the  trout  wc  had  jnst  caught 
for  dinner.  We  had  un  luck  in  the  afternoon, 
but  in  the  evening  wc  caught  a  lot  of  fish  with 
our  rods  in  front  of  the  tent  at  the  inouth  of 
the  lake.  It  was  here  that  we  alway-^  IkuI  our 
best  sport;  rowing  gently  up  and  down  under 
the  bank  we  never  failed  to  have  some  luck. 
We  found  the  best  bait  was  the  natural  moth 
or  butterfly.  The  lake  was  rcall\-  too  high  to 
get  the  very  best  fish. 

One  night  we  awoke  to  find  ourseK-es  Iving 
in  water  and  our  tent  pitched  on  an  eminence, 
an  island.  The  lake  had  risen  nearly  two  feet 
during  the  night,  and  we  had  to  shift  our  tent 
back  into  the  woods.  One  day  we  tried  fish- 
ing below  the  falls,  where,  when  the  water  is 
low,  one  can  catch  any  (luaiitity.  Wc  had  no 
luck,  however.  Although  a  tcrrililc  place  to 
approach,  the  Shuswap  Falls  are  a  magnificent 
sight  and  worth  the  trouble  of  getting  to. 
There  is  a  scheme  on  hand  to  harness  the  fall.s 
and  use  the  power  for  an  electric  railroad. 

Our  fortnight  passed  all  to(^  quickly.  Once 
our  stay  was  enlivened  by  a  visit  from  three 
gold  prospectors,  whon-i  wc  iihotographed. 
along  with  our  Norwegian  frieml.  standing  in 
front  of  his  shack.  We.  listenerl  to  manv  an 
interesting  talc  of  the  country,  witli  whicli 
they  were  familiar. 

Our  hunting  was  a  disa])pointnicnt.  for  a 
couple  of  loons  and  as  many  chipmunks  and 
water  snakes  as  we  liked  was  the  -um  total. 
There  arc  many  deer  and  bear,  a  few  goats  and 
an  occasional  grizzly  bear  to  be  met  with,  but 
unfortunately  we  never  met  any.  We  harl  some 
glorious  fishing,  however,  and  long  shall  1  re- 
member the  taste  of  the  beautiful  pink  trout 
fresh  caught  from  the  lake. 

Our  driver  came  for  us  as  arranged.  We 
should  not  have  been  greatly  surprised  if  he 
had  not  turned  up  on  the  date  specified.  This 
time  wc  did  not  drive  the  first  ten  miles;  our 
first  experience  had  been  quite  enougli.  We 
plodded  behind  the  horses,  lending  a  hand 
when  necessary  to  extricate  the  rig  or  assist 
the  horses.  Our  driver,  a  French-Canadian, 
whose  language  was  picturesque,  would  never 
have  returned  to  us  had  we  not  chartered  him 
for  the  return  trip  and  refused  to  pay  him  auv- 
rhing  until  he  had  delivered  us  safely  back  at 
our  destination.  We  broke  our  journey  at 
Lumby  and  reached  Vernon  the  next  day.  T 
paid  a  brief  visit  to  Kelowna.  returning  to 
the  prairies  after  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  holi- 
day.— \'.

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THE  MANEATER  OF  KARKANKOTE 

In  November,  1^906.  1  was  fr^rtunatc 
enough  to  be  include'd  in  one  f)f  the  Mvsoro 
shikar  parties  which  are  generally  arranged 
every  year.  The  hospitality  of  His  Highness 
the  Maharajah  of  Mysore  wa.s  proverbial  iji 
Southern  India,  and  it  was  entirely  due  to  his 
kindness  that  we  were  allowed  to  shoot  in 
the  "closed"  forests,  which  were,  as  a  rule, 
exclusively  reserved  for  royalty.  These  par- 
tics  were  usually  made  up  of  the  Yuvaraja 
(the  brother  of  the  Maharajah),  another  na- 
tive prince,  and  two  or  three  Britsih  officers 
from  Bangalore.  The  arrangements  for  one's 
comfort  were  made  on  a  most  lavish  scale  as 
regards  tents,  living  and  transport,  but  when 
it  came  to  the  shikar  part  of  the  business  one 
was  left  almost  entirely  free  to  do  as  one 
pleased,  and  make  one's  own  "bandobust" 
with  the  assistance  of  the  inspector  of  game 
preserves  and  the  forest  game  watchers.  Suc- 
cess of  failure  was  therefore  due  in  a  great 
measure  to  onc'a  energy,  ability,  and  of  course 
luck. 

We  left  Mysore  City,  the  capital  of  the 
Stttt,  in  motor  car*.,  ai^d  were  speeded  on  our 


journey  by  the  good  wishes  of  our  host,  the 
Maharajah,  who  very  graciously  came  to  see 
us  ofl. 

After  a  run  of  about  two  hours  through 
the  beautiful  "garden"  State  uf  India  we  ar- 
ri\-e(l  at  a  ''dak"  bungalow,  -the  name  of 
which  I  cannot  for  the  moment  remember, 
where  we  spent  the  night,  and  discussed  plans 
for  "the  next  ten  days.  We  had  already  re- 
ceived news  of  a  tiger  which  had  made  his 
hon\c  near  the  small  hamlet  of  Karkankole, 
and  hail  heard  a  i)iliful  talc  of  its  depreda- 
tions from  the  \  illagcrs.  'J'his  particular  ani- 
mal had  taken  :\u  ejif^rmous  number  of  cattle 
during  the  last  few  months,  and  quite  recent- 
ly had  killetl  and  eaten  a  native.  Naturally, 
these  poor  people  were  very  anxious  to  be  rid 
of  their  most  unwelcome  visitor,  and  we  were 
very  keen  to  assist  them  in  this  respectv  Ac- 
cordingly we  decided  to  tie  uj)  donkeys  in  the 
vicinity  in  the  hope  of  getting  a  "^kill"  and  to 
ii$«parl  t^  ^  more  »'est«rl)f^ot«»t»  aifeat  the 
boundary  of  Coorg  and  Mysore  to  hunt  for 
bison  and  ^sambur,  and  await  developments. 

In  these  happy  litHitiftir  ftounds  the  time 

seemed  to  pass  away  all  too  quickly  and  bison 

hunting  bad  engrossed  our  chief  attentions.

— ere  were  sevoral  herdo  in  the  neighborhood 
but  we  generally  let  thetn  alotie,  *s  it  was 
almo$t  a  hopeless  task  to  get  up  to  them>  as 


visiting  the  kills  we  came  across  two  Indian 
red  dogs.  This  was  the  first  time  1  had  ever 
seen  one  of  these  animals,  and  1  was  much 
impressed  by  their  build,  which  was  certainly 
for  speed  and  strength.  They  were  on  the 
high  road,  and  stood  for  some  time  looking 
at  us  at  a  distance  of  from  25  to  30  yards. 
They  offered  a  very  easy  shot,  and,  much  as 
1  desired  to  possess  the  skin  of  one.  1  had  to 
refrain  fron-|  shooting  for  fear  of  disturbing 
the  nobler  animal  wliich  we  felt  confident 
was  close  at   hand. 

The  arrangements  for  the  beat  were  not 
complete  until  about  2  p.m..  but  everything 
had  been  done  vcr\-  carefully,  and  our  hopes 
for  success  ran  high.  1  must  here  give  a  brief 
description  of  the  jungle  that  wc  intended  to 
beat.  It  must  be  known  to  tlie  i'rincc  and 
I'rincess  of  Wales,  our  present  King  an«t 
Queen,  as  it  was  the  scene  of  the  famous 
khedda  operations  which  many  attended  in  the 
l^siSig  otthc  same  >-*4r.  Two  miles  flGFUi  of 
Karkankote  the  rdad  leading  to  the  foot  of 
the  Nillghiri  Hills  runs  almost  parallel  to  the 
Kubbani  River,  and  distant  a  few  himdred 
yards  from  it.^  The  larger  timber  W|is  inositiy 
teak,  with  fairly  thick  undergrowth.  The 
tnaehans.  were  placed  in  line  iunning  at  right 
amg les  frotti  the  foad  to  the  riv^.  Stops  were 
put  idong  thit  rtver  bank  and  at  the  edge  of

the  jungle  was  very  thick  at  tliis  tici«  iixi  the 
year,  and  it  would  only  be  by  !^e  greatest 
fluke  if  one  happened  to  drop  on  a  good  bull 
without  disturbing  the  more  numerous  cows 
and  calves.'  H.  had  shot  quite  a  good  solitary 
bull,  and  one  small  herd  bull  had  also  been 
bagged.  A  day  never  passed  without  at  least 
one  of  our  party  coming  across  bison,  and  in 
such  pleasant  surroundings  we  had  almost 
forgotten  about  the  tiger,  and  had  decided  to 
spend  the  remainder  of  our  short  leave  at  our 
present  camp.  However,  on  the  morning  of 
the  eighth  day  news  came  into  camp  by  run- 
ner that  the  Karkankote  tiger  had  killed  dur- 
ing the  night.  We  accordingly  moved  to  that 
place  next  day.  and  tied  up  three  donke3's. 
hoping  that  the  tiger  would  kill  again  that 
night,  as  the  following  day  was  the  last  of 
our  leave.  H.  and  I  were  up  at  dawn,  and, 
on  yisiting  the  place  where  the  donkeys  had 
been  tethered,  found  that  two  of  them  had 
been  killed  and  dragged  away.  We  located 
the  tiger  in  some  thick  jungle,  and  made  cer- 
tain that  he  had  not  left,  as  no  fresh  tracks 
could  anywhere  be  found  leading  away  from 
the  plact.  We  then  sent  word  back  to  the 
dak  bunga)ow  to  have  all  the  available  men 
collected  as  beaters,  and  for  men  to  come  out 
at  once  to  build  our  machane.    While  wc^  were 


the  jungle  along  the  road.  The  former  pre- 
caution was  taken  as  the  natives  reported 
having  seen  the  tiger  swimming  across  the 
river.  'J'he  beaters  were  assembled  to  the 
north,  and  were  to  work  towards  Karkankote. 
Soon  after  having  occupiejl  our  machans  a 
faint  noise  in  the  distance  conveyed  to  us 
that  the  beat  had  commenced,  and  a  few  min- 
utes later  an  unmistakable  roar  wa.s  heard, 
and  we  knew  that  "Stripes"  was  at  home,  and 
evidently  objected  to  being  so  riidely  awak- 
ened from  his  siesta  at  such  an  hour.  The 
next  few  moments  of  waiting  seemed  an  age. 
An  almost  painful  stillness  reigned,  broken 
only  by  the  cries  of  the  beaters  some  hun- 
dreds of  yards  away.  From  the  scrub  just  in 
front  of  me  a  .solitary  jackal  emerged,  and 
paused  for  several  seconds  to  listen  to  the 
unusual  commotion.  Thi.s  little  image  then 
came  towards  me,  and  .squatted  under  my 
machan.  A  few  more  seconds  elapsed,  when 
my  attention  was  attracted  by  «  saiaU  bird 
flitting  from  a  bush  to  my  left  front.  In  or- 
dinary circumstances  such  a  iHvial  Outsat* 
rence  would  doubtless  have  paiaed  unnotic^ 
but  I  attribute  this  fact,  in8igil||BMB|Mit  aa  i| 
may  seem,  to  the  bagging  of 
for  almost  immediately  it 
hind  this  same  buah,  and 
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a  couple  oi  yards  to  cover  before  he  would 
1)0  lost  to  \  icw  again  if  he  continued  in  his 
present  direction. 

This  was  the  first  tiger  I  had  ever  seen 
outside  the  bars  ot  a  cage.  His  grandeur 
impressed  me  greatly,  and  I  can  stil!  picture 
that  beautiful  form  stealthily  creeping 
through  the  jungle  as  vividly  as  on  the  day 
olwhich  I. write,  i; hastily  threw  ni)-  rifle  ui> 
to  my  shoulder,  as  one  would  do  when  shoot- 
ing a  rabbit,  and  fired.    Xo  my  intense  satis- 

faction  I  saw  that  thtikil let  had  louml  iis. 


mark,  for  the  unfortunate  animal  was  1\  ing 
on  its  back  with  its  legs  kicking  in  the  air. 
Aipir  Si  U'&soiid  or  two' it  righted  itself  again, 
and  tried  in  vain  to  crawl  away,  h  was  un- 
able to  raise  its  hindquarters,  and  1  surmised 
that  its  back  was  broken.  It  was  now  facing 
away  from  me,  wiih  its  head  resting  on  its 
forepaws.  .V  second  barrel  through  the  brain 
and  all  was  over.  J  blew  three  blasts  on  mj' 
whistle — a  preconcerted  signal  in  case  of  a 
kill — and  after  a  short  time  the  beaters  came 
along  and  gathered  round  the  carcase,  there 
being  no  other  tiger^  in  the  l)eat.  My  first 
shot  1  found  was  a  very  lucky  (.>ne ;  it  was 
higii  Uj)  and  a  little  far  l)ack,  but,  as  1  im- 
agined had  broken  the  beast's  back,  it  was 
an  old  animal  in  excellent  condition,  hut  its 
lower  teeth  were  very  much  worn,  it  meas- 
ured 9  feet,  2  in.  between  uprights.  W'q  then 
rcturnetl  to  Karkankote.  reaching  the  bunga- 
low soon  after  4  p.m.  At  7  p.m.  the  carcase 
was  brought  into  the  village  by  quite  an  army 
of  beaters,  some  carrying  torches  heading  the 
procession  and  shouting  with  glee,  so  joyful 
were  they  to  be  rid  of  this  troublesome  beast. 
That  night  a  bonfire  was  lit  in  ilie  compound, 
and  we  were  treated  lo  a  native  dance  by  the 
Kornbas.  the  human  inhabitants  of  the  forest. 
Before  the  dawn  of  another  day  we  were  well 
on  our  homeward  journey,  not  a  little  sad  at 
having  to  leave  behind  us  those  magnfiicent 
forests. — Wanderer   in   Field.

But,  whatever  we  may 
think  of  the  Great  Northern  it  Is  a  rich 
company  and  knows  how  to  build  fine 
roads  and  to  supply  them  with  cars  and 
engines.  Ju,st  what  Mr.  Hill  and  his 
friends  said  tD  Mr.  McBride,  neither 
he  nor  they  have  told  us,  but  we  are 
likely  to  see  cdiangcs  In  tho  V.  &  S. 
«oon  and  the  lawsuit  between  its  own- 
ers   and    the    city    will    be    settled.

Ing  nearly  500  souls.  The  whole  island 
of  which  this.  Is  the  chief  town  Is  re- 
ported to  be  covered  with  ashes  and  it 
is  feared  that  viUagcK  on  thl«  and  other 
Islands  have  been  destroyed.  The  ashes 
which  are  full  of  sulphuric  acid,  havo 
polluted  the  water  and  not  only  peo- 
ple, but  anlmai8  who  drink  it  become 
111.  It  Is  reported  that  in  the  towns 
along  the  coast  the  rain  burnpci  the  skin 
of  people  upon  whom  It  fell.  Supplies 
are  bolpg  sent  to  the  people  and  boats 
to  remove  those  whose  homes  have 
been  destroyed.  The  wireless  stations 
did  not  work  for  eome  days  after  the 
eruption  so  that  there  has  not  been 
much  news.  The  mails  will  bring  ful- 
ler  acounts.

He  writes  that  iia\-:ng  i^cheid  mighty  pro- 
cessions of  women  called  into  be  ng.  ip.anaged 
and  marshalled  by  women;  liaving  heard 
many  women  arldress  multitudes  as  effective- 
ly as  men  ever  did  ;  knowing  the  managing 
part  v.-omen  are  taking  in  local  administrative 
affairs,  and  their  deep  interest  in  and  knowl- 
edge of  sociolrtgy,  observing  the  self-reliance 
of  school  girls;  and  the  fearlessness  with 
which  they  mingle  with  their  brother's  com- 
panions, noting  their  increase  in  stature  and 
their  broad  range  of  study,  he  fears  that  man'ri 
opportunity  to  still  keep  woman  "in  her  place" 
has  jiassed ;  yes,  passed  out  of  his  hands,  and 
forever.

I  know  several 
households  where  the  wife  turns  out  to  her 
office  or  shop,  or  lauiulr}-,  to  earn  the  !i\ing 
for  the  family,  while  the  husband  stays  at 
home  to  look  after  the  house  and  children  I 

It  is  not  that  the  woman  is  anxious  to 
usurp  the  breadwinners'  rt)le;  it  is  because  she 
is  competent,  and  her  husband  is  not;  if  she 
does  not  "buckle  to"  they  must  all  starve, 
and  since  she  is  "the  better  man  of  the  two" 
she  acts,  cheerfully  or  constrainedly,  accord- 
ing to  her  temperament  as  -the  head  of  the 
family.  1  chuckle  to  myself  sometimes  when 
I  think  of  the  man  of  the  future  struggling 
with  the  mysteries  of  cooking,  washing,  bak- 
ing, sewing,  mending,  stocking-darning,  but- 
ton-sewing, baby-tending,  spring  cleaning. 
and  the  hundred  and  one  other  things  the 
average  woman  is  supposed  to  know  all  about 
— and  do.  It  will  be  a  capital  joke  for  the 
women. 

Wives  have  long  enough  been  wageless 
servants.  Let  the  men  have  a  turn  at  the 
pleasing  game. 

It  will  do  them  good !

SOCIAL  SNARES 


How  the  Mere  Man  Calls 

One  of  the  chief  social  duties  of  a  wife  is 
to  pay  her  husband's  "devoirs"  for  him,  in  the 
matter  of  calling  and  card  leaving. 

No  self-respecting  husband  would  dreani 
of  going  routed  acknowledging  ho.spitality,  of 
"keeping  up"  the  social  circle  by  the  weaH> 
.Home  task  of  afternoon  calls.  And  if  his  wilt 
were  to  suggest  that  he  is  atwavs  ready  to. 
eat  so-and-so's  dinners,  and  that  it  wottid  oitly;,! 
he  civilif  he  paid  a  "vi«ite  de  di|  ""

home,  his  answer,  nine  times  out  of  ten,  would 
be:  ''But  that's  your  job;  what's  a  wife  for? 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  a  recognized 
r.nstom  for  a  wife  to  leave  her  husband'.s  cards 
both  when  she  is  calling  and  when  she  is 
merely  "leaving  cards."  It  is  well  knoWn 
that  there  exists  a  sort  of  unwritten  conven- 
tion that  married  men  are  not  supposed  to 
make  social  acquaintances  vjho  are  not  known 
tu  their  wives;  that  is  to  say,  they  are  not 
to  be  invited  to  the  house,  and  put  on  the 
footing  of  ordinary  acquaintances  by  people 
who  are  not  visited  by  the  wives.  This  being 
so.  society  considers  that  the  husband  cannot 
Vvish  to  call  on  anyone  outside  his  wife's  visit- 
ing list  ;  his  cards  can  only  repose  on  the  hall 
tables  of  her  accpiaintances,  and  therefore  she 
carries  them  in  her  card  case,  and  leaves  them 
at  her  discretion.  I  will  not  say  that  this 
unwritten  law  is  strictly  adhered  to  in  all 
cases,  but  it  exists,  and  is  absolutely  binding 
— or    it    should    be — on    many    [)eople'.      In    a

their  feminine  belongings,  thus,  sisters  leave 
their  bn;thers'  cards,  and  mothers  those  of 
their  sons. 

But  this  does  not  mean  that  young  men 
get  their  calling  done  always  for  them  by  any 
means;  for  ihey,  unlike  their  more  "(ortAMv- 
ate"  brethren,  tiie  benedicts,  are  undoubtedly 
expected  to  call  "in  person."  This,  of  course. 
i.N  quite  as  it  should  be.  The  young  man,  the 
bachelor,  occupies  a  spcial  position  in  society, 
and  is  invited  on  his  own  merits,  inherited  or 
acquired,  or  simply  because  he  is  a  young 
man — and  a  bachelor. 

There  is  no  restrictive  covenants  in  his  in- 
vitations, his  hostesses  do  not  need  to  know 
his  women  kind;  on  the  contrary,  he  is  far 
more  valuable  alone,  and,  welcome,  as  he  al- 
ways is,  he  is  doubly  so  when  there  are  no 
sisters  who  must  be  asked  with  him ;  not  but 
what  many  party  givers  do  not  scruple  to  ask 
the  young  men  they  know  alone,  whether 
they  also  know  the  sisters  or  not.  These  privi- 
leges and  advantages  naturally  must  be  paid 
for,  and  the  least  these  honored  guests  can  do 
is  to  call  occasionally  at  those  houses  where 
they  have  dined  and  danced. 

Sunday  afternoon  is  a  day  specially  favor- 
ed bv  the  young  man,  though  many  consider 
it  a  horrid  tax  and  either  neglect  their  calls 
altogether,  or,  when  possible,  requisition  their 
mothers  and  sisters.  That  this  is  not  a  popu- 
lar move  on  their  part  does  not  seem  to  affect 
the  question — they  will  always  dine;  some- 
times they  will  dance,  but  call — not  if  thev 
can  help  it. 

But  not  only  do  mothers  and  sisters  pay 
their  mankind's  calls  for  them,  but  they  gen- 
erally leave  the  latter's  cards  with  their  own, 
when  they  are  calling,  even  although  the  peo- 
ple they  are  calling  on  do  not  know  the  yoiing 
men  in  question.

CHAT    AND    COMMENT 


"A  man  who  docs  not  hold  his  own  is  a 
poor  creature  at  best."  You  may  be  surprised 
to  hear  that  it  was  a  declaration.  One  seems' 
to  remember  a  blessing  pronounced  upon 
those  who  are  "poor  in  spirit.''  Yet  you  will 
probably  incline  to  believe  that  the  clergyman 
was  right.  It  is  .no  doubt,  as  Mr.  Kipling's 
Lama  protested,  "a  great  and  terrible  world," 
full  of  fierce  strife  and  suffering  and  soitow. 
But  a  sane  judgment  cannot  refuse  to  allow 
that  in  a  great  many  cases  the  "man  who  does 
not  hold  his  own"  is  a  poor  creature,  has  in 
himself  the  causes  of  his  own  failure.  It  i|  a 
general  rule.  But  you  will  hardly  be  so  fool- 
ish as  to  believe  that  it  is  always  true. 

Most  of  us  who  have  a  decently  cornfort- 
able  existence  have  no  difficulty  in  believing 
that  the  people  less  fortunate  have  deserved 
no  more  than  they  enjoy.  But  about  thdsC 
better  off  than  ourselves,  we  are  not  so  stire. 
The  failures,  we  agree,  are  poor  crieatufes 
But  that  the  prodigiously  succcsesful  are  the 
superiors  of  ourselves  we  hesitate  to  admit. 
Often  we  ascribe  their  fortune,  and  sometiitnes 
truly,  to  an  endowment  of  qualities  which  we 
despise.  It  is  worth  while  to  remember  that 
failure  itself  may  be  due  to  virtues  which  wc 
lack.  "The  man  who  does  not  hold  his  own" 
is  a  vague  phrase.  If  it  means  what  we  nat-

JOHANNESBURG,  June  15.— -Out- 
wardly there  is  IJttle  to  comrl&in  of 
In  the  condition  of  South  Afrlc*  at 
the  moment.  So  far  there  la  nothing 
to  justify  the  pesslmistli;  forecaat  that 
IS]  2  will  witness  ihu  beginning  of  an- 
other cycle  of  depression.  Trade  Is 
better  than  In  the  two  preceding  years, 
both  of  which  broke  records.  The  gold 
output  of  the   RunU   mountu  ever  higher. 

The   depreasion   in   the   diamond   trade  is 
over. 

There  are  occasional  grumblings  at 
the  shortage  of  black  labor  but  these 
howls  have  gone  up  over  since  Van 
Kiebeek  _ started  his  garden  on  the 
chores  of  Table  bay  two  and  a  half 
centuries  ago.  i-'rom  the  political 
apeoches  of  the  !iour  one  would  imagine 
thai  the  proross  of  building  up  a  great 
white  nation  in  South  Africa  was  go- 
ing forward  smoothly  and  rapidly.  Yet 
It  is  difficult  to  see  how  any  far-sight- 
ed South  African  can  be  wholly  satis- 
fled,  for  the  truth  is,  the  country  is 
drifting.  Jt  always  has  drifted  and  the 
danger  is  that  it  Is  aow  drifting  lo  a 
t«Bd»tiUr  -  ■"■■'■■  ■ ' 

South  Africa  Ik  living  on  its  capital. 
On  looking  at  the  classified  exports  for 
lasjt  year  it  will  be  found  that  the  pro- 
duce of  the  mines  yielded  »226,504,845. 
But  the  produce  of  all  this  immense 
area  of  land,  agricultural  and  pastoral, 
brought  in  only  ?4C,230,S70.  And  the  ex- 
ports of  "all  oilier  articles"  reached 
the  absurd  total  of  $1,573,860.  fjook  at 
the  revenue  of  the  Union.  Deduct  from 
it  the  mining  taxation,  the  profit  earn- 
ed by  the  state  railways  on  the  traffic 
to  and  from  the  mining  areas,  and  the 
customs  duties  paid  on  imports  for 
those  areas.  What  is  left  amounts  to 
very  little.  Take  the  social  life  of  the 
Union,  atrlke  out  al!  the  people  who 
enrn  a  living  directly  or  indirectly  from 
the  mines.  There  Is  left  but  the  small, 
scattered,  primitive  population  of  the 
11  f ties   and   sixties   of   last   century. 

Whether  South  Africa  digs  up  more 
and  more  gold  and  diamonds  every 
}-car  and  lives  well  upon  the  proceeds 
does  not  affect  the  argument.  For  it 
would  only  mean  that  her  capital  will 
be  the  .sooner  exhausted.  The  country 
is  acting  today  as  though  both  were 
crops.  3ome  .South  Africans  really 
-seem  to  think  that  gold  and  diamonds 
can  be  planted.  The  capital  is  going. 
And  there  is  no  sinking  fund.  It  may 
take  twenty  or  forty  years  before  the 
output  of  mineral  wealth  begins  to  di- 
minish. In  any  case  the  period  is  not 
long  In'  the  life  of  a  nation.  We  are 
getting  the  wealth  out  of  the  ground 
faster  and  faster.  But  what  is  being 
done  to  provide  industries  to  take  the 
place  of  the  one  which  cannot  last  for 
ever? 

Elvcn  more  serious  is  the  race  aspect 
of  the  problem.  Racially  South  Africa  i.s 
drifting.  Save  for  the  Albany  settlers 
in  the  Cape,  tht;  Byrne  settlers  In  Natal 
and  a  few  smaller  schemes  of  tlie  same 
kind,  It  always  has  drifted.  Today  the 
Ijlack  population  Is  growing  faster  than 
the  white.  By  T»60  there  will  be  twelve 
milUonB  of  colored  people  in  South  Af- 
rica and  only  three  millions  of  whites. 
And  even  those  depressing  figures  de- 
pend upon  the  progress  of  today  being 
iiia;ntalned.  But  an  alarming  percent- 
age of  the  whites  live  upon  the  mining 
Industry.  If  that  industry  begins  to 
Hwlndle  and  nothing  else  takes  its 
place,  the  white  population  must  ine- 
vitably dwindle  also.  Remenibor,  white 
men  do  not  as  a  rule  work  on  the  land 
in  Soutli  Africa  as  laborers.  They  arc 
the  overseers  and  the  skilled  men.  When 
the  production  of  gold  and  diamonds 
I'egtnH  to  fall  away  the  numerical  pre- 
ponderanee  of  tjie  colored  people  over 
tlie  white  people  must  increase  with 
greater  rapidity.  The  growth  of  the 
blacks  will  be  accompanied  by  an  ex- 
odus of  whites 

There  are  people  in  England,  many 
of  them  with  South  .Vfrican  experience, 
who  do  not  appear  to  realize  the  danger 
of  the  policy  of  drift.  They  tell  young 
lingllahnien  to  settle  in  South  Africa 
because  they  will  not  have  to  work 
their  land  themselves,  but  will  be  able 
to  hire  black  farm  laborers.  Today  the 
cry  for  labor  goes  up  from  mines  a!nd 
farms.  But  It. Is  alway.s  for  colored 
labor.  The  native  one  hears,  Is  the 
natural  worker  of  thp  country.  The 
white  man  will  not  work — must  not 
work.  Itather  let  black  men  ho  brought 
in  from  Central  Africa  and  Mozambique 
and  the  Conge. 

Pursue  this  policy  for  fifty  years,  and 
it  Is  ab.>!Olutely  certain  that  South 
Africa  will  be  a  black  man's  land  In 
the  end.  There  may  be  a  million,  two 
nilillon,  if  you  like,  whitp  landowners, 
overseers,  merchants,  profeslonal  men, 
etc.  but  they  will  float  upon  n  great 
black  sea.  They  will  be  outnumbered 
ten  or  twelve  to  one  by  thp  colored  men. 
And  the  way  In  which  the  country 
drifts  along,  living  upon  its  capital, 
thoashtles.-*  of  the  future,  must  hasten 
that  day.  When  the  mines  begin  to  bo 
cxhauated  there  will  be  fewer  reasons 
why  ^hitc  men  should  remain  In  the 
sub>continent.  The  klenl  of  a  self-gov- 
crnlQs  white  notion  will  have  to  he 
abandoned  tf  this  is  to  be  the  future. 
A  few  himdred  tiiousand  property  own- 
ers and  ovcrsecr.i  do  not  con.stltute  a 
nation.  The  white  people  of  .Jamaica 
do  not  call  theniaclve.«i  agnation.  Such 
a  South  Africa  would  have  to  go  back 
to  crown  colony  government  and  be 
held  by  an  English  g^rrlwon. 

Noiltlng  but  a  national  realisation  of 
the  OMiger  tan  save  .South  Africa  from 
driftlntr  back  into  the  hands  of  the 
blade  rftoea.  From  the  oapital  which 
in  now  b*ing  exhauatod  no  thoughtleaa- 
ly  thfit%  should  be  aet  aside  ev«ry 
year  ■  definite  »>um  to  be  devoted  solely 
10  building  up  new  industrlca  and  malt- 
ing eoutn  Africa  ntjore  attractive  to 
whitf  people.

The  past  year  has  been  unusual  for  the  renewed  interest  manifested  in  the  older  cities  and  towns  of  the  West,  rgia's  activity  thus  far  has  continued  to  develop  very 
strongly  along  these  lines.

The  new  system  of  Interurban  Railways  which  it  is  now  planned  to  build  out  of  Brandon,  will  make  it  possible 
to  bring  this  trade  in.  Wholesalers  and  manufacturers  who  have  visited  Brandon  since  the  plans  for  Interurban  Railways  showed  signs  of  becoming  realised,  have  been 
quick  to  5iZ6;;,y|),  tire^Tt tia t i o n ,  as  their  purchases  ui  Braiuloii  business  locations  wilt  bear  witness.  ' — "^ ^ 

The  Tnternational  Harvester  Company,  which  has  heretofore  occupied  rented  quarters  in  Brandon,  is  building  a  warehouse  now  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  the  Bran- 
don distri(^,_JChe  Canadian  Northern  Railway  Compan)'  is  expending  $500,000  for  a  magnificent  new  hotel,  now  nearly  completed.  This  hotel— Prince  Edward — was 
opened  June  T?:t.     The  statement  of  the  manager  sums  up  the  situation  so  far  as  the  building  of  the  hotel  is  concerned: 

"The  hotel,  when  finished,  will  be  the  finest  and  most  complete  in  its  appointments  in  the  whole  of  Canada.  No  expense  has  been  spared  in  putting  it  up.  That  such  a 
hotel  is  needed  here,  there  is  no  doubt  at  all,  and  it  will  do  much  in  making  for  the  development  of  the  city." 

The  hotel  is  so  built  that  it  will  be  no  difficult  matter   to  add  three  stories  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  do  so. 

Many  of  the  most  astute  real  estate  operators  from  Winnipeg  and  the  East  have  visited  Brandon  since  this  new  movement  got  under  way,  and  their  opinion  is  prac- 
tically unanimous  that  Brandon  now  is  working  along  lines  which  will  have  the  effect  of  bringing  in  the  tremendous  outlying  trade  to  its  natural  centre.  Their  opinion, 
and  the  opinion  of  local  people  who  have  been  closely  identified  in  the  development  of  Brandon,  is  that  Brandon  values  have  been  far  too  low,  and  this  is  certainly  the  case 
when  comparisons  are  made  with  other  cities  of  the  West.  This  condition  could  not  continue,  however,  and  those  who  purchase  now  feel  that  they  are  buying  at  the  bottom 
of  a  market  which  is  likely  to  be  very  rapidly  advanced.  .
